BROKE NECK IN DIVE 


Dick Fernandez, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon F. Fernandez of 322 
Main street, sustained two broken 
vertebra in his neck while diving 
at a day camp in New Hampshire 
July 24. 

A counsellor at the camp, Dick 
had completed his day’s work and 
with others had gone for a swim. 
As he was about to make a shallow 
dive a boy got in his way, and to 
avoid striking the youngster, he 
went deeper than he had intended, 
striking bottom and injuring his 
neck. 

Of a rugged physique, Dick 
shook off the injury and came home 
to Winchester. He complained of a 
stiff neck and other symptoms that 
resulted in summoning a physician, 
and an examination by Dr. William 
Lanigan, Medford bone specialist. 

After X-rays and examination 
Dr. Lanigan diagnosed the injury 
as two broken vertebra, ordering 
Dick to the Lawrence Memorial 
Hospital in Medford, where he will 
be in traction for two weeks, after 
which he will be in a cast for the 
remainder of the summer. 

Dick will begin his senior year 
at Winchester High School in the 
fall. He played freshman, and some 
varsity football; and at Belmont 
Hill, where he spent half a year, he 
pitched on the baseball team. His 
athletic activities will be tempor- 
arily curtailed by the injury, but 
it is expected that there will be no 
lasting ill effects.

Forbes II. Norris, Superintend- 
ent of Schools in Winchester, took 
office July 1 as Governor of Dist- 
rict 288 of Rotary International, 
world-wide service club organiza- 
tion. Elected at the recent Rotary 
Convention in Mexico City, Mexico, 
he will supervise the activities of 
32 Rotary Clubs in Massachusetts 
throughout the 1952-53 fiscal year. 
His is one of five districts in the 
state. 

Dr. Norris is a member of the 
Rotary Club of Winchester, and a 
former member and past president 
of the Rotary Club of Richmond, 
Virginia. 

The continually growing Rotary 
organization now encompasses 83 
countries of the world. The 3(50,000 
business and professional execu- 
tives who are members of 7,(500 
Rotary Clubs work together to ad- 
vance the Rotary program of com- 
munity-betterment activities, high- 
er standards in business and pro- 
fessional life, and the furtherance 
of international understanding, 
good will and peace. 

To promote internatonal under- 
standing, Rotary International is 
currently spending $1,500,000 over 
a six-year period. One of the prin- 
cipal activities of this special pro- 
gram is the awarding of Rotary 
Foundation Fellowships to out- 
standing college graduates for one 
year of study as ambassadors of 
good will, in countries other than 
their own. Grants totaling more 
than $1,000,000 have been awarded 
to 394 Rotary Foundation Fellows 
from 48 countries since this pro- 
gram was inaugurated in 1947. 


FORMER WINCHESTER BOY 
DIED IN NEW JERSEY 

Farnum Dorsey, a former well 
known Winchester hoy and retired 
counsel for the Socony-Vacuum Oil 
Company, died Wednesday, June 
25, at his home. 205 Garfield place. 
South Orange. N. J., at the nge of 
73. 

Mr. Farnum was the son of 
James F.. and Emily C. ( Farnum i 
Dorsey. He was horn in Jamaica 
Plain, hut grew up in Winchester, 
attending the Winchester schools 
and Winchester High School. He* 
studied at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and Boston Univer- , 
si t y Law School, from which he 
received his law degree in *»03. 

He practiced in Boston. New 
York and Rochester until 1929, 
when he joined the legal staff of 
the Socony-Vacuum Oil Company. 
He was trademark counsel for the 
company when he retired in 1945. 

While in Winchester Mr. Dorsey 
was a member of the Winchester 
Boat Club and widely known for his 
skill as a sailing canoe skipper. He 
won the national championship for 
decked canoes in 1901, and for open 
canoes in 1909 and 1913. The 
family living for many years on 
Winthrop street, and later at 75 
Washington street, left Winchester 
prior to 1920. 

Mr. Dorsey leaves his wife, Mrs. 
Edna McMahon Dorsey; a son. 
James; two daughters, Alice and 
Eleanor Dorsey; and a brother, Ar- 
thur Dorsey. 

Funeral services were held last 
Friday in Linden, N. J.

HUGE OLD TREE 


On the grounds of the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert W. Arm- 
strong, Jr., at 15 Chestnut street, 
stands a huge oak which was old 
when Lincoln was assassinated. 
Members of the Wellington family, 
who occupied the premises from 
the time the old house was built 
over 100 years ago until the death 
of the last occupant, Miss Harriet 
Wellington, October 17, 1947, stood 
under the branches of the tree when 
they learned of the Great Eman- 
cipator’s death. 

The Armstrongs have been hav- 
ing some work done on the tree 
and the tree man, Stanley Czerko, 
tells the Star that the tree is un- 
doubtedly one of the oldest and 
largest in Massachusetts, if not the 
oldest and largest in the state. It 
has a spread of more than 300 feet 
and the trunk is 20 feet in circum- 
ference.

A CONCEPT OF ROTARY 

The following, by Dr. Forbes 11. 
Norris, Superintendent of Srho-.is 
and newly elected Governor of 
tnry District 288 will prove inter- 
esting leading and instructive to 
i those who may wonder whnt Ro- 
1 tnry is all about. 

“A true concept of Rotary is the 
lesponsibility of all Uotarians. In 
the minds of too many people, any 
civic club is just another group that 
meets to eat. As one of out Junior 
Rotarians *nid last week, he 
thought Rotary was a place where 
men met to eat and eat and eat. 
To some of our own members. Ro- 
tary may be a kind of Chamber of 
Commerce whose chief concern is 
bettor business relations. 

“My attend. ince at the Interna- 
tional Assembly at Lake Placid a 
few weeks ago gave me an insight 
and a concept of Rotary that 1 
would like to pass on to this whole 
District. I have attended some 
four or five International Conven- 
tions, but this meeting, because of 
its size, gave opportunities for fel- 
lowship and friendship not found in 
a large meeting. 

“At the Lake Placid meeting, 
there were slightly more than 600 
registrants. In this group, 51 na- 
tions were represented. There 
were great diversities in language, 
national backgrounds, economic 
levels and religions. There one 
found Christian. Jew, Mohamme- 
dan. Buddhist, and Hindu. Yet in 
spite of all of these diversities, 
there was a commonness of spirit 
and a feeling of harmony and unity 
that defied all barriers. 

“The barriers that divide men are 
largely artificial and man-made. 
It is this spirit of Unity that gives 
Rotary so much meaning. Like 
Science, Rotary knows no harrier, 
no boundary, no flag, no race, no 
creed. It is not a substitute for re- 
ligion, or ethics, or patriotism. The 
good Rotarian is fundamentally 
strong in religion and high minded 
in civic affairs. This feeling and 
i spirit of Unity of a fundamental 
| commonness out of many diversit- 
ies is a basic part of the true con- 
cept of Rotary. 

“Another phase of this concept 
is that you and I are Rotary. This 
is not just an organization with a 
constitution and by-laws. Those 
are the outward signs. The real 
Rotary is you and I, and the things 
we do and believe. For, Rotary, 
like the Flag, is ever in the mak- 
ing; Paul Harris started it; you 
and I are making and re-making it 
every day by the way we live and 
work and play. I hope I can em- 
blazon over this District this year, 
the truth that you and I are Ro- 
tary. 

“In the concept of Rotary, one 
finds exemplified the worth and 
dignity of the individual. No ques- 
tion is raised as to one’s station in 
life, hut it is the man himself that 
counts. If Rotary were to select a 
poem that expresses this belief, it 
would undoubtedly he that poem of 
Robert Burns — ‘A Man’s A Man.’ 
No matter a man’s station in life, 
his economic status, his social 
group, “a man’s a man for that”. 
I know of no organization where 
the real worth of a man is more 
basic, where a man stands on his 
own merit more completely than in 
Rotary; it is in Rotary that the 
chief concern is not who are you, 
hut what are you. 

“The classification principle is 
the organizational procedure that 
Rotary has to recognize the merit 
and worth of the individual. If 
this principle is carried into actual 
practice, as it should he, then I will 
represent my classification with 
deep humility and a great sense of 
responsibility. In assuming my 
role in Rotary, I face a challenge; 
I guard a trust. 

“Within the concept of Rotary 
are found the rewards and treas- 
ures of the good neighbor. We get 
so busy rushing here and there that

“Some one has said: ‘If you

A big 
question in Rotary and a part of 
this concept is that of service. How 
can I do a better job? How can I 
lie a better citizen ? What can I 
do to further the aims and ideals 
of Rotary ? # 

“A good Rotarian is a good 
citizen. Regardless of party, he is 
an advocate and supporter, first 
of all, of good, clean, honest gov- 
ernment. The grafter has no place 
in his scheme of things. I would 
like to see every club and every 
member of this District become 
aggressive champions of clean, effi- 
cient government. As John Wes- 
ley years ago said to his friend: 
‘Friend Drummond, this night we 
have started a fire which shall not 
he quenched in all England.’ So, 
would I like to see the 2,500 Rota- 
rians in this area start a fire for 
good government that could not he 
quenched in all America. What 
questions are we asking about 
government ? 

“In a troubled world, with youth 
confused and facing interrupted 
lives, what is my part? As an in- 
dividual and alone, I can do little. 
But Rotary offers me an avenue 
and a way whereby I can unite 
with over 350,000 men and we can 
work shoulder to shoulder. Here 
is the union and the unity which 
give strength and purpose to the 
individual. Through Rotary, I can 
see myself multiplied by over 350,- 
000 times and I become a force in 
the world. By this group action, the 
individual comes into power. 

“In olden times and with the 
coming of the king, there went out 
the call: ‘Make ye his path 

straight.’ Following this Biblical 
injunction, and fortified by the 
unity and inspiration of Rotary, 
and seeing the problems of youth 
as the opportunity of the world, I 
shall endeavor to have Rotary he 
an instrument to ‘make the path 
straight’, so that youth might have 
reason to bless, and not to curse. 

“If I become a part of all that I 
meet, if I have this concept, then 
Rotary offers me the treasures of 
the earth — precious jewels of 
friendship, the harmony and inner 
stiqjjgth that comes from associa- 
tion with men of good will the 
knowledge that:

Season Disappointing 

Winchester High St 1 tool’s past 
baseball sen< *n was disappointing 
to supporters of the team and sur- 
prising to the cxpei U who pretty 
generally picked the Indian- to win 
the Middlesex League Champion- 
ship and g<» on to the interschol- 
astic tournament in Boston. 

The Indians chances for theii 
third championship of the year and 
fourth unbeaten season were dealt 
a staggering blow before the ac- 
tual schedule got under way. 
“Bobby” F 1 a h e r t y, experienced 
shortstop and as fast a hoy as the , 
squad boasted, was lost for the sea- 
son when he fell during a practice 
game while rounding first base and 
got a badly broken arm. Flaherty, 
a good fielder with a great throw- 
ing arm and a real threat on bases, 
would have made a lot of difference 
to this year’s club, but even worse 
than his loss was the Injury sus- 
tained by the team’s veteran hurler, 
Charlie Murphy. 

Murphy, who pitched some great 
hall for the high school as a junior 
and also helped pitch the Winches- 
ter Junior Legion to a district 
championship, tore a muscle in his 
throwing shoulder while getting in 
shape for this year’s campaign, and 
while he did pitch throughout the 
season, his condition prevented him 
from doing the hurling everyone 
had expected of him. 

Winchester’s pitching nil season 
was not as effective as it was ex- 
pected to be, primarily because 
both Murphy and Symmes, the key 
box-men, were in Washington on 
the basketball team trip for the 
best part of a week when they 
should have been readying them- 
selves for the baseball season. 

To make matters worse, after the 
boys got hack, there was nearly a 
w'eek of rain with the cancellation 
of two practice games arranged by 
Coach Bartlett to help his team 
sharpen up for its regular schedule. 

All this happened before the sea- 
son started, and undoubtedly help- 
ed to keep the Indians from a cham- 
pionship season. In spite of these 
handicaps, however, the Club could 
have won the Middlesex League 
title had the boys wanted to play 
ball badly enough. The same spirit 
that carried the basketball team to 
victory, in spite of all sorts of 
obstacles, could have brought a 
baseball championship to Winches-

EARLY GlIDDEN TOURS 
HELPED PROVE AUTOS 

Many modern motorists have 
changed a tire. Some have never 
raised the hoods on their auto- 
mobiles. It isn’t necessary. The 
service station attendant does it. 

It was not always thus, says the 
National Geographic Society.- In 
the early days of the automobile it 
was necessary for the driver to he 
able not only to change a tire hut 
to take it from the rim and patch 
the tube, then pump up the tire 
and put it hack. 

Wearing his duster, he spent 
hours under the hood. He had to 
know how to clean and change 
spark plugs and ignition points, 
how to blow out his gas lines, and 
how to make innumerable other re- 
pairs with haling wire and other 
such makeshift materials. 

Among the early devices to prove 
the reliability of the automobile, 
and to test improvements, were the 
(Bidden Tours, sponsored by Char- 
les J. Glidden, Boston industrialist 
and onetime associate of Alexander 
Graham Bell, the inventor of the 
telephone. 

Modern Revivals 

Glidden tours were not speed 
races as were the early Vanderbilt 
Cup and other contests. Rather, 
they involved stock automobiles 
and teums of cars entered by own- 
ers, manufacturers, and other in- 
terested parties. Emphasis was 
placed on ability of entries to finish 
specified cross-country trips with a 
minimum of repairs and wear on 
the drivers. 

The tours have been revived in 
recent years by early-automobile 
enthusiasts. But the revivals, while 
run with antique vehicles, can 
never he the same as the originals, 
run from .1905 through 1913, with 
tin exception of 1912. 

The carefully restored old cars 
of this year’s tours to Washington 
from such widely separated cities 
as Chicago, Detroit, and Boston will 
travel over roads designed for 
modern motor traffic with speed 
limits far beyond the capabilities of 
most of the machines. 

Many Abandoned Makes 

In the 1905 - 13 Glidden tours 
many roads were little more than 
rutted cowpuths. Broken springs 
and axles were ordinary hazards, 
and tire trouble was so common- 
pla e that it was considered a rou- 
tine annoyance. The modern con- 
testants travel on tires mounted on 
the same narrow rim as the early 
entries, hut like new tirst-run tires 
except for size and tread designs. 
Thus the modern (Bidden tourist 
can travel with little fear of hav- 
ing t«» get .»ut the tire irons and the 
hot or cold patches and blowout 
shoes. 

Both the early contests and the 
revivals involved the names of 
many automobiles no longer manu- 
factured. as well as some still re- 
presented in dealers’ showrooms. 
Among the better-known early cars 
were such as the Pierce- Arrow, 
Locomobile. Maxwell, Chalmers, 
Stanley and White steamers, 
E M F, Simplex, Franklin. Mercer, 
Marmon. and Stutz

WAR PRISONERS OF PAST 
NEVER HAD IT LIKE THIS 


Caesar, Hannibal, and even the 
generals of the American Civil 
War would he astounded could they 
know of the agreements made by 
modern civilized nations to protect 
prisoners of war, for until the end 
of the last century little but the 
whim of the victor governed the 
fate of the captured enemy. 

Wars of extermination in which 
no prisoners were taken occurred 
in ancient and medieval times, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
The Romans usually made slaves of 
defeated soldiers. As late as 1780, 
some governments held their 
prisoners for ransom. 

The French humanitarians Mon- 
tesquieu and Rousseau are given 
credit for advancing the thesis that 
soldiers who lay down their arms 
are entitled to life and humane 
treatment. The civilized nations 
of the world drew up a prisoner 
code at The Hague in 1899 and des- 
pite frequent lapses, have honored 
it in general ever since. 

Hague (’on vent ion Modernized 

The Hague Convention has been 
reviewed and modernized periodi- 
cally. One such revision produced 
in 1929 the so-called Geneva Con- 
vention, growing out of the fact 
that the Central Powers took ad- 
vantage of loopholes in the old in- 
strument during World War I. 

Russia never signed the 1929 
Convention. The result has been a 
wrangle between the Soviet Union 
and the Western Nations concern- 
ing the fate of thousands of Ger- 
man and Japanese soldiers who dis- 
appeared into Russia during World 
War II. 

But the Soviet Union, with sixty 
other nations, is a signatory to the 
current Geneva Convention, drawn 
up in 1949 to correct abuses dis- 
covered between 1940 and 1945. 
The United Nations forces, at least, 
scrupulously adhere to the Conven- 
tion in Korea. 

One reason Koje’s murderous 
mutineers were treated more mild- 
ly than many thought they should 
have been was the code’s ban on 
mass reprisals. The Convention 
also says prisoners must be given 
decent housing, nourishing food 
and the right to communicate with 
their families. 

They may not In? punished for 
trying to escape or refusing to 
answer questions of a military na- 


ture. They are guaranteed medical 
care, freedom of worship, exercise, 
and the opportunity to participate 
in sports and intellectual pastimes. 

Enlisted captives can he worked 
but must he paid for their labors. 
Such labor may not further their 
enemy’s war effort. It is forbidden 
to insult or humiliate them, or to 
take from them their personal 
property, their decorations and 
their insignia of rank. 

A major Geneva stipulation re- 
quires the nations to give the 
enemy complete and accurate lists 
of his soldiery taken in battle. This 
proviso, a part of the 1929 agree- 
ment, led to the East-Wes impasse 
on Axis captives, for the Soviet 
Union furnished no lists.

In Barbados, sugar is king. Cane 
stalks ripple in the trade winds 
over four-fifths of the island’s area. 
Cane cutters, harvesting from Jan- 
uary until June, prefer to cut with 
the wind because the fields are 
oven-hot and tall cane blocks the 
breeze, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

St. James* Palace, official seat of 
the British court, stands on the one- 
time site of a hospital for 14 “maid- 
ens that were leprous,” mentioned 
in British history of the year 1100.

If you’re choosinir n new kitten, 
the kind you pet may depend on 
how much you want to pay, and 
what your tastes are. 

Of course, the cost needn’t both- 
er you! Unless you need an expen- 
sive rat to match your interior 
decoration, or have a weakness for 
pedigree, right now there’s a cute 
little «nub-nosed kitten in the next 
block, or at your corner grocer’s 
who will grow up to be a devoted 
and helpful pet, if you will only 
take him in and give him a little 
rare and alTection. 

Rut whether your kitten is plain 
or fancy, you’ll do well to know 
something about the family and 
the home from which he comes. Is 
his mother a well-behaved house 
cat? Is she healthy, strong, friend- 
ly, and clean? More often than not, 
the mother will pass these qualities 
on to her kittens. 

Your new cat -and you'll have 
more fun with him if he’s a kit- 
ten — should he not less than six 
weeks old. Eight weeks is a safer] 
i age at which to take him away 
from his mother. His diet should 
consist of lukewarm milk, with a 
little pablum or cereal, beef juice 
and scraped raw beef. If you’re 
near a reliable pet shop, get vita- 
mins and calcium to add to the 
! food. They will produce a sturdy 
cat, free from rickets. At first, 
meals should he small, and spared 
only a few hours apart. You’ll find 
milk is laxative. You may prefer 
to boil the milk, and cool it, which 
will lessen the laxative efTect. lie- 
member: .diarrhea is more danger- 
ous than constipation. 

There are milk formulae I’ve 
learned to trust through experi- 
ence. I’ll describe them later.

Committee. 

In a report of inspection just 
made, the Boiler Inspector describ- 
ed the present boilers as in too 
poor a condition to warrant their 
use for another heating season, 
and stated that they should be re- 
placed. 

On the advice of the Building

tleton, of Tufts Engineering School, 
to discuss the whole question with 
I heating engineering firms with the 
I idea of retaining one as a consul- 
tant, and who would study the mat- 
ter and make recommendations. 

The School Committee is faced, 
also, with the possibility of spend- 
ing over $2,000 to install Smoke 
Screens in both corridors of the 
Wadleigh Building, as the inspec- 
tor of the State Department of 
Safety has indicated he will not 
certify this building for further 
use until that has been done. 

Other matters considered were:

June became the undisputed center 
of United States giraffe farming as 
Helen of the famed Zoo presented 
a 4 -foot -tall youngster to her ad- 
miring public. 

Fifth to be born at the Smith- 
sonian Institution’s National Zoo- 
logical Park, the male “baby” was 
also first second-generation repre- 
sentative in America of his curious 
species. Only one of the four horn 
earlier failed to survive infancy, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

Herd Started in 1937 

The Zoo’s giraffe herd was 
started with four Nubians collected 
by a National Geographic Society- 
Smithsonian expedition in 1937. 
Dr. William M. Mann, Zoo director, 
led the party, which brought home 
a shipload of almost 900 animals 
from far points of the globe. 

Just before the Zoo ship reached 
New York, it ran into a severe 
storm. The giraffe cages broke 
loose to careen wildly about the 
deck. Dr. Mann says he still mar- 
vels that the long, delicate legs of 
the captives sustained no injuries. 

The Zoo has operated its herd 
on what might be described as a 
limited commercial basis. Pressed 
for specimens by other zoos, Dr. 
Mann has sold several giraffes, in- 
cluding one which was shipped 
safely to Australia. 

Giraffes Are Ruminants 

Giraffes, natives of Africa, may 
grow as tall as 19 feet. The an- 
cients coined the name camelopards 
for these ruminants, or cudchewers, 
because they appeared to them to 
resemble camels with leopard color- 
ation. 

Their exaggerated necks and legs 
enable them to browse from the 
treetops, hut they can reach grass 
and water by awkwardly spreading 
their forelegs. Signs of awkward- 
ness largely disappear, however, 
when they break into their fast, 
rolling gallop, their means of es- 
caping enemies. They rival camels 
in their ability to go without water. 

No one, including Dr. Mann and 
his staff, has ever heard a giraffe 
vocalize in any manner. Giraffes 
are readily tamed, but like the 
mule, kick viciously with hooves 
that can shred even lions. 


YALU RIVER HIGHLY 
INDUSTRIALIZED IN REGION 
OF COMBINED AIR ATTACK 

Modern power and industrial de- 
velopment is much in evidence 
along the lower Yalu River where 
North Korean hydroelectric instal 
lations were pounded in a record 
UN air attack virtually on the eve 
of the second anniversary of the 
Korean War. 

Time was when small power 
boats and junks loading as much 
as 8 tons, could ply the Yalu 120 
miles upstream, says the National 
Geographic Society. Light junks 
went much farther. 

As on Pennsylvania’s Susque- 
hanna, however, construction of a 
series of power dams altered cargo 
traffic on the Yalu. The river’s 
largest tributary, the Hun, flowing 
from Manchuria, enters the upper 
end of the big Suiho Reservoir. The 
Suiho’s dam is 60 miles upstream 
from the Yalu’s mouth. 

Down stream from the reported 
region of heavy bombing of North 
Korean power plants, lumber, pa- 
per, iron, and other mills line both 
Yalu shores at the facing cities 
of Antung, Manchuria, and Sinuiju, 
Korea. Ships of as much as 1,000 
tons navigate the channel to these 
ports during the summer months. 
From November to April the river 
is frozen solid except at its salt 
water mouth. 

A 12-span steel railroad bridge 
on stone piers joining Antung and 
Sinuiju was called the greatest in 
all Asia when it was built early in 
the 20th century. Two eight-foot 
sidewalks on each side of the bridge 
tracks were credited with a big 
part in aiding Koreans and Man- 
chus to understand each other. The 
bridge, bomb-blasted late in 1950, 
is 3,098 feet long. 

The winding Yalu River forms 
the western three-fifths of the 
boundary between Korea and Man- 
churia. Only for the first 30 miles 
from its source in the highest of 
Manchuria’s Chang Pai Mountains 
is it wholly within that Chinese 
state. Then it takes up its border 
duties for 450 miles southwestward 
through hills to Korea Bay of the 
Yellow Sea. 

The Yalu compares with the Sus- 
quehanna in its length and in its 
shoreline of forested hills. Smug- 
gling and immigration violations I 
are peacetime evils that increase 
during the long winter freeze of 
this border waterway. After the 
April thaw, timber rafts in endless 
procession are its most character- 
istic sight. 

Woodsmen fell the trees — spruce, 
fir, larch, and pine — in winter, cut 
them to eight-foot lengths, and 
hind them in units of eight. As I 
many as 100 units are loosely join- 
ed into one raft. Drifting 300 or 
more miles downstream, the rafts- ( 
man builds a small hut for his j 
home on the 60- to 80-day journey. I 
He may even grow a small vege- 
tabletable crop aboard. i 

The Yalu mado Western World 
headlines 46 years ago when Japan- 
ese forces dramatically crossed it 
to begin their surprise victory cam- 
paign tn the Russo-Japanese War 
(1904-05). It is not to be confused 
with China’s historic Yellow River 
(Hwang Ho), the shifting mouth 
of which is now 450 miles south- 
westward from that of the Yalu, 
across the Yellow Sea.

For U. N. fliers in Korea, winter 
is a better season than summer. 
Skies are clear 10 to 15 days a 
month and the air is dry, whereas 
in summer’s rainy season only one 
to three days a month have clear 
skies. 


Many New Yorkers call the low- 
er Hudson the North River without 
, knowing just why. The name is a 
relic of Dutch colonial times when 
the Delaware, at the other end of 
New Nethcrland, was the South 
River, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

The shell of tho paper argonaut, 
a species of octopus, does not house 
the body of the animal, as it does in 
snails, but serves as a baby car- 
riage in which the female guards 
her eggs until they are ready to 
hatch. 


The weaver birds — among the 
best known of South Africa — are 
true to their name. They weave 
nests from blades of grass and 
other vegetable fibers, using a fix- 
ed and often elaborate design, says 
the National Geographic Society. 

Acapulco, Mexico’s resort city on 
the Pacific Ocean, was known 50 
years ago chiefly as a coaling port 
for steamships and as the former 
| Mexican harbor for Spanish gal- 
leons bringing treasure from the 
Philippines, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Of the diamonds produced in the 
Belgian Congo, the world’s largest 
source, only two percent are suit- 
able for gems, notes the National 
Geographic Society. All others go 
into varied industrial uses. The 
yield of Tanganyika’s mines is 80 
percent gem-quality stones. 


Slanted by the swift current 
flowing east through the Straits 
of Florida, sea level on the north 
coast of Cuba is about 17 inches 
higher than at Key West. Yet 
they are less than 100 miles apart. 

Mountain sheep may lie for hours 
in a Rocky Mountain snowdrift, but 
the pressed-down flakes do not 
melt. The animals’ matted coat 
effectively stops escape of body 
heat, says the National Geographic 
Society. 

The Delaware River forms a 
natural boundary for parts of four 
| eastern states, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania. New Jersey, and Delaware.

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FATAL ACCIDENT JULY 4 CLARENCE SAMUEL DONAGHEY CALLED TO FIRST CHURCH 


MAI.DKN MAN KII.I.KD IN 
AUTO CRASH ON 
CAMBRIDGE STREET 

William L. MacLellan, 58, of 128 
Summer street, Malden, was fatal- 
ly injured shortly before noon on 
Friday, July 4, when the auto- 
mobile in which he was riding was 
in collision with another car at the 
intersection of Cambridge and 
Wildwood streets. 

According to the Police Mr. Mac- 
Lellan was one of three passengers 
riding in a Plymouth business 
coupe, owned and being driven 
north on Cambridge street by 
Harry J. Mar Arthur of 49 Prospect 
street, Malden. The other car, a 
Pontiac sedan, owned by William 
H. Goodwin of 2 Meadow Lane, 
Marblehead, was headed west on 
Wildwood street and was being 
driven by William H. Goodwin, Jr., 
18 year-old son of the owner. 
Riding with young Goodwin was 
Miss Joanna M. Nissen of 285 
Englewood avenue, New Haven, 
Conn., living temporarily in 
Charlestown. Both had been stud- 
ents at Cushing Academy, and ac- 
cording to Goodwin, were on their 
w’ay back to the school when the 
accident occurred, he having lost 
his way temporarily while going 
through Winchester. 

The force of the collision spun 
the Plymouth around several times, 
the car continuing along Cam- 
bridge street for more than 100 
feet after the crash. Mr. MacLellan 
and his mother, Mrs. Margaret 
MacLellan, 90, were riding on the 
seat of the car with the operator, 
the other passenger, Miss Flora 
MacI Adlan, 44, of 128 Summer 
street, Malden, riding in the open 
space behind. 

Mr. MacLellan was pitched 
bodily from the car, apparently as 
it was turning around, he being 
thrown out on the westerly side of 
Cambridge street, about 50 feet 
from the intersection of Wildwood 
street, his head striking the curb- 
ing at the side of the road. His 
mother was thrown out onto the 
street at a point about 100 feet 
from where the cars met. Fortu- 
nately traffic on Cambridge street 
was light at the time or the con- 
sequences might have been more 
severe. 

News of the accident was sent 
to Headquarters and Officer James 
E. Flaherty was dispatched at once 
to the scene in a patrol car. Sgt. 
John J. Dolan followed him and 
two members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, Henry Hcitz and Paul Hag- 
gerty, responded wdth the Police 
Ambulance. The three MacLellans 
were taken in the ambulance to the 
Winchester Hospital, the others 
involved in the accident being 
taken to the hospital in private 
automobiles. 

They were treated for cuts, 
lacerations, bruises and shock and 
were discharged from the hospital, 
the 90 year-old Mrs. MacLellan be- 
ing able to walk out of the hospital 
after being treated for her injuries. 

Mr. Macl^ellan was attended by 
Dr. Nelson Fontneau who found he 
had sustained a fractured skull and 
other severe head injuries. He was 
pronounced dead at 12:20 p. m., 
and his body was viewed by Dr. 
Harry’ Benson, associate medical 
examiner. After striking the curb- 
ing with his head Mr. MacLellan 
was hurled 30 feet further up onto 
the sidewalk. 

Both cars were so badly damaged 
they had to be towed to Haggerty’s 
Garage. Police say a hearing on the 
possible issuance of a complaint 
will be held some time this week 
at the District Court in Woburn. 

Funeral services for Mr. MacLel- 
lan were held Monday afternoon 
at 1 o’clock at the funeral home of 
A. N. Ward and Son on Maple 
street in Malden.

Clarence Samuel Donaghey of 14 
(Ben wood avenue, money order 
clerk at the Winchestei Postoffice 
anil a lifelong resident of the town, 
died Thursday night. July 3. at the 
Winchester Hospital, following an 
operation for a ruptured appendix 
performed the pieeeding Monday. 
Previously, he had been back at the 
Postoffice only a week, following a 
long layoff, during which he under- 
went an unusual operation for the 
removal of an obscess from his 
neck.

HOLIDAY WEEK END BROUGHT 
MANY COMPLAINTS 


Police Headquarters reported a 
quiet holiday week-end, so far ns 
serious activity was concerned, but 
there were many complaints which 
had to be investigated though no 
arrests were made.

Mr. Danforth worked as a young 
man for the Library Bureau in 
Cambridge. His first job in the au- 
tomobile husincss was selling used 
cars for the Packard Motor Car 
Company of Boston headed by for- 
mer Governor A Ivan T. Fuller. As 
a result of his success in this field 
he joined the Cadillac Automobile 
Company of Boston in 1914 as gen- 
eral manager, at the age of 28 
years, and he became president of 
the company soon afterward, a 
position he held until his death. 

He was the organizer, and this 
year vice-president of the Boston 
Automobile Dealers’ Association, 
having many times headed this or- 
ganization as president and often 
directing the Boston automobile 
shows. Last year he headed the 
Automobile Division campaign for 
the Infantile Paralysis Drive. 

Aside from his business Mr. Dan- 
forth’s hobby was blooded horses. 
He bought them as colts in Ken- 
tucky for several years and at one 
time had a stable of twelve, his 
horses, trained by his daughter, 
Anna, winning blue ribbons in 
many New England shows. In the 
years of the Winchester Horse 
Shows, Mr. Danforth was active in 
their support as a director and ex- 
hibitor. He was an ardent golfer and 
when more active as a competitor 20 
years ago ranked sixth in the State. 
He was a member of the Winches- 
ter Country Club and was a Mason, 
holding membership in Melrose. 

While in Melrose on October 6, 
1909, Mr. Danforth married Bertha 
May Kellough of Winchester. They 
came to Winchester in 1916, living 
first at 3 Sheffield West, and later 
after a brief residence in Boston at 
12 Everett avenue. From 1937 to 
1945 the Danforths made their 
home in Boston, but in the latter 
year they returned to Winchester 
and had been making their home at" 
27 Cabot street since that time. 

Mr. Danforth leaves his wife, 
two daughters, Mrs. R. C. Scott

During summer months nothing 
‘•an be healthier or more enjoyable 
for children and teen agers than 
the “old swimming hole.” How- 
ever, parents should know when 
and where their children spend 
their time in or near the water. 

Information supplied by the In- 
stitute for Safer Living of the 
American Mutual Liability Insur- 
ance Company shows that of the 
more than (5,500 deaths by drown- 
ing each year, nearly 50 per cent 
happen to •children from 5 to 14 
and teen agers from 15 to 20. This 
places drownings as one of the fore- 
most causes of accidental death 
among younger people. Records 
show that July is the worst month 
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for drownings, with August follow - 
| ing a close second. These are the 
two months when parents should he 
■ especially watchful to prevent such 
1 disaster. 

Many child and teen age drown- 
ings are directly traceable to pa- 
rents in one of two ways says the 
Institute. First, lack of training 
of children in taking care of them- 
selves in or near the water. Second, 
lack of supervision in allowing 
children to swim, go boating, or 
play near the water without adult 
attendance. It is not enough to 
warn children about the dangers of 
drowning points out the Institute. 
Parents need to take an interest in 
all factors which may lead to acci- 
dental drowning. The following 
precautions listed by the Institute 
will help parents to avoid the pos- 
j sibility of drowning accidents. 

1. Do not permit younger child- 
ren or children who cannot swim to 
play in or near the water unless at- 
tended by an older person. Never 
permit children who can swim to 
swim alone. 

2. Know your children’s limita- 
tions. Is it safe for them to swim 
in deep water? How far can they 
safely swim before risking exhaus- 
tion ? Have they been taught to 
float or tread water? 

3. If children are permitted to 
swim with other neighborhood 
children, make sure you know 
something about their companions. 
Can they swim? Are they normal, 
well balanced youngsters who will 
use their heads while in and around 
the water? 

4. Familiarize yourself with any 
waters where your children may 
swim. Is the water safe from a 
health standpoint? Are there any 
dangerous currents, deep holes and 
similar hazards to swimming safe- 
ty? Make sure that you have the 
courage to say "No” when weather

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or water conditions aren’t right 
for swimming. 

5. Teach children the safety rules 
about handling boats and canoes. 
I)o not permit them to use water 
craft unattended until you are sure 
they are old enough and respon- 
sible enough to handle boats pro- 
perly. 

(5. Learn the latest approved 
methods of artificial respiration 
and teach your older children these 
methods. Consult your local Red 
Cross Chapter. 

7. When swimming at public 
beaches malfe sure that children 
know and observe the rules posted 
by beach authorities. Also teach 
them to he courteous and consider- 
ate of others using the beach. 

Many childhood drownings can 
he prevented if every parent fol- 
lows the above suggestions and 
takes an active interest in the 
proper training and supervision 
necessary to water safetv.

A ven- 
tilated, secure carrier, obtainable 
from a pet shop, is a must. Coast- 
wise steamships often have ken- 
nels. If you leave your cat in one 
of them, or crated in the baggage 
car* of a train, visit him often, so 
he won’t feel deserted. 

Most foreign countries don’t 
admit animals without a prolonged 
stay in quarantine. If you’re going 
abroad, it’s kinder to leave your 
cat at home. 

When you reach your vacation 
spot, he careful to keep house doors 
closed, especially if the place is 
new to your cat. Of course, many 
cats who visit the same vacation 
home every year, have the run of 
the property, and show clearly that 
they remember everything about it. 

With a few necessary precautions 
on your part, kitty may enjoy your 
vacation quite as much as you.

Captain J. Edward 
Noonan was in charge of Engine I, 
driven by Joe Shea, and having Boh 
Wyman and Henry O’Melia as 
crew. John Nash drove Chief Cal- 
lahan in the Chief’s car. 

Saturday morning shortly after 
midnight the Central Station was 
notified of a hot grass fire at the 
end of Baldwin street that had 
ignited old railway sleepers piled 
along the spur track leading to the 
Winchester Brick Company.

PLAYGROUND NOTES 


The total registration on the 
four Winchester playgrounds has 
reached an all-time high of 627 
youngsters.

But our officials are not inter- 
ested in keeping Winchester a de- 
sirable community, nor in the safe- 
ty of our lives. They are interest- 
ed only in “progress.” What, for 
instance, is being done about re- 
routing the traffic through the Cen- 
1 ter? What influence is being ex- 
erted to urge and hasten the con- 
struction of a regular highway 
| west of Cambridge street? What 
is being done about the earth- 
carrying trucks that start rolling 
down this road at six o’clock in the 
1 morning? Have any complaints 
ever been raised against the busses 
that speed down from New Hamp- 
| shire, one of which nearly killed me 
not so long ago ? 

I realize that business must go 
| on and that lines of communication 
must be kept open. But to use 
i Cambridge street as a highway for 
i speeding trucks and busses is ab- 
| surd, because Cambridge street is 
! narrow, winding, and crossed by 
| many local streets running from 
■ west to east, and those of us who 
I live on the west side must cross it 
I to go to church, to go to school, ami 
I to go shopping. Moreover Cam- 
] bridge street runs through a very 
heavily-settled district, and speed 
on it should he reduced to twenty 
miles per hour. 

Because of the tragedy that oe- 
cured yesterday and the constant 
and ever-increasing danger to our 
lives, I urge our officials to do 
everything in their power to im- 
press upon the State Highway De- 
partment the necessity of building 
another road to relieve the danger- 
ous congestion on Cambridge 
street.

W0RS1 PROBLEM 


WESTWARD HO! 

On Sunday, June 15 Aidan and 
Jerry Underwood, sons of Mrs. 
Elizabeth B. Underwood, 84 Oxford 
street, left with five fellow field 
artillery ROTC students at Boston 
College by automobile for Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma where they are now en- 
gaged in an extensive six-week 
course in Field Artillery officer 
training. The following letter to 
Mrs. Underwood from Aidan des- 
cribes the trip west and is repro- 
duced as having general interest. 


Dear 


Editor of the Star: 

When I returned home last night 
I was informed by my neighbors 
that at about noon an automobile 
accident occurred at the crossing of 
Wildwood and Cambridge streets, 
which resulted in death to one per- 
.vm und serious injury to several 
others. Since I did not witness the 
accident myself, I cannot pass 
judgment on the innocence or guilt 
of the drivers involved, hut I be- 
lieve it is my duty as a human be- 
ing to protest against a situation 
which is intolerable and is becom- 
ing worse every day. 1 hope that 
this tragedy will arouse our officials 
from their lethargy. 

Seven years ago, when I first 
moved to my present address, I saw 
from my porch literally hundreds of 
near-accidents on tin* above-men- 
tioned crossing, and when, several 
months later, my dog, which was 
following my son. was killed by a 
run-away driver, I wrote to the 
State Highway Department, accus- 
ing it of reducing Cambridge street 
to an asylum for criminals and re- 
questing a reduction on the speed 
of traffic. A representative from 
the Department came to see me and 
in the long conversation we had to- 
gether he hold me that the Depart- 
ment had a project to construct a 
new highway parallel to Cambridge 
street and a mile and a half west 
of it. But, what lias become of this 
project ? Or is this traffic, with its 
attendant danger, to stay with us 
permanently ? 

Many Winchester citizens think 
that the Town’s worst problem is 
the railroad crossing.

With its lakes, lawns, und clean,

Our group, Angelo Lanzilotta 
from Revere, William Sullivan 
from Cohasset, Jerry and I, left 
Neponset Circle at 5 p. m. Sunday, 
June 15 and drove until one o’clock 
the next morning. We reached 
New Jersey via the Wilbur Cross 
and Merritt Parkways and the 
George Washington Bridge. 

The first night we slept out, two 
in the car and two on the ground. 
Because travel allowance is not 
paid until destination is reached, 
we considered this a wise choice in 
order to conserve the green stutf 
for later. 

Monday morning we arose early 
to avoid traffic and soon arrived at 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike. This 
beautiful highway was the most 
tiresome part of the trip because of 
the monotony of the same scenery 
and the lack of anything commer- 
cial except a gas station and a 
Howard Johnson's every twenty 
miles. However, t h e tunnels 
through the Allegheny Mountains 
more than made up for the lack of 
billboards which New Englanders 
are used to seeing on their high- 
ways. One of these tunnels was 
almost a mile long. 

After we left the pike we soon 
reached Route 40 in western Penn- 
sylvania. This was the beginning 
of a straight, two-lane road that 
rolled up and down for miles on 
end without curves. While travel- 
ing this route, we came to the top 
of a hill from which we could see 
a mirage 75 by 125 yards (the tem- 
perature was 110 degrees in the 
sun). Swimming in this mirage 
called Sunset Beach, which is ac- 
tually a cement-lined swimming 
pool larger than a football field, 
was such a refreshing relief that 
we stayed there from two o’clock 
until almost seven. 

Tuesday morning at one a. m. we 
rolled into Columbus, Ohio, where 
we gave the local gendarmes some 
business. They gave us permission 
to sleep out on this park lawn, but 
every two hours a prowl car would 
drive by, a flashlight would shine in 
our faces, and the car would dive 
on. No questions were asked, the 
cops would do their duty and leave 
like robots. 

We arose early Tuesday morning 
and continued on through Ohio. In 
this state the populace is definitely 
for Taft. When we would stop for 
something to eat and somebody 
would notice our Massachusetts 
plates, one of us would succinctly 
remark that hack east the pre- 
dominant sentiment was for Eisen- 
hower. These people would look at 
us hut politely refrain from say- 
ing anything 

\\ e reached Indianapolis late 
Tuesday afternoon, but too late to 
drive around t h e Indianapolis 
Speedway. We did manage tu get 
inside the gate but we were called 
back immediately However, we 
did go swimming again in a city 
lake. 

The swimming pools out here are 

all warm water pools; at least they 
Win seeni People used to swim- 

ming in the North Atlantic Ocean. 
Nevertheless, they are clean; the 
chlorine in the water is as strong 


ns the salts in the ocean. 

Tuesday night we slept out again, 
this time too near the highway. 

The trucks would g<> whizzing by 
nil night long, and we could hear 
them a mile up and a mile down the 
mad 

Wednesday noon we renched St. 
Louis. After a shave and n swim 
in the down-town “Y”, we drove 
around the city sight -seeing. About 
5 p. m. we stopped for a swim in 
another outdoor pool (Forest Park 
Highlands ) . 

Around seven we drove by 
Sportsman’s Park and were just 
about to pull into a parking lot 
when we were met by three other 
Boston College ROTC students. 
They were Jack Buckley from Arl- 
ington. Jim Tihert from Milton, 
and Art Leary from Belmont. 
After a loud welcome in Boston ac- 
cents. we stopped to talk to a 
friendly police officer outside the 
press gate. This cop, to our sur- 
prise, called over a newsman and 
introduced him to us as Hv Hur- 
witz of the Boston Globe. Hy then 
got a good story and told us to wait 
wnile he went in and got Tom 
Dowd, traveling secretary of the 
Red Soy. Although Tom is a Holy 
('loss man himself, he invited us in 
as guests of the Red Sox and got 
us good seats in the upper deck be- 
tween first base and right field. 
Thus seven B C boys whooped it 
up for the Sox. sang “For Bostoq" 
i in the first of the seventh, hut had 
io leave the park in disgrace when 
the Sox lost in the last of the ninth. 

Wednesday evening we stayed in 
a motel outside of St. Louis on 
Route (Iff, where we enjoyed our 
first good night’s sleep in days. 

Because the weather continued so 
hot on Thursday, we stopped off 
late in the morning and went swim- 
ming in the Missouri State Park. 
In this park there was an Ozark 
Mountain stream with a very swift 
current that presented the first cool 
(and the only cold) water that the 
South seems to offer. At that, it 
couldn’t compare with warm New 
England fresh water, let alone the 
Ocean. 

Thursday evening the seven of us 
slept outside again just beyond 
Joplin, Mo. The grass by the side 
of the road looked so inviting that 
we fell asleep even before we hit 
the earth. The sleep was short- 
lived, however, because at 5 a. m. 
the grounds keeper kicked us off 
the 18th hole of a golf course. By 
the way, these rebel mosquitoes are 
rough on damn yankees. Two of 
the boys were bitten and the swell- 
ing lasted all day. 

Friday we traveled from Joplin 
to Chickasha (pronounced Chick- 
a-shay) Okla. The weather was 
the hottest of the trip, 103 degrees 
in the shade (Heaven only knows 
what it was in the sun — these re- 
bels never look at the thermo- 
meter). 

Late in the afternoon we stopped 
at a motel (they call them motor 
courts out here) and sacked up for 
a last good night’s rest before re- 
porting. 

The Oklahomans treated us very 
well and seemed interested in 
Northern ROTC college men. That 
evening some of us saw a class D 
Sooner League baseball game under 
lights. The local fans were very 
proud of their team and really 
cheered their players on; but we 
felt that outside of the pitching 
that night, the teams looked like 
New England Junior Legion ball. 

Saturday morning, after a good 
breakfast in the local cafe (our last 
civilian meal), we drove out to the 
Fort. The roads w r ere straight as 
an arrow and the local Oklahomans 
used it as a speedway. Driving 
along at 60 mph and seeing a car 
bomb past at 80 mph is quite an 
experience on narrow roads with 
ditches on either side. Some of the 
highways out west are so straight 
that if we locked the steering wheel 
and put a brick on the accelerator, 
we could let the car go driverless 
for miles. 

We reported in just in time for 
chow, and spent the next two days 
taking our physicals and drawing 
our bedding and uniforms. Some 
time in the future when the bar- 
racks are cleaned up, I’ll write and 
let you know how we made out the 
first week.

FIFTY YEARS AGO 

JULY 11. 1902 

The tax rate for the current year 
will he in the vicinity of $16 on 
$1,000, although the Assessors 
have not fully determined just the 
exact rate. Last year it was $15.80 
- 20 cents less. One reason for 
the increase is due to the fact that 
$9,500 more was appropriated this 
year than last. Of this increase 
about $6,000 was placed in the tax 
levy because of the reduction in 
water rates. When this question 
of reduction of water rates was 
before the town, the Star called 
attention to the fact that in all 
probability there would he an in- 
crease, in the tax rate to meet the 
deficit that was sure to result. 
However, so far as we have learn- 
ed. there is no desire to go hack 
to the higher water rates. ( Edi- 
torial). 

Winchester has never been in a 
more healthy condition than since 
January 1st, up to the present time. 
There is a practical freedom from 
all contagious diseases. Since the 
new year came in there have been 
hut twenty-seven burial permits is- 
sued against fifty-nine for the same 
time last year. There should, how- 
ever, he some action taken looking 
to secure a suitable place for con- 
tagious diseases as the Board of 
Health would he found seriously 
handicapped should there be an 
} outbreak of small pox next winter, 
which is hy no means improbable 
i considering the number of cases 
j there are at the present time in 
communities surrounding Winches- 
ter. It is well to be prepared for 
such an emergency for when the 
disease comes there is no time for 
j suitable action. (Editorial).

The* United States’ semi-tropical 
show case the rich and lushly 
vegetated Florida Kvrrglades is 
scheduled for some new decorating 
effects at the hand of man. 

Presently under construction is 
the first phase of a $208,000,000 
master plan to tame the ’Glades — 
a plan that reaches into an area 
larger than Connecticut, Dela\va r e, 
and New Jersey combined, includ- 
ing a third of Florida’s people and 
nearly half of its wealth 

Projected by the United States 
Army Corps of Engineers, the mas- 
sive water-control scheme calls for 
drainage of swamps, control of 
floods, and reclamation for agricul- 
ture and cattle of extensive reaches 
of grass lands, says the National 
Geographic Society. 

Although the plan encompasses 
the eastern part of Florida from 
Orlando south, first-phase work is 
primarily concerned with the Lake 
Okeechobee region, the lower east 
coast and the Everglades proper, 
often called America’s “last fron- 
tier.” 

60-I)ay Crops 

For well over a century Floridi- 
ans have been stirred to action by 
dreams of making productive a part 
or all of the 4 H -million-acre Ever- 
glades area which lies south of 
Lake Okeechobee. Although dom- 
inated by nearly flat and usually 
flooded grass marshes, much of 
the area’s soil is rich, organic muck 
capable of producing a crop in 60 
days. 

To get at the soil a vast program 
of drainage began in 1907. Dredges 
gashed 10 canals across the flat 
marshes to the ocean. Land own- 
ers constructed a network of ditch- 
es to carry water off their lands to 
the canals. In the first half of 
the 20th century more than $50,- 
000,000 was spent on drainage of 
the Everglades alone. 

As man moved in and over drain- 
age became prevalent, Nature’s 
delicate balance was thrown out 
of kilter. In times of drought the 
drained muck and peat lands 
shrank, caught fire, and thousands 
of acres of rich soil went up in 
smoke. 

Moreover, as the fresh water 
drained into the oceans, there was 
nothing to hold the sea’s salt water 
from seeping into the porous rock 
beneath the land surface. So great 
has been the loss of soil, water, 
vegetation, and wildlife that soil 
experts predicted recently that 
there would be no Everglades in 
another 50 years if the destruction 
did not cease. 

Exotic Wilderness 

In the upset of Nature many 
casualties were counted. Among 
the first to disappear from water- 
drained lands, for example, were 
Pomacea snails, which depend on 
fresh water for life. As a result 
the Everglades kite — a bird that 
exists on Pomacea snails — has be- 
come rarer. 

Fortunately for the region’s wild- 
life the Everglades National Park 
was created in 1947. Here a part 
of the Everglades’ exotic wilder- 
ness will be preserved forever in a 
natural state. A refuge for birds, 
the parks plays host to such color- 
ful guests as the snowy egret, 
white and wood ibis, Louisiana and 
blue heron, white pelican and many 
other species.

FIND RECORD WIND 100 MILES 
ALOFT 


Winds of 1,000 mile-an-hour velo- 
cities, capable of leveling cities 
were they to blow through man’s 
domain, have been discovered some 
100 miles above the earth. 

But these winds, the fastest ever 
measured, are ghost gales. To a 
man to ascend into the ionosphere 
and stand in their path, says the 
National Geographic Society, they 
would seem no stronger than 
zephyrs on a near-calm day. 

The reason is that at such 
heights there is little atmosphere. 
In consequence, nothing exists that 
could buffet the human and tell 
him he faced a blow tvith a speed 
of more than thirteen times earthly 
winds of hurricane force. 

Tracked By Radar 

Radar made possible the track- 
ing of ionospheric winds. British 
scientists of Cavendish Laboratory, 
of Cambridge University, pioneer- 
ed. One super-tomado they track- 
ed streaked through the skies at 
1,100 miles an hour. 

United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards physicists also have entered 
the field. They rate their own fast- 
est observed wind at 660 miles per 
hour. They concur in the British 
finding that average winds in the 
be it between 65 and 100 miles above 
sen level move at 150 miles per 
hour — about twice hurricane 
sp 9*d. 

Cambridge scientists say the 
tremendous gales occur in times of 
mi gnetic s t o r m. Gravitational 
pu'ls of sun and moon, plus solar 
he 1 ’ cause the normal ionospheric 
winds. They appear to follow a 
worldwide pattern. 

Radio Is Reflected 

Interest in radio communications, 

! rather than in possible interplane- 
tary rocket travel, led to measure- 
! ment of winds far aloft. Radio 
signals, moving in straight lines, 
cannot follow the curvature of the 
earth. Their reflection from the 
layers of ions and free electrons in 
' the ionosphere enables them to 
travel long terrestrial distances. 

Ionic concentrations constantly 
vary in their ability to reflect the 
signals back to earth. Seeking a 
pattern in this variation which 
would permit forecasts of best ra- 
dio communication periods, physi- 
cists shot signals at the ionic strata 
aliove. 

When the reflections came back, 
they were captured on antennas 
placed in different locations By 
measuring the time lags between 1 
receptions of the same signals on 
the different antennas, speeds of 
the ghost winds which were mov- 
ing the ionic concentrations were 
determined.

BILASPUR S DAYS ARE 
NUMBERED: INDIAN STATE 
NEAR WATERY END 


States — geographical patches 
on the quilt of the earth — often 
have been destroyed by war and 
treaty. India’s tiny Bilaspur will 
lose its niche by drowning. 

The small state on the Sutlej 
river in eastern Punjab is scheduled 
to pass into history some time with- 
in the next five years when the 
giant twin-dam project of Bhakra 
and Nangal in the Punjab is com- 
pleted, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

Then, all of Bilaspur’s 453 square 
miles will lie beneath water and 
its 110,000 people will be redistrib- 
uted on other lands in other states. 
The sacrifice of the area, less than 
half the size of Rhode Island, is ex- 
pected to open, through irrigation, 
a farming area larger than the 
state of Connecticut. The Indian 
government hopes that the new 
agricultural acres will produce 
some 1,300,000 tons of vitally need- 
ed food each year and many thous- 
and bales of cotton. 

Dress of Honor 

As an independent state, Bila- 
spur reached its modest peak of 
power at the turn of the 20th cen- 
tury. Then its own rajah, who 
had been accorded a dress of honor 
and an 11 -gun salute by the ruling 
British, lived in a neat but unpre- 
tentious palace in the capital, Bila- 
I spur Town, on the left bank of the 
Sutlej river. 

He ruled some 90,000 people who 
lived in the state’s one town and 
421 villages. Bilaspur’s military 
force, though not large, was speci- 
fic — 11 cavalrymen, 187 infantry- 
men (including gunners and po- 
lice), and two field guns. Its peo- 
ple raised grain, opium, tobacco, 
and ginger, much as they do today. 

Though life was not rich, it was 
at least more peaceful than at the 
beginning of the 19th century when 
the warlike Gurkhas swarmed in 
from nearby Nepal and nearly des- 
troyed Bilaspur Town. The British 
drove the Gurkhas out in 1815 and 
reinstated the rajah, confirming his 
possessions after the conquest of 
the Punjab in 1847 - 48. 

Bilaspur Town was rebuilt and by 
1900 proudly claimed a number of 
stone houses, a bazaar, dispensary, 
school, and the ruler’s home. In 
1948, when India began the reor- 
ganization and consolidating of her 
548 states into 26, tiny Bilaspur 
was left separate and intact. 

Long before Bilaspur became a 
state, however, the area shared the 
colorful history of the Punjab. 
Alexander the Great marched near 
by, down the Indus river, on a mis- 
sion of conquest. Later, during the 
Roman Empire, spice-seeking cara- 
vans out of Smyrna and Antioch 
crossed the Sutlej near Bilaspur on

Muttra) and the riches of the East. 

Conqueror after conqueror blaz- 
ed across the region and it became 
a part of the Gupta Empire in the 
4th century, Harsha’s Empire in 
the 5th, Sultan Mahmud of Ghaz- 
na’s Empire in the 9th. In 1236 it 
was included in the sultanate of 
Delhi, which stretched across north- 
ern India from the Indus to the 
mouth of the Ganges. 

Later, it lay in the invasion path 
of Timur the Turk and Rahur, his 
descendant, and was included in the 
Mughal Empire which lasted well 
into the 18th century.

Air Force Base, Fla., where Col 
Joyce is stationed as a B-47 jet 
bomber pilot. The 306th Winp is 
the country’s only tactical B-47 
unit. 

In addition to flyinp the new’ six- 
jet bomber, Col. Joyce serves as 
operations officer for the 368th 
Bomb Squadron, a unit of the 306th. 

In World War II, Col. Joyce was 
cited on six occasions for his aerial 
exploits over Japanese tarpets in 
the Far East and in the Pacific. He 
won the Distinpuished Flyinp 
Cross with two Oak Leaf clusters 
and the Air Medal w’ith two clus- 
ters. Also, he w*as awarded the 
Presidential Unit Citation w’ith 
two clusters and the Philippines 
I,il>eration Ribbon with one Bronze 
Star. Ho flew in seven major en- 
gapements. 

On one mission, late in 1944, 
he won world-w’ide attention when 
he plided his pasless B-29 safely to 
homo base over the last ten miles of 
his flipht. He was returninp from 
a strike apainst Sinpapore, 2,000 
miles away. The mission w’as the 
longest that had ever been flown 
by the Superfort at that time. 

Colonel Joyce has demonstrated 
his flying prowess many times since 
he w’on his W’ings in mid 1942. 

Following a raid on Formosa in 
1944, he made a forced landing on 
a small Chinese airstrip only half 
the length normally required for 
a B-29. then took off the following 
day from the same tiny strip. This 
was a feat that amazed even the 
Boeing Airplane company, manu- 
facturer of the Superfort. 

Another time he w’on acclaim 
from his superiors when he held 
his aircraft aloft on only two en- 
gines, and flew it that w’ay from 
over Tokyo — w’here the other two 
engines had been shot out — to 
land safely at I wo Jima, 1,200 miles 
away. 

In qualifying to fly the high- 
speed, swept-wing B-47, Col. Joyce 
accomplished another feat. The 
B-47 Stratojet, also a Boeing pro- 
duct, is considered the Air Force’s 
“hottest” bomber. With a speed of 
better than 600 miles an hour and 
heavier than the B-29 or B-50, it 
is flown by a crew of only three 
men. 

Furthermore, each of the three 
crewmembers must be qualified to 
operate all of the airplane’s sys- 
tems; normally, each must be not 
only pilot but navigator, bombar- 
dier and radar operator. The Stra- 
tojet is one of our most complicated 
aircraft, but one of the most prom- 
ising. Those w’ho fly it must pos- 
sess the highest qualifications. 

Colonel Joyce is rated a senior 
pilot and also u B-47 instructor 
pilot.

PEARY S SIGNBOARDS STM YANKS BEAT DODGERS 
POINT WAY TO NORTH POiE 


Robert E. Peary, discoverer of 
the North Pole, left long-standing 
guideposts for the men who today 
follow his track ncross the top of 
the world. 

Peary’s records nnd supply box- 
es, found recently by Air Force 
fliers on Cape Columbia, are not the 
first of such caches to come to light, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. But the newest discovery 
may prove to he the most historic. 

It was on ( ape Columbia, north- 
ernmost land tip of Canada that 
the explorer in June of 1909 built 
a final marker before turning 
homeward from bis hard-won con- 
quest of the Pole. 

A stone cairn was erected, hold- 
ing a signpost of sledge planks 
pointing due north, east, south and 
west. This was supported by 
heavy guy wires; it carried direc- 
tions and* distances punched into 
copper plates. 

Below the aims of the sign, in a 
frame covered with glass to pro- 
tect it from the weather, a notice 
was placed, dated June 12, 1909: 

“This monument marks the point 
of departure and return of the 
sledge expedition of the Peary Arc- 
tic Club, which in the spring of 
1909 attained the North Pole. 

“The members of the expedition 
taking part in the sledge work were 
Peary, Bartlett, Goodsell, Marvin, 
MacMillan, Borup, Henson. 

“The various sledge divisions left 
here February 28th and March 1st, i

and returned from Match 18th to 
April 23rd. 

“The Club’s Steamer “Roosevelt” 

I wintered at <’. Sheridan. 73 miles 
east of here.” ( Peary later gave ; 
this distance as 93 miles.) 

The placard was followed by a 
list of the expedition members and 
ship’s crew, plus a tragic footnote 
on Marvin: “Drowned April 10th, 
returning from 86° 38' N. Lat.” 

First in 1900 and again in 1909, 
Peary set out from Ellesmere Is- 
land across the frozen ocean toward 
the long-sought 90 c North. Smash- 
ed sledges, hastily built snow 
houses and discarded supplies 
marked his difficult trail. 

In moving his supplies from the 
“Roosevelt” up to his jumping-off 
points, Peary also twice established 
a chain of relay stations along the 
northern land rim. Thus the en- 
tire 500-mile route was dotted by 
material evidence of his expedi- 
tions. 

In 1906, reaching a “Farthest 
North” of 87° 6', he built a cache. 
In 1919, at the Pole itself, he left 
documents and a strip of his flag 
in a glass bottle wedged between 
tw'o ice blocks. It is not likely that 
these markers still survive on the 
drifting, everchanging ice. 

After returning to land in 1906, 
however, Peary pushed westward, 
away from the ship, and left a 
cairn on Cape Thomas Hubbard at 
the northern tip of Axel Heiberg 
Island. Both this and Peary’s Cape 
Sheridan markers have been found, 
the first by Donald MacMillan in 
1914, the last by a Navy-Coast 
Guard task force in 1948. 

Still awaiting discovery is a 
cache at Cape Morris Jesup on 
Greenland’s Arctic coast, at the 
world’s northernmost point of 
land. On a mountain peak at Cape 
Columbia, in addition, is a cairn 
holding a tin can with a piece of 
Peary’s flag and a record of his 
1906 expedition inside. 

The successful 1908 -09 expedi- 
tion was supported in part by the 
National Geographic Society. Peary 
appeared as a speaker on various 
occasions before meetings of the 
Society in Washington, and wrote 
several articles on his Arctic ex- 
plorations for the National Geogra- j 
phic Magazine.

ADOPTS DUTCH BOY 

Mrs. Leo J. Cass of 30 Ridgefield 
road has "adopted” Laurinsio Nico- 
laas Nartes, an 1 1 year-old Dutch 
boy, through Foster Parents’ Plan 
for War Children, Inc., with head- 
quarters at 55 West 42nd street, 
New York City. "Adoption” is fi- 
nancial, not legal, the Foster Par- 
ents merely promising to contri- 
bute $15 monthly toward the child’s 
support for at least a year. 

Laurinsio’s father was a soldier 
in the Royal Dutch Indian Army 
and was stationed in Indonesia, 
where his wife and three children 
lived with him. When the war broke 
out Carlos Rey Nartes was taken 
prisoner and sent to Thailand to 
work on the Burma railroad. He 
contracted dysentery and died as 
a result. 

His family, meanwhile, had been 
interned in various camps and un- 
derwent great hardships, one result 
of which was that the oldest son, 
Carol, was completely broken in 
health. 

Living conditions became in- 
creasingly difficult and about a 
year ago the mother and children 
repatriated. Carol was placed in a 
hospital and it is doubtful if he 
will ever become emotionally stable. 

Jules, 18, is learning dressmak- 
ing and lives with her mother and 
Laurinsio in two small rooms, with 
a minimum of furniture, as the 
family returned to Holland empty 
handed. The rent is paid by the 
government, and in addition the 
mother has a pension of $4.50 a 
week for food and other expenses. 

Clothes are a big problem, es- 
pecially for Laurinsio, who is grow- 
ing fast and likes to play football! 
He is an intelligent, perhaps a 
little spoiled as the youngest child, 
but sensible and likable. Although 
he was hardly more than a baby 
when his father died, he still feels 
his loss.

LeROY TIFFANY DOWNER 

LeRov Tiffany Downer of 460 
Washington street, Woburn, prom 
inent in local Masonic circles and 
a fornu i well-known Winchester 
boy, died suddenly Saturday eve- 
ning, July 12, while visiting a 
neighbor and walking with him 
about the yard. His death was at- 
tributed to a heart attack, he hav- 
ing been bothered with a heart 
ailment, though in recent months 
he had not complained of any symp- 
toms and had been believed to be 
in good health; his sudden passing 
coming as a severe shock to his 
family and many friends. 

Mr. Downer was the son of Ar- 
thur T. and Ellen Maud (Palmer) 
Downer. The family home was on 
Stevens street and the Downers 
were prominent in Winchester, Mr. 
Downer having been one of the 
founders and at one time president, 
both of the Winchester Laundry 
and of the New England Laun- 
dries, which grew from the local 
plant. 

Leltoy Downer was bom April 
27, 189*4, in Elizabeth, N. J. He 
came to Winchester as a child and 
attended the Winchester schools, 
graduating from Winchester High 
School in the ('lass of 1913. His 
entire family was musical and he, 
as a cornetist, and his brother, 
(’buries, played leading parts in, 
the formation of a high school or- 
chestra during their schoolboy 
days. 

After high school, Mr. Downer 
worked at the Winchester Laundry 
for several years, later being asso- 
ciated with laundries in Elmira, 
N. Y., and Windsor, Vt. He then 
headed his own plant, Downer’s 
Laundry, in Arlington for a time 
before becoming associated several 
years ago with his father-in-law, 
William Spillsbury in the florist 
business w i t h greenhouses on 
Washington street in Woburn near 
the Reading line. 

Mr. Downer was active in Mason- 
ry, having been a member and past 
master of Mystic Valley Lodge of 
Winchester.

After completing his tour of duty 
in Korea Conlon came back to the 
United States and after reporting 
to the Marine base at Cherry Point, 
North Carolina, in January of this 
year, he was assigned to the new 
marine air station at Opla Locka 
which was in process of assembly 
at that time. j 

Major Conlon holds six air 
medals, two distinguished flying 
crosses and a personal citation j 
from World War II; he also re- 
ceived another air medal and cita- 
tion after Korea, and his eighth air 
medal on July 4th gave him the 
coveted Gold Star.

A break- 
down by teams shows that the 
Yankees placed the greatest num- 
ber of players with five, the Braves 
placed four, the Dodgers had three, 
and the Red Sox two players. 

Although no attempt was made 
to select the players by positions, 
three of the leading pitchers in the 
league were chosen, as they are also 
outstanding in other positions. Don 
Flynn, Joe Flaherty and Jim Dwin- 
ell were the three chosen, while 
Joel Peckham, Bobby Gray and 
Dave Power can also do a credit- 
able job on the mound.

LEGISLATION PASSED 
OF BENEFIT TO ARLINGTON 
AND MYSTIC VALLEY AREA 


The last week of the legislative 
o*s«inn found favorable action on 
hills filed 1 v Representative Henry 
F Keenan of Arlington. The most 
important was a hill that authorizes 
the Metropolitan Transit Authority 
to go forward with plans and speci- 
fications relative to the extension 
of the Harvard Square subway 
from its present terminus under- 
ground to Porter Square and them 
overground beside the Fitchburg 
division of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad to terminate in an area of 
land set aside last year by an act 
of the Legislature, based on a pro- 
gram filed hy Representative 
Henry K. Keenan of Arlington. 
Representative Keenan has worked 
for three successive legislative 
years to bring about this proposed 
subway extension. 

Legislation calling for improve- 
ments along the Mystic Valley 
Parkway similar to those now be- 
ing carried on along the Alewife 
Brook Parkway were enacted into 
law. Ibis area will he beautified, 
safety fences erected along the 
riverway and a new parkway will 
ho built on the east side of the Mys- 
tic River to relieve traffic that now 
bottlenecks at the junction of High 
street and Medford street at the 
Arlington- Medford line. 

Representative Henry K. Keenan 
of Arlington takes this occasion to 
announce his candidacy for re-elec- 
tion to the House of Representa- 
tives from the Twenty-eighth Mid- 
dlesex District in Arlington. His 
purpose for seeking re-election is 
1 to fulfill his original promise — 
“When elected, to stay on the job 
and get things done for the Arling- 
! ton area.”

Your ('at in Hot Weather 

Summer weather can be trying 
to cats, but there are ways of les- 
sening its discomforts. Your cat 
needs a cool dark place in which to 
sleep. If sunlight is available, he’ll 
get all he needs. In the winter time, 
a cat will sleep in a patch of sun- 
light, often following it across the 
room. But in warmer weather, kit- 
ty plays in the sunshine, and sleeps 
in the shade. He prefers a bare 
floor, or linoleum, to a rug or cush- 
ion. If he sleeps in daylight, notice 
how he covers his eyes with one 
paw — a charming pose, but it 
means he’d be happier in the shade. 

Cleanliness is both pleasant and 
essential to him. Summer time is 
infection time: be sure your cat’s 
sleeping quarters are clean; and 
give him plenty of fresh water. 
Don’t let his food stand around and 
spoil in the heat. What he doesn’t 
eat in a short time after being 
served is better put away in the 
ice box, to be brought out later, 
warmed a little, and offered to him 
again. 

Drafts ought to be avoided at all 
times. Cats are subject to colds. 
But on an excessively hot day, I’ve 
sometimes gone over my cat’s fur 
lightly with a damp cloth. Moisture 
on the fur is cooling. 

A cat should never sit in the di- 
rect draft of an electric fan. Be 
careful, too, that your cat doesn’t 
go too near a fan, and injure him- 
self. Usually, the noise frightens 
him away. 

Shade, cleanliness, quiet — these 
are prescriptions for your cat’s 
comfort in hot weather. By the way, 
you might do worse than to watch 
him, and follow his example. You’ll 
find yourself keeping cool, too! 


DOWN IN A COAL MINE 


A Winchester businessman don- 
ned miner’s “safety” helmet and 
work togs today for a descent 1,200 
feet underground at Coaldnle. Pa., 
recently, where he* saw the inside 
workings of one of the worlds 
most modern anthracite coal mines. 

James E. Chute. 2 Horn Pond 
Brook road, of Lord Coal Company, 
went to Eastern Pennsylvania's 
famed Panther Valley for a first- 
hand look into the mining, prepara- 
tion, and marketing of premium 
hard coal. His firm is a well-known 
dealer in Old Company’s Lehigh 
anthracite which is produced there. 

At Coaldale, he stepped into the 
Lehigh Navigation Coal Company’s 
No. 8 Mine. While below surface, he 
observed how coal is blasted loose, 
loaded at the working face and 
transported long distances by elec- 
tric-powered locomotives to the 
central shaft from whence the raw 
coal is hoisted. 

In the Coaldale breaker, a huge 
j preparation plant towering as high 
as a 20-story skyscraper, the Win- 
chester man followed the fresh- 
| mined anthracite through a care- 
ful pattern which separated impur- 
ities, graded the coal according to 
sizes and sent a thoroughly washed, 
glistening fuel into 60-ton railroad 
gondolas waiting to carry it to 
market. 

As a sidelight of his trip to the 
coal mines, the local merchant vis- 
ited the Lehigh Navigation Coal 
Company’s big Greenwood strip- 
ping near Tamaqua, Pa., deepest 
vertical cut surface mining opera- 
tion anywhere in anthracite, and 
toured the company’s “Lelite’’ 
plant where a quality building ag- 
gregate is manufactured from run- 
of-mine coal by-products. His two 
days were climaxed by a visit to 
the big Anthracite Institute re- 
search laboratory at nearby Wilkes- 
Barre.

AMENDMENTS TO 
GENERAL BY-LAWS 

TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 
MASSACHUSETTS 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111 of the General By-Laws 
of the Town by inserting a 
new section entitled 14a as 
follows: 

Section 14a. No person, 
except an officer of the law 
in the performance of his 
duties, shall enter upon the 
premises of another with 
the intention of peeping in- 
to the windows of a house 
or of spying upon in any 
manner any person or per- 
sons therein. 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111 of the General By-Laws 
of the Town by inserting a 
new section entitled 15a as 
follows: 

Section 15u. No person 
shall, except as authorized 
or required by law, re- 
move, alter the position of, 
deface, or disturb in any 
manner, any barrier, sign, 
manhole cover, protective 
cover, or grating, placed or 
installed in the interests of 
safety or necessity. 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111, Section 3a by striking 
out in the last sentence there- 
of the w’ords and figures 
“five dollars ($5)” and “fifty 
cents (50c)” and inserting in 
place thereof the words and 
figures “ten dollars ($10)” 
and “one dollar ($1)” so that 
said section as amended will 
read as follows: 

Section 3a. Any vehicle 
on a public way in the 
town interfering with the 
work of removing or plow- 
ing snow, or removing ice 
therefrom, may he removed 
by or under the direction 
of the Superintendent of 
Streets to a public garage 
or any convenient place. 
The Superintendent of 
Streets shall, within a 
reasonable time, notify the 
('hief of Police of the re- 
moval of any such vehicle 
and of the place to which 
it has been removed and 
the Chief of Police shall 
give like notice to the reg- 
istered owner of the vehic- 
le. The owner, before being 
permitted to remove the 
vehicle, shall establish his 
right so to do and pay 
to the town or to the keep- 
er of the place of storage, 
the cost of removal not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars ($10) 
and any storage charges 
resulting therefrom, not 
exceeding one dollar ($1) 
per day.

WILLIAM JAMES GRAY 

William James Gray, a well 
known resident of Winchester for 
nearly 55 years, died Monday morn- 
ing at the home <»f his daughter, 
Mbs. Lillian Donaghey, 14 Glen- 
wood avenue, after a brief illness. 
The recent death of his son-in-law, 
Clarence S. Donaghey, had upset 
him and he had been furthei both- 
ered by the intense heat of last 
week. 

Sunday evening, after enjoying 
the cooler air in the yard at his 
home, he had difficulty in getting 
hack into the house, and during the 
night he became seriously ill, all 
efforts to improve bis condition 
failing. 

Mr. Gray was the son of Thomas, 
and Rachel (Morris) Gray. He 
was born April 19, 1868, in Kilkeel, 
County Down, Ireland, but came 
to this country as a boy of 14, liv- 
ing in Winchendon and Brookline 
before coming to Winchester in 
1898. 

Mr. Gray first worked in Win- 
chester for Ahijah Thompson as 
coachman and caretaker of his es- 
tate on Church street, staying on 
with Warren Wit he re 11 and his son, 
Percy, when they acquired the 
Thompson property. 

Later he drove for Dr. Benjamin 
T. Church, popular Winchester 
physician, remaining with him until 
he retired. He then entered the 
employ of William H. Maynard of 
Church street, first as coachman 
and then as chauffeur, remaining in 
his employ until Mr. Maynard died. 

In the late twenties, after a brief 
retirement, Mr. Gray returned to 
the Witherell estate as caretaker, 
remaining there until his perma- 
nent retirement about 20 years ago. 

He first lived in the caretakers’ 
cottage on the Thompson estate on 
Glen road, later living for some 
years on Thompson street at Pur- 
rington place at the site now occu- 
pied by the Terrace Yarn & Gift 
Shop. Later he lived, first on Wild- 
wood terrace and then on Maxwell 
road, and for the past 18 months 
he had made his home with his 
daughter on Glenwood avenue. 
Active for some years in Orange- 
men’s affairs, he was a member and 
twice master of America Lodge, 
L. O. L., of Charlestown, and he 
was also for many years a member 
of the Crawford Memorial Method- 
ist Church. 

Mr. Gray was twice married. 
Both his first wife, Annie May 
Gray, and his second wife, Sadie 
McLeod Gray, are deceased. 

He leaves two sons, Elmer W., of 
New York and Harold A. Gray of 
Baltimore, Md.; two daughters, 
Mrs. Mabel Larson of Cambridge, 
and Mrs. Lillian Donaghey of Win- 
chester; a brother, John Gray of 
Rochester, N. H.; two sisters, Mar- 
garet and Charlotte, living in Ire- 
land; seven grandchildren and two 
great-grandchildren. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
afternoon at the Bennett Chapel 
with the Rev. John William Cook, 
minister of the Second Congrega- 
tional Church, officiating. Burial 
was in the family lot in Wildwood 
Cemetery.

street, Wakefield, a former resident 
and Selectman of Winchester, died 
Tuesday, July 22, at the Margaret 
Pillshury Hospital in Concord, 
N. II . He had been for a week at 
his summer home in Warner, N. H . 
previous to entering the hospital 
two weeks before his death, hut he 
had not been in good health for 
some time. 

Mr. Merrill was the son of Wal- 
ter Clement, and Amy Fisher (Har- 
rington) Merrill. He was born 
August 20, 1879, in Peabody and 
attended the Peabody schools, leav- 
ing at the age of 15 years to go to 
work in the hanking and broker- 
age business in Boston. 

After eight years in this business 
he entered the employ of the A. C. 
Lawrence Co., manufacturers of 
patent leather, in Peabody, being 
associated with this firm for 20 
years. Then after a brief interval 
during which he was in business in 
Montreal, he replaced his father in 
the Peterson-Merrill patent leather 
manufacturing business in Woburn, 
becoming president of the firm 
which was founded by Herman P. 
Peterson, ex-Mayor of Woburn. 

Mr. Merrill joined the Peterson- 
Merrill Company in 1923, at which 
time he came to Winchester, mak- 
ing his home at 3 Madison avenue 
west. He later lived in the Win- 
chester Chambers before leaving 
town 12 years ago to take up resi- 
dence in Wakefield. He was a mem- 
ber and past president of the Wo- 
burn Rotary Club, a member of 
Winchester Rotary and of Win- 
chester Lodge, 1445, B. P. O. E. 

Mr. Merrill was prominent civic- 
ally and socially while in Winches- 
ter. He served the town as Select- 
man in 1933 and 1934 and also as 
a member of the Town Insurance 
Committee. He was twice pres- 
ident of the old Calumet Club, tak- 
ing a leading part in sponsoring the 
popular “Maine Guide Nights”, 
which were among the last big so- 
cial events at the club before its 
dissolution. An ardent hunter and 
fisherman, he developed a “fly 
dope” that was very popular, and 
he was also interested, with the late 
Everett Hamhly, in the manufac- 
ture of an automobile heater when 
such heaters were first appearing 
on the market.

On September 15, 1903, Mr. Mer- 
rill married Ethel Emerton of Pea- 
body, who survives, with a daugh- 
ter, Captain Marie Merrill, a phy- 
sical therapist and Army techni- 
cian stationed at Fort Devens. Also 
surviving are three brothers, Harry 
T., of Danvers, Roger C., and Wil- 
bur Merrill of Peabody; and two 
sisters, Mrs. Henry Lord of Pea- 
body and Miss Amy Merrill of Sa- 
lem. 

Funeral services were held 
Thursday afternoon at the Mor- 
rison Funeral Home in Wakefield 
with the Rev. Kenneth Clinton of 
the Wakefield Congregational 
Church officiating. Cremation fol- 
lowed the services. Flags on the 
common and town buildings were 
displayed at half staff until after 
the funeral.

Assisting the Archbishop at 
: benediction were Rt. Rev. Joseph 
j F. McGlinchey. pastor of St. Mary’s 
1 Church. Lynn; Rev. John P. O’Riot 
dan, pastor of St. Mary’s n Win 
ehester, and his assistants, Rev. 

I Charles A. Anndorc, Rev. Joseph 
McCall and Rev. John J Grant. 

The Winchester Novitiate result 
ed from a meeting between Arch- 
bishop Cushing and the founder of 
the order. Mother Mary Martin, 
which took place in Ireland three 
years ago during a pilgrimage to 
the Emerald Isle led by the Arch- 
bishop. At that time the Reverend 
Mother expressed a wish to have 
a foundation in the United States, 
and a year later after suitable ar- 
rangements were completed Arch- 
bishop Cushing invited a group of 
the Irish nuns to come to Boston 
and establish a foundation there. 

The Boston quarters, while 
usable, were not adequate and after 
much looking about, the Arch- 
bishop chose the former Downs es- 
tate, then owned by the late Robert 
W. Armstrong, as an ideal home 
for the Novitiate. The nuns moved 
out from Boston last May and es- 
tablished themselves in their new 
home under the watchful eye of 
their Irish leader, the Mother Gen- 
eral. With the return of the latter 
to Ireland at the end of May, Su- 
perior Sister Mary Terese assumed 
charge of the Novitiate. 

The Mother House of the order is 
in Droghego, County Louth, Ire- 
land. The Mother General, as 
Mary Martin of Dublin, established 
the order in 1936 in a humble home 
in Collon, County Louth, but upon 
the invitation of Bishop O’Callahan, 
moved to Droghego in 1940 and 
established the Mother House, Our 
Lady of Lourdes. 

The order works in hospitals, do- 
ing both medical and dental work, 
and having special training in 
maternity cases and child welfare 
clinics, as well as in the care of 
lepers. The missionaries are lo- 
cated all over the world, working 
in the most inaccessible places in 
Africa and under conditions far 
removed from the quarters of their 
most recently established Novitiate 
in Winchester. 

Here the nuns occupy a beautiful 
architecturally correct English 
Tudor style house of 14 rooms de- 
lightfully located in the midst of 
five acres on sitely Myopia Hill. 
The place is ideally adapted to the 
work to be done there and the 4R 
foot-long Great Hall of the House, 
built after the original house was 
erected, makes a beautiful chapel. 

Reviewing the history of the or- 
der, Archbishop Cushing said that 
laymen, “rather than priests and 
nuns, are responsible for the major- 
ity of such vocations.” 

“It is this influence, the zeal and 
the enthusiasm of the lay people 
which is responsible for the hun- 
dreds of young persons joining or- 
ders such as this,” he said. “The 
Catholic Church is greatly in need 
of such influential lay people. It 
needs an apostolic laity at this 
time.” 

The Archbishop announced that 
he expects to lead another pilgrim- 
age to Ireland in August, 1953.

Tom Mahan, Jr., of the United 
She. Machinery Club, 28 year-old 
"on of the veteran United Shoe 
professional, won the State Ama- 
teur Golf Championship at the 
Winchester Country (*lub last Sat- 
urday, heating 21 yen? old Leo 
Grace of Charles River in the ul- 
timate round, 5 and 4. Many say 
Mahan, University of Miami senior, 
and Grace, a senior at Boston Col- 
lege. constituted the youngest pair 
of finalists ever to complete for the 
State crown. 

Mahan, first entrant from the 
United Shoe Club to win the tour- 
ney, ended the match at the ,82nd 
with a shot ending a couple of feet 
from the pin and a perfect putt. 
Four up at the time, his birdie at 
this hole was good enough to win 
nnd give him a five and four vic- 
tory. 

Both Mahan and Grace felt the 
terrific heat though Grace seemed 
to mind it much less than the 
stockier Mahan, who admitted after 
the round that he was really tired. 
Thirty six holes a day for three 
days in the blistering beat of last 
week was quite an ordeal. 

Grace, New England collegiate 
champ, won the first hole of the 
morning round, hut Mahan evened 
things with a birdie at the second 
and despite Grace’s best golf of the 
day, the University of Miami boy 
led at the end of the first 18 by a 
hole, the stroke scores being, Ma- 
han, 37-38-76; and Grace, 41- 
36 - 77. 

Grace didn’t look so good at the 
start of the second 18 after lunch, 
Mahan going three up at the end 
of the 20th. Grace took the 21 with 
a par, but Mahan took the next two 
to lead 4 up and the gallery began 
to figure a walkaway. 

Grace, who had his left eye re- 
moved in an operation last year, 
kept pegging away, however, and 
with three pars and a birdie cut the 
fading Mahan’s advantt ge to two 
at the end of 27. Grace was out in 
39 and Mahan in a stroke less. 

The heat was really tiring Mahan 
and Grace’s chances seemed much 
improved, but hat putts at the 28th 
and 29th put him four down again. 
They halved the 30th with par fives, 
Mahan sinking a 10 footer and 
Grace a six footer to turn the trick, 
land the 31st was also halved, in 
I par fives. 

Mahan then hit his eight-iron 
I shot to within two feet of the hole 
while Grace, to keep his chances 
alive, had to sink a 25 footer and 
didn’t make it. 

Mahan’s semi-final victim was 
Jack Harvey of Winchester, whom 
he beat 2 and 1, after Harvey had 
completely scrambled the dope by 
coming from away behind to beat 
the medalist and general favorite 
to win, Ernie Doherty of Woburn, 
in 19 holes. Grace beat towering 
Ray Forkey of Bellevue in the 
semis, 1 up. His morning victim 
was John Woloshyn of Walpole, 
whom he beat 4 and 3. Mahan had 
to go 19 holes in the morning to 
beat Stanley Nowak of New Bed- 
ford, conqueror of Bobby Knowles. 

Harvey was one up on Mahan at 
the turn, being two under with a 
34 to the ultimate champ’s 36. 
From then in Harvey commenced 
to tire in the heat and Mahan came 
on to win, being two under at the 
17th while the Winchester golfer 
was even par. 

Defending champion, big Ed 
Martin of Winchester, was elimin- 
ated in the second round of play by 
Ray Forkey of Bellevue, 2 and 1. 
Martin won his first round match 
from Pat Granese of United Shoe 
by the same score. He and Harvey 
were the only Winchester golfers 
to qualify, both Dave Shean and Joe 
Monahan, Jr., falling by the way- 
side. 

Ernie Doherty, Woburn oil 
dealer, was the only golfer to equal 
the Winchester Country Club’s par 
of 144 as he won the qualifying 
medal on Wednesday. Doherty lost 
the State amateur crown to Martin 
a year ago on the 19th hole at Ves- 
per, and many believed he was 
playing enough better this year to 
win the title. After his medal 
round he was a general favorite 
and his defeat by Harvey with For- 
I key’s beating Martin were the 
| major upsets of the tourney, along 
! with Nowak’s defeat of the former 
Walker (’upper, Bobby Knowles. 

Martin finished in the runner-up 
>lot in the qualifying round, with 
148, George Bernardin of United 
; Shoe being a stroke higher. Tom 
Mahan, ultimate champ, had 154 
; for his qualifying round and the 
other finalist, Grace, was 156. 

There was a playoff for the last 
two qualifying positions at 164, a 
pretty high figure for a tourney of 
this sort.

WINCHESTER BOY COLLECTS 
RARE PLANTS FOR 
SMITHSONIAN 


The following reference to work 
done hy Dr. Lyman Smith, Smith- 
sonian Institute botanist, has 
much Winchester interest because 
of the fact that Dr. Smith is an 
old Winchester boy and is the son 
of Library Trustee and Mrs. Fran- 
cis E. Smith of Wolcott terrace. 
The story is from a recent issue of 
the Boston Globe. 

“A large collection of ‘tank i 
plants,’ literally tree-growing tubs ! 
of water, has been made for the 
Smithsonian Institution in Brazil 
hy Dr. Lyman Smith. Smithsonian 
botanist, during a 3 Mi -month col- 
lecting expedition. 

“Dr. Smith's work was sponsored I 
jointly hy the Smithsonian, the 
Rockefeller Foundation, and the 
Servicio National de Malaria of 
Brazil. The primary purpose was 
to identify accurately the species j 
in whose tree-top pools malaria- 
carrying mosquitoes breed. 

“The tank plants are members of 
the pineapple family. They are 
“epiphytes,” which grow in trees 
hut, unlike parasitic growth, get 
none of their nourishment from 
their hosts. They cling to the 
branches by their roots. Some, 
however, merely w r a p leaves 
around the branch. 

“Their leaves form shallow bas- 
ins which collect water, upon which 
they subsist. Some of these leaves 
are as much as 0 feet long. The 
largest “tub” observed hy Dr. 
Smith contained 5,100 cubic centi- 
meters. This would hold nearly a 
gallon and a half of water. A few 
do not hold water. The leaves of 
these have scales which soak up 
water like a blotter. 

“The living ‘water tubs’ will 
grow on nearly any tree with a 
rough and stable hark, which will 
give them something to which they 
can cling. There are approxi- 
mately 550 species in Brazil alone, 
Dr. Smith says. Altogether there 
are about 2000 species, all hut one 
found in North or South America.” 

AT THE NORTH POLE 

Major John J. Lobingier, Jr., 
formerly of Winchester, recently 
had the thrilling experience of dy- 
ing over the North Pole. 

As Special Assistant to the Com- 
mander of the Atlantic Division of 
the Military Air Transport Service, 
Major Lobingier flew as observer 
on a re-supply mission to Fletcher’s 
Island, the floating ice island 
known as T-3. After a successful 
supply drop the air rescue plane 
went on to circle the top of the 
world, in the midnight sun, before 
returning to a base in Northern 
Greenland. 

As they flew over the Pole Major 
Lobingier dropped a -caled copy of 
The Airline, the division weekly 
newspaper of which he is the su- 
pervising oflicer. 

The Air Force recalled him in 
July 1951 from an advertising post 
with the Phoenix Mutual Life In- 
surance Company for an active 
duty tour of twenty-one months. 


II \S NOT SEEN HER SINCE HE 
WAS KIDNAPPED AT AGE 6 

George J. Cummings, a disabled 
veteran of World War II who was 
christened Frederick P. Noonan, 
was in Winchester last week in 
earch of his mother. Katie Noonan, 
whom he has not seen since he was 
kidnapped from her home near 
Taunton when he was six years old. 

Mr. Cummings states he was 
stolen from his mother’s home in 
1917 while his mother was shop- 
ping. After that he lived with 
people named Cummings and was 
called hy that name. He and his 
real mother, Katie Noonan, lived 
in Ravnham in January of 1912 and 
later in Taunton. He believes his 
mother may have married a man 
named Horton, and after Horton’s 
death, may have married a man 
named West gate. Recnuse he has 
been unable to find any record of 
his mother’s death, he believes she 
is still living and he has searched 
many of the States of the Union in 
an effort to locate her. 

In World War II Mr. Cummings, 
or Noonan as he was christened, 
served in the 0th Armored Division, 
receiving wounds in the groin and 
I thigh from German mortar shrap- 
nel which makes it impossible for 
him to work. 

He makes his home in his trailer 
at Marty’s Trailer Court, 3 South- 
west Cutoff, Worcester, Mass., and 
he will greatly appreciate any true 
information concerning the where- 
abouts of his real mother, Katie 
Noonan. 

Winchester town records yielded 
no new information, hut Mr. Cum- 
mings was not discouraging, stat- 
ing to the Star that he would con- 
tinue his search, praying that he 
and she may he reunited wherever 
she may he. 

Strengthening him in his search 
were the words he heard his real 
mother say, “He my love and my 
child. Let me have him!” Her 
favorite song was always “In the 
Home Sweet Home of Mothers”. 

Mr. Cummings has dedicated his 
entire life to finding his true 
mother. The Star hopes his efforts 
will be eventually crowned with 
success and urges any of its read- 
ers who have reason to believe they 
have information concerning the 
missing Katie Noonan (Horton or 
Westgate) to send this information 
to Mr. Cummings at the address 
given above.

FIFTY YEARS AGO 

JULY 18. 1902 

The town has been assessed 
$17,383.46 for three years for bou- 
levards, parks and bath houses. Is 
it worth this to the town, taking in 
to account what has already been 
paid by the town and its citizens? 
The hath houses at Nantasket and 
Revere Beaches are a long way 
from Winchester, so, too, is the 
Fells Reservation to a majority of 
the inhabitants. This being so, what 
benefits are we getting? ( Kditor- 
ial ) 

A USEFUL BOOK 

The Assessors have issued the 
list of poll tax payers, in pamphlet 
form. This book gives the name 
of every male resident of Winches- 
ter over 21 years of age and is a 
reliable up-to-date directory. This 
hook of 7*2 pages, which is given 
away gratuitously, can be had at 
the Town Clerk’s office, Young & 
Brown’s, Grover’s, Connors' and 
Emu’s drug stores and also at the 
Star office. As a limited number of 
copies was printed it would be well 
to secure one as soon as possible. 

TAX RATE $15,80 


The rate of taxation for this 
year will be $15.80 on $1000, the 
same as last year. The figures were 
kept at the above only by active 
work of the Board of Assessors, 
who were determined, if possible, 
that there should be no increase 
over a year ago. Up to within a 
few days it looked as if the rate 
was to be $16, but it was a cast* of 
hustle and $15.80 won out. 

A most gratifying circumstance 
was Mr. T. W. Lawson voluntarily 
increasing his taxes $200,000. He 
now pays taxes on $300,000. It is 
also an indication that he has the 
interests of his home town at heart. 
This increase means a lessening of 
the tax rate by .35 cents on $1000, 
so that but for him the taxes 
would he $16.15. 

The Assessors’ figures at this 
writing show an increase in value 
of personal property of $.359,150, 
and in real estate of $215,800 — a 
pretty good showing. 

There has been an increase of 60 
in polls assessed. The number of 
houses is 1490 against 1434 last 
year, a gain of 56.

Basic to the efficient and econ- 
omic running of any hospital is the 
reorganization of the behind-the- 
scenes departments such as the 
new laboratories, pharmacy, blood 
bank and the central sterile supply 
which processes and distributes all 
sterile materials. These were for- 
merly handled by the various units 
that used them. Other depart- 
ments which will undergo major 
changes will be the X-ray depart- 
ment, the business office and the 
medical records department.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

1 • summer meeting of the Bay 
; State Historical Society was held 
in the new Memorial Hall in Ply- 
mouth on Saturday, July, 10, with 
the fallowing societies as hosts: 

| lie Plymouth Antiquarian, The 
Plirnoth Plantation, The Howland 
S'. net v and tin* Pilgrim Society. 
The arrangements had been care- 
fully planned for a most enjoyable 
day -»f sightseeing, instruction and 
entertainment. 

Pilgrim Hall was one of the first 
places visited with its large collec- 
tion of articles brought over in the 
Mayflower, documents and other 
things pertaining to the early life 
in the colony. 

The wonderful breeze from the 
harbor attracted the members to 
the waterfront, where was the 
“Plirnoth Plantation” with its re- 
production of the very early typical 
house and grounds. Close by were 
Plymouth Rock, the statues of Mns- 
sasoit, the Pilgrim Maiden, the Pil- 
grim Mother (erected by the Na- 
tional D.A.R.) and the Brewster 
Gardens. 

The Mayflower Descendants So- 
ciety owend the Winslow Mansion 
with its cupola giving a command- 
ing view of the harbor and sur- 
rounding country. Several rooms 
were paneled in mahogany and all 
were beautifully furnished, and 
contained valuable mementos of 
the Pilgrims, among them one of 
Priscilla Alden’s wedding spoons. 

The Pilgrim John Howland House 
was built in 1667 and was a very 
pleasant two-story house with a 
fireplace in each fully furnished 
room. 

The Harlow House was built 
from the timbers of the Old Fort 
and was most interesting with its 
demonstrations of spinning, weav- 
ing, candle-making, and other Pil- 
grim crafts. 

Time did not permit visiting oth- 
er interesting shrines, as the meet- 
ing was called at 2:45 with wel- 
come speeches by Mr. James Fra- 
zier, Chairman of the Selectmen, 
and by Mr. Ellis Brewster, Presi- 
dent of the Pilgrim Society.

NEW SOCIAL SECURITY 
AMENDMENTS 

Thousands of people in the Cam- 
bridge area will receive higher so- 
cial security payments as a result 
of the social security amendments 
which President Truman signed in- 
to law last Friday, July 18. The 
first increased checks will he for 
the month of September delivered 
early in October. 

James T. Phelan, manager of 
the Cambridge social security office, 
emphasized that no one needs to 
apply for the increased payments. 
‘The Social Security Administra- 
tion is already changing the 
amounts," he pointed out. “We ex- 
pect to get them changed in time 
to have them in the mail October 
3, the regular delivery date, but if 
in a few cases we don’t meet that 
schedule we’ll send the regular 
check and make up the difference 
in a later check.” 

Mr. Phelan pointed out that al- 
though nearly every family receiv- 
ing payments would receive an in- 
crease, the additional amount would 
not always he divided among all 
the members of the family receiv- 
ing monthly checks. In some cases 
the entire increase will go to the 
retired worker. 

Amount of the increase for a re- 
tired worker will range from $5.00 
to $8.00, with the average about 
$0.00. Where several members of 
a family are receiving payments, 
the total increase to the family can 
he as much as $18.90. A few bene- 
fits now being paid, and most of 
those payable in the future, will he 
based on earnings after 1950 in- 
stead of after 1930. The amended 
law provides a new formula for 
determining the amount of pay- 
ments in these eases. Under it, a 
retired worker’s monthly benefit 
would ho 55'r of the first $100 of 
his average monthly earnings plus 
15 r 'r of the remainder up to $300. 

Beginning September 1, the new 
law increased to $75 a month in- 
stead of $50 the amount of money 
a beneficiary may earn and still 
receive the monthly benefits. Self- 
employed people entitled to old- 
age and survivors insurance bene- 
fits may receive the payments for 
each month of the year if their 
net earnings during the entire year 
are not over $900. 

The amended law contains a pro- 
vision of special importance to self- 
employed people who have retired

nr plnn to retire during 1952. Be- 
fore the passage of the amendments 
their earnings for the year in which 
an application was made could not 
he used to figure their old-age 
benefit payments. Now, those self- 
employed people who originally ap- 
plied for benefits in 1952 mny re- 
apply at the close of the taxable 
year and have their 1952 earnings 
used in figuring their monthly 
benefit payments. In general, this 
will increase the monthly benefit 
payment to self-employed persons. 

A similar change in the law per- 
mits insured wage earners who re- 
tire in 1952 to have their wages 
for this year used immediately ir 
figuring the amount of their bene- 
fit payments. Heretofore, it was 
necessary for them to come hack 
after the end of the year in order 
to have all of their covered wages 
for 1952 included in the computa- 
tion of the benefit amount. 

Another amendment allows bene- 
ficiaries aged 75 or over already on 
the rolls to take advantage of the 
higher benefit payments provided 
under the new formula if they have 
had at least a year and a half of 
covered work after 1950. 

The amended law allows social 
security wage credits of $100 for 
each month of active military or 
naval service after July 24, 1947. 
This provision is simply an exten- 
sion of the one which already gives 
social security wage credits to ser- 
vicemen of World War II. It ap- 
plies to service in the armed forces 
up to January 1, 1954. 

Of advantage to the survivors of 
deceased service people is a pro- 
vision in the amended law extend- 
ing the time for claiming a lump- 
sum death payment. This applies to 
servicemen who died abroad and 
are later returned to the United 
States for burial or reburial. Sur- 
vivors who pay the burial expenses 
may now claim reimbursement up 
to two years after the reburial in- 
stead of two years after the ser- 
viceman’s death.

AMENDMENTS TO 
GENERAL BY-LAWS 

TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 
MASSACHUSETTS 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111 of the General By-Laws 
of the Town by inserting a 
new section entitled 14a as 
follows: 

Section 14a. No person, 
except an officer of the law 
in the performance of his 
duties, shall enter upon the 
premises of another with 
the intention of peeping in- 
to the windows of a house 
or of spying upon in any 
manner any person or per- 
sons therein. 

VOTED, To amend Article 
1 1 1 of the General By-Laws 
of the Town by inserting a 
new section entitled 1.5a as 
follows: 

Section 15a. No person 
shall, except as authorized 
or required hy law, re- 
move, alter the position of, 
deface, or disturb in any 
manner, any harrier, sign, 
manhole cover, protective 
cover, or grating, placed or 
installed in the interests of 
safety or necessity. 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111, Section 3a by striking 
out in the last sentence there- 
of the words and figures 
“five dollars ($5l” and “fifty 
cents (50c)” and inserting in 
place thereof the words and 
figures “ten dollars ($10)’’ 
and “one dollar ($1)’’ so that 
said section as amended will 
read as follows: 

Section 3a. Any vehicle 
on a public way in the 
town interfering with the 
work of removing or plow- 
ing snow, or removing ice 
therefrom, may be removed 
by or under the direction 
of the Superintendent of 
Streets to a public garage 
or any convenient place. 
The Superintendent nf 
Streets shall, within a 
reasonable time, notify the 
Chief of Police of the re- 
moval of any such vehich 
and of the place to which 
it has been removed and 
the Chief of Police shall 
give like notice to the reg- 
istered owner of the vehic- 
le. The owner, before being 
permitted to remove the 
vehicle, shall establish his 
right so to do and pay 
to the town or to the keep- 
er of the place of storage, 
the cost of removal not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars ($10) 
and any storage charges 
resulting therefrom, not 
exceeding one dollar ($1 ) 
per day.

WINCHESTER RESIDENTS 
IN SALEM HURRICANE 

Several residents of this town 
figured in the terrific hurricance 
which swept Salem harbour last 
Sunday morning. At least five per- 
sons were drowned and one other 
missing in the disaster. 

Elmer Josephson. 32, of 66 
Brooksidc avenue, who was fishing 
from a skiff with a friend from 
Reading, was rescued by the Const 
Guard after their boat was blown 
a distance of five miles from its 
position when the storm hit. Five 
boats were towed in together, their 
boat being the farthest one out. 

Another Winchester man, Bruce 
Hamilton, 26, of 3 Lagrange street, 
a World War II Navy veteran and 
mate on the excursion boat Ruth 
M which sailed from Salem Wil- 
lows, aided in many rescues during 
the storm. 

The sudden and unexpected hur- 
ricane wrecked an estimated 200 
sail boats and skiffs, and while it 
lasted only a quarter of an hour, 
the 85- mile an hour wind kicked up 
gigantic waves and created havoc 
among the hundreds of fishermen 
and sailors. 

The fury of the storm was felt 
here in Winchester with a terrific 
wind and skies so black that lights 
were needed. Beyond a few tree 
limbs the Town escaped serious 
damage and the rain which accom- 
panied the storm was welcome but 
hardly adequate to do much good 
to the parched lawns and gardens. 

Two members of the Winchester 
fire department also figured in the 
Salem disaster when Charles Mo- 
ran and Joseph Connolly not only 
received a good ducking, but aided 
in the work of rescue at Salem 
Willows. The two were out fishing 
at the time, but fortunately were 
on their way in when the hurricane 
struck and were near enough to 
the shore so that their boat was 
washed onto the rocks. They went 
to the pier and as the rescued sur- 
vivors were landed they aided in 
caring for them. At that time 
there were very few persons avail- 
able for this wopk. 

The families of the two men 
were among those on shore who 
were trying to contact their men- 
folks and they were thoroughly 
drenched by the thick and driving 
rain. The firemen report that the 
experience will last them for a long 
time. They were fortunate in their 
escape.

ALCOHOLISM 

I !dit»»r of the Sta i 

Xlcohol f - Xnonym'ui' is neither 
w * * t nor dry It treats alcoholism, 
a -elf-inflicted disease, as physi- 
cians deni with any malady that 
afflicts the human flesh and mind. 
This is the modern approach to the 
subject. It reports that there is 
an increasing number of young 
people seeking information and 
guidance concerning the most effec- 
tive method of dealing with this 
social enemy that has become so 
menacing. It is estimated that 160 
of these applicants were college and 
high school students. “Alcoholism 
is everybody’s business.” Through- 
out the nation committees on al- 
coholism are organizing to combat 
the menace. 

The Boston Committee on Alco- 
holism. Inc., which is affiliated with 
the national committee, is composed 
of an outstanding group of officers 
and directors and an advisory com- 
mittee of more than sixty promi- 
nent men and women who are 
studying this serious problem. At 
tin* third annual conference held 
this year at John Hancock Hall, 
there was a record attendance of 
820,52 of whom were doctors and 
102 business leaders. Dealing with 
J aVoholism as a disease, which it is, 

' rather than as a moral weakness 
has proved to be a wise course. 
Alcohol Facts, Inc., chartered in 
New York in 1947 as an educational 
organization to study the subject, 
favors this approach to the alcohol 
problem which, it says, is “prac- 
tical, far-reaching and effective.” 

| The Boston Committee on Alco- 
holism reports it has become so 
successful in removing the stigma 
that has so often been associated 
with alcoholism that the number 
of alcoholics who come into its 
office of their own volition has 
sharply increased. 

The ratio of drinkers to non- 
drinkers, especially among women, 
j is steadily increasing, it is said, 
i and has become a major public 
health problem that no longer can 
j he ignored. A report of the Bos- 
ton Committee on Alcoholism 
states it affects directly some 100,- 
000 persons in Massachusetts and 
its ravages cost the citizens of the 
state $61,000,000 annually. Amer- 
icans spent $9,150,000,000 on liquor 
last year according to an Associat- 
ed Press, Washington, dispatch; 

' half as much as was spent for 
j clothing and shoes. Spending 
averaged $59.80 for ever man, wo- 
man, and child in the country. 

Reports state that most of the | 
children treated for alcoholism 
! come from families where the 
' father and mother drink. Yielding 
, to the innate influence of mimicry, 
a child’s inclination to do as his 
parents do, these innocent little 
ones become addict. The parents 
set the example. The ultimate cost 
of thoughtless mimicry, as applied 
to the use of harmful, habit-form- 
ing drugs is tremendous, as the 
writer has shown in a previous 
article. Is the soothing influence 
of a drug, once a habit is formed, 
worth the price of a guilty con- 
science and the remorse a thought- 
ful person suffers from a had ex- 
ample ?

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 

One out of every six of the 
earth’s elements belongs to the rare 
earths family, a group of metals 
with such tongue-twisting names 
as praseodymium, dysprosium, and 
ytterbium. They make up a larger 
part of the earth’s crust than does 
copper, lead or zinc; but because 
the rare earths are rarely found in 
concentrated deposits and are ex- 
tremely hard to separate, they are 
little known or used. 


In the breeding season of wild 
ducks, mallard drakes dog-fight in 
the air for a female’s favor. Among 
the dignified canvas-backs, how- 
ever, the competing males stage a 
chest-to-chest pushing contest on 
the water, each swimming as hard 
ns he can move his webbed feet. 
When one begins to slip backward, 
his contest is lost, and he must 
turn and dive before his opponent 
seizes him by the hack of the neck. 


Diamonds have been found in the 
glacial drift of the Great Lakes 
region, particularly in Wisconsin. 
They were apparently brought 
south by the glaciers, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Thus, 
the region of the known glacier 
paths between the Great Lakes and 
Hudson Bay is indicated as a poten- 
tially rich diamond field.

LIKE FIERY STEAM BATHS 

Finland, host this summer to the 
fourteenth modern Olympic Games, 
is a small country of lakes, forests 
and snows whose gallant people 
adhere as firmly as any on earth to 
the ancient Greek belief in equal 
development of mind and body. 

Finland has produced impartially 
the composer Jean Sibelius, the 
distance runner Paavo Nurmi, the 
architect Alvar Aalto and the jave- 
lin thrower Yrko Nikkanen. To 
their famed institution of the sau- 
na, or steam hath, notes the Nation- 
al Geographic Society, the Finns 
themselves attribute much of their 
ability to produce such talented and 
hardy citizens. 

In the sauna, the bather parboils 
himself in scalding steam, is sound- 
ly switched all over with birch 
branches, and finally cools out with 
either sudden immersion in icy wa- 
ter or a dive into a snowdrift out- 
side the hath house. 

BATHS ARE RITUALS 

Many of those who have taken 
these ritualistic baths claim that 
| the resultant feeling of physical, 
mental and spiritual well-being is 
beyond comparison with other hu- 
man experiences. Others feel it may 
at least in part help explain how 
the Finns, who are in pail a Mon- 
golian people, remain sufficiently 
lugged to survive and prosper in a 
bleak country poor in natural re- 
sources and ravaged time after 
time by war.

WINCHESTER OFFICER OBSERVES 
NAVY FLYING IN KOREA 

A recent dispatch from Korea, in 
noting the work of our airmen en- 
gaged there, contains reference to 
a Winchester boy who is engaged in 
active duty.

UNPREDICTABLE BARRACUDA 
SOMETIMES ATTACK PEOPLE 


BAMBOO, HEROIC SIZED GRASS, 
FINDS NEW USE IN INDUSTRY 

Modern industry is beginning to 
experiment with the commercial 
possibilities of bamboo. 

Several pulp and paper com- 
panies in the United States have 
started plantations. A new method 
of fastening sections of bamboo 
together may lead to more and bet- 
ter bamboo furniture, trellises, 
toys, sporting equipment, and in- 
numerable other practical items. 

America has 70 species and is 
second only to southern Asia as a 
home of bamboo, says the National 
Geographic Society. The giant 
grass grows mostly in California 
and along the Atlantic Coast as far 
north as New England. 

Sixteen Inches a Day 

In the tropics bamboo growth has 
been measured at 10 inches in 24 
hours. In the temperate zones the 
hardy species thrive almost as well. 
Taken with its beauty, people have 
planted a bamboo hedge or clump 
and have soon had to use jungle 
tactics to keep it in bounds. 

Bamboo grows quickly, densely, 
and gracefully. The tough but pli- 
able stems resist even hurricanes. 
The roots are like underground 
stems. Unless cut back continually, 
they spread in all directions, send- 
ing up new growth. Every spring 
long lines of bamboo shoots march 
in Indian file across lawns and 
flower beds. 

The young shoots are delicious 
and nutritive as a vegetable. The 
stems attain their full height be- 
fore the branches and leaves ap- 
pear, completing the gracefully | 
geometric pattern characteristic of i 
the “tree.” 

Brought to Europe from China 

Silkworm eggs were carried from I 
China to Constantinople in a section < 
of bamboo stem during the reign I 
of Justinian the Great in the 6th j 
century. The Western World, i 
dazzled by the prospect of shining 1 
silks ignored the useful container. 

In Asia, bamboo’s usefulness 
rivals that of the palm and the 
white pine tree. A list of bamboo I 
products can read like a mail order 
catalogue. 

It is possible, for instance, to sit 
down to a meal at which bamboo 
shoots are the main dish and in 
which bamboo, alone, has been used 
to make the dishes, the tableware, 1 
the table and chairs, the cooking 
utensils and fuel in the stove, the , 
walls, ceilings and floor of the room 
— in fact the whole house and all 
the furniture in it. 

Many Asian farms are cutivated 
with bamboo tools and irrigated by 


The biting habits of fish are un- 
predictable, and perhaps the most 
uncomfortably unpredictable of all 
is the great barracuda (Sphyraena 
barracuda), because it bites not 
only fishermen’s bait, but some- 
times human beings. 

There are few fish in the sea, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety, that can equal the barracu- 
da’s bloodthirsty reputation. 

This reputation often sends 
swimmers scurrying for shore 
when unknown fish are sighted, 
either alone or in schools. Many 
alarms are groundless, as large 
barracuda do not school and fish 
found near beaches in groups are 
usually harmless. 

THEY DO ATTACK 

However, great Barracuda do 
attack swimmers, and the attack 
is easily identified. Long, knifelike 
teeth along both sides of each jaw 
make a clean straight cut that can 
cause a serious leg wound or even 
sever an arm at the wrist. 

Many attacks attributed to 
sharks are the work of barracuda, 
hut a shark bite can he identified 
by its curving edges, matching a 
shark mouth. And a shark will re- 
turn for further attacks, often mu- 
! tilating its prey. A barracuda usu- 
ally strikes only once. 

Divers in the West Indies, where 
! both shark and barracuda abound, 
maintain that sharks as a rule are 
cowards and can he frightened 
away from swimmers. Barracuda 
are fearless, have poor eyesight, 
are very curious, and do not scare 
easily. When they attack it is with 
lightning speed, and the fish are 
seldom seen. On the other hand, 
barracuda have been known to ap- 
proach a person in the water, sur-

LIKE PIKE 

The great barracuda is only one 
of 21 known species of this fish 
ranging the western Atlantic from 
Florida and the West Indies to 
Brazil. Smaller cousins are found 
in the tropics the world over, and 
the Pacific coast species is a valu- 
able food fish. Young great barra- 
cuda are considered good eating in 
some regions, but the flesh of larg- 
er ones is widely believed to he un 
palatable or poisonous. 

In appearance the* barracuda is 
superficially like the fresh wate: 
pike — a long fish with a vicious 
looking mouth, undershot, tooth- 
tilled jaw. The great barracuda 
reaches a length of six feet and 
weight of 100 pounds. Usual food is 
other fish, and occasionally squid

GENERAL BY-LAWS 

TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 
MASSACHUSETTS 


VOTED, To amend Article 
111 of the General By-Laws 
of the Town hy inserting a 
new section entitled 14a as 
follows: 

Section 14a. No person, 
except an officer of the law 
in the performance of his 
duties, shall enter upon the 
premises of another with 
the intention of peeping in- 
to the windows of a house 
or of spying upon in any 
manner any person or per- 
sons therein. 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111 of the General By-Laws 
of the Town by inserting a 
new section entitled 15a as 
follows: 

Section 15a. No person 
shall, except as authorized 
or required by law, re- 
move, alter the position of, 
deface, or disturb in any 
manner, any barrier, sign, 
manhole cover, protective 
cover, or grating, placed or 
installed in the interests of 
safety or necessity. 

VOTED, To amend Article 
111, Section 3a by striking 
out in the last sentence there- 
of the words and figures 
“five dollars ($5)” and “fifty 
cents (50c)’’ and inserting in 
place thereof the words and 
figures “ten dollars ($10)” 
and “one dollar ($1 )” so that 
said section as amended will 
read as follows: 

Section 3a. Any vehicle 
on u public way in the 
town interfering with the 
work of removing or plow- 
ing snow, or removing ice 
therefrom, may be removed 
by or under the direction 
of the Superintendent of 
Streets to a public garage 
or any convenient place. 
The Superintendent of 
Streets shall, within a 
reasonable time, notify the 
Chief of Police of the re- 
moval of any such vehicle 
and of the place to which 
it has been removed ami 
the Chief of Police shall 
give like notice to the reg- 
istered owner of the vehic- 
le. The owner, before being 
permitted to remove the 
vehicle, shall establish his 
right so to do and pay 
to the town or to the keep- 
er of the place of storage, 
the cost of removal not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars ($10) 
and any storage charges 
resulting therefrom, not 
exceeding one dollar ($1) 
per day.

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LITTLE LEAGUE PLAYOFFS 


The playoffs for the champion- 
ship of the Winchester Little 
League will get underway next 
Thursday evening at Manchester 
Field. The championship will be a 
best three-out of five series between 
the winner of the first half and the 
winner of the second half of the 
regular Little League schedule. 

The Braves won the first half 
title when they finished the first 
half schedule in a tie with the 
Yanks and defeated thenv 2-0 in a 
special play-off game. The second 
half winner is still undecided and 
will probably go right down to the 
final game on Tuesday before a 
decision is reached. It is quite pos- 
sible that the second half may also 
end in a tie, which would then be ( 
played off in a single game on 
Thursday evening. In that case the 
championship series would start 
the following Monday evening with 
three games to be played each 
week on Monday, Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings until the win- 
ner is declared. 

Interest in the playoff is expect- 
ed to reach fever pitch as a series 
between the Braves and either the 
Dodgers or the Yanks, probable 
second half winners, would be a 
sizzler. All of the teams have im- 
proved tremendously since the 
start of the season and are so even- 
ly matched that it is impossible to 
name a favorite for the title.

Little League 
pitching rules provide that a pitch- 
er, having pitched four or more 
innings in a game, shall be ineli- 
gible for further pitching duty un- 
til he has had three calendar days 
of rest. The rules further provide 
that a pitcher shall not pitch on two 
consecutive days under any condi- 
tions and shall not pitch more than 
nine full innings in any one calen- 
dar week. This, with playoff games 
scheduled for Mondays, Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, the contending 
teams must use three different 
pitchers in these contests. 

It shapes up as a very interest- 
ing series and one that will un- 
doubtedly attract large crowds to 
cheer for their particular favorites.

FRATERNITY CONVENTION 


Mr. Joseph J. Derro, Jr., of 433 
Washington street will attend the 
23rd Biennial Convention of the 
Lambda Chi Alpha Fraternity, 
which will be held at the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel in New York August 
31 to September 3. He will be an 
official visitor from the North Caro- 
lina State Chapter of Lambda Chi 
Alpha. 

Over 1,000 undergraduate and 
alumni delegates and visitors are 
expected to attend the convention. 
They will represent the 140 chap- 
ters of the Fraternity located at 
colleges and universities in 40 
states and 4 provinces of Canada 
and the 96 alumni associations 
throughout the United States and 
Canada.

TAG DAYS FOR BUGLE CORPS 

The Immaculate Conception 
Drum and Bugle Corps will hold 
tag days in Winchester and Wo- 
burn today and tomorrow for the 
purpose of raising necessary funds 
for the maintenance of instruments 
and equipment and the purchase 
of new equipment and instruments 
for the organization. 

Winchester* should generously 
support these tag days. The Im- 
maculate Conception Drum and 
Bugle Corps has often contributed 
its time and talents to local pro- 
jects, while its championship per- 
formances in many contests, far 
and near, have reflected much cred- 
it to the community. 

The corps is a youth activity and 
is not restricted to members of the 
Immaculate Conception Parish. Un- 
der the leadership of the Rev. Her- 
bert K. A. Driscoll, who personally 
accompanies the corps on all its 
trips, its purpose is to build char- 
acter, instill discipline and prevent 
delinquency in the youth of Wo- 
burn and Winchester. Contribu- 
tions to its tag days will be dis- 
tincl investment in youth. 

Concluding the tag days Satur- 
day night the Immaculate Concep- 
tion Drum and Bugle Corps, with 
its championship Girls’ Drill Team 
and the famous championship Drum 
and Bugle Corps of Norman Prince 
Post, VFW, will play and give ex- 
hibitions at Library Field in Wo- 
burn, commencing at 8:30. 

A parade to the field including 
all units will form at the Winches- 
tgr-Woburn line and march to the 
field along Main street through the 
Woburn Common. 


Two Winchester houses were 
struck by lightning during the in- 
tense electrical storm of Tuesday 
I afternoon, resulting in consider- 
nble damage to both residences but 
fortunately no personal injuries. 

Box 281 was sounded from the 
| Central Station at 4:24 after the 
Fire Department had been notified 
that lightning had struck the house 
of Mr. Harold McCarthy of 18 Can- 
terbury road. 

The bolt struck the roof near 
the ridgepole and ripped up an 
eight-foot area, tearing off shing- 
les, splitting the ridgepole and some 
of the roof boards. There was no 
fire, but there must have been con- 
siderable water damage from the 
pouring rain that entered the up- 
per part of the house before the 
firemen were able to spread a big 
tarpaulin over the hole in the roof, 
nice work during the drenching 
downpour. 

About 5 o’clock the Central Sta- 
tion received its second call, this 
time lightning having struck the 
house of Mr. Harry Creamer at 10 
Chesterford road east. The bolt 
struck the roof near the ridgepole, 
slithered down the rear of the 
house near a dormer window and 
tore its way through the lower 
rear wall of the living room, rip- 
ping off board and plaster and caus- 
ing considerable damage. As in the 
case at the McCarthy home, there 
was no fire, hut in this instance 
Mrs. Creamer and her child were 
in the house when the lightning 
struck. Both immediately took ref- 
uge at the home of a neighbor 
while firemen again stretched a 
heavy tarpaulin over the open 
place in the roof and patched up 
the ripped wall of the house against 
the weather. 

There were several terrific crash- 
es about town during the storm. 
From the nature of one of them it 
was believed that it must have 
struck in a good-sized body of wa- 
ter, possibly Wedge Pond. There 
were no reports of further serious 
damage about town as the result 
of the storm, but there were wash- 
outs and bad depressions at Pris- 
cilla Lane in the southerly part of 
the town and at Lockeland road in 
the new development of the West 
Side hill district. 


MRS. VIRGINIA CLAFLIN PRATT 


Mrs. Virginia Claflin Pratt, wife 
of Dudley Pratt of Seattle, Wash- 
ington, and only daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alan A. Claflin of Grove 
street, died suddenly in Seattle, 
August 3rd. 

Mrs. Pratt was a graduate of the 
School of the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston, where she specialized in 
sculpture. 

In 1921 she married Dudley 
Pratt, son of Bela Pratt, and after 
a year of study abroad, principally 
in Italy, they came back to the 
United States and settled in Seat- 
tle, where Mr. Pratt had been ap- 
pointed Professor of Fine Arts at 
the University of Washington. 

They both continued their work, 
Professor Pratt devoting his atten- 
tion to architectural sculpture, and 
Mrs. Pratt portraiture, particularly 
of children. 

Mis. Pratt leaves four children 
and five grandchildren. 

Memorial services were held in 
Seattle on the afternoon of August 
6th.

TRACKS TO GO ON WEST SIDE 

The temporary tracks over which 
Boston oi ivlaine trains will be run 
through town while the work of 
raising the permanent tracks to 
eliminate the grade crossing is be- 
ing completed, will be located on 
the west side of the present road- 
bed and will extend through the 
Common instead of Thompson 
street. Commissioner Callahan of 
the Department of Public Works 
made this statement to the Select- 
men and other town officials at a 
conference held in the State House 
on July 23. In making the an- 
nouncement Commissioner Calla- 
han said that the decision to locate 
the temporary tracks on the west 
side as far as the Center, was 
reached after a conference he had 
with President Sugrue of the Bos- 
ton & Maine. 

Beyond the Center the tracks 
may cross over to the easterly side 
of the present roadbed, but as yet 
this decision has not been made. 
It is hoped, however, that a definite 
decision will be reached within a 
few weeks, after which the Select- 
men can prepare definite figures to 
cover land damages to he presented 
to the town. 

Though he made no definite 
statement as to the reasons, Com- 
missioner Callahan stated that 
money for the elimination of Win- 
chester’s Grade Crossing will now 
be taken from the latest $200,000,- 
000 State Bond Issue, which will 
make these funds available Janu- 
ary 1, 1953. It is expected by that 
time that all engineering data will 
be available so that bids can be 
awarded. It would not be legal to 
award them prior to the new year. 

Commissioner Callahan stressed 
at the hearing that Winchester’s 
Grade Crossing is going to be eli- 
minated. 

Present at the conference with 
Commissioner Callahan were Asso- 
ciate Commissioner Grout, Freder- 
ick S. Hatch, Chairman of the 
Winchester Planning Board, Town 
Engineer James Wakefield, and Se- 
lectmen Harrison Lyman, Harry 
U’hefalo and Don Greer. 


MISS JANE ALLEN 


Miss Jane Allen, who made her 
home with her niece, Mrs. Ann 
Kronquist, at 9 Nelson street, died 
suddenly Sunday night, August 3, 
in Searsport, Maine, while on her 
way back to Winchester from a 
visit with her sister at Cape Bret- 
on, N. S. Miss Allen had a heart 
ailment, which was known to be 
serious, but she wanted to see her 
sister again after 22 years and was 
able to do so before her death, 
which was attributed to an em- 
bolism with which she was sudden- 
ly stricken while in Searsport. Mrs. 
Kronquist had accompanied her to 
Cape Breton and was with her 
when she died. 

Miss Allen was horn October 4, 
1882, at Pete De Grat, Cape Bret- 
on, N. S. As a young girl she went 
to New York and entered the ser- 
vice of a New York family, remain- 
ing with this same family as house- 
keeper until its last member died 
two and one-half years ago. At 
that time Miss Allen came to make 
her home with her niece in Win- 
chester.

Large crowds 
are expected to turn out for the 
playoffs, which will be a fitting 
climax to a great season of base- 
ball for the youngsters and adults 
alike.

It doesn’t seem 
possible that any one would seri- 
ously suggest that spot, if for no 
I other reason than for the long 
walk to which practically all the 
hoys would he subjected to reach 
I it.

A. Palladino of 19 North Gateway, 
and functioning smoothly after a 
week of accelerated training in the 
field, Massachusetts 3000-man 94th 
Infantry Reserve Division swung 
into the second and final week of 
its annual summer maneuvers at 
( amp Diyjlh, N.Y., on August 3.

INNS OF COURT HIGHEST OF 
BRITAIN'S LEGAL SCHOOLS 


The tradition-encrusted Inns of 
Court, rulers of the British bar, 
formally welcome U. S. Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson into the se- 
lect company of honorary masters 
of the bench on his visit to London 
late in June. 

Other current honorary “bench- 
ers” are Queen Mother Elizabeth, 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, and 
Viscount Alexander, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. The ac- 
tual, or practicing, masters of the 
bench decide the policies of the 
legal profession in England. 

Presentation of an honorary 
bencher is made at a dinner in the 
particular Inn according the honor 

-Lincoln’s Inn in the case of Secre- 
tary Acheson. The dinners them- 
selves are part of British legal tra- 
dition and essential in the cere- 
monies leading to admission to the 
bar. Every aspiring barrister must 
attend a specified number of the 
dinners. 

Four Inns 

The four Inns of Court, Lincoln’s, 
Gray’s, the Middle Temple and the 
Inner Temple have the exclusive 
right to admit Rritish lawyers to 
the bar, to qualify them as barris- 
ters. Lawyers in England are 
either solicitors or barristers. Prac- 
tice of the former is limited to cer- 
tain courts, while barristers can 
appear before any tribunal in the 
land, including the House of Lords 
and the Privy Council, courts of 
final appeal. 

The Inns of Court can he traced 
back to the 13th century, when the 
church first started to lose its hold 
on the law. With the clergy barred 
from practicing any but canon law, 
it became necessary to provide 
training for lay attorneys. 

Various schools developed, and 
grew up around the four Inns, 
which* at one time were actually 
inns, housing as well as feeding 
aspiring lawyers, clerks, and stu- 
dents. Hence they were called inns 
although they are law schools. 

Tradition ties Lincoln’s Inn to 
the Earl of Lincoln in the reign of 
Edward II (1284 - 1.327), although 
it is also held that the Inn took its 
name from Thomas de Lincoln, the 
king’s sergeant, who acquired the 
property in the 14th century. 

Gray’s Inn. despite the difference 
in spelling, can be traced to Regi- 
nald de Grey, chief justice of Ches- 
ter and first Lord Grey of Wilton, 
who leased the site about 1294. 
The Middle and Inner Temples are 
Inns of Court situated on parts of 
what was the London headquarters 
of the Knights Templar in the 1.3th 
century. 

Survived Disasters 

The Inns of Court have survived 
wars, plagues, and fires. They 
suffered in the great London fire of 
1666 and were severely damaged 
by bombs in World War II. 

Their memberships have been 
split by the Wars of the Roses and 
the revolution that resulted in the 
execution of Charles I. During the 
American Revolution members were 
on both sides. A number of sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence had received legal training 
at the Inns. 

Restoration of buildings damag- 
ed in World War II is still going 
on. Private subscriptions, includ- 
ing contributions from the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, have been 
instrumental in the restoration. 


JAPAN'S HEAVIEST EARTHOUAKE 
PICKS GOOD PLACE TO HAPPEN 

The earthquake that hit the 
northern Japanese island of Hok- 
kaido early in March had all the 
specifications of major disaster ex- 
cept heavy loss of life, the National 
Geographic Society reports. 

The tremor, named “The Earth- 
quake off Tokachi,” was described 
by Japan’s central meteorological 
observatory as the heaviest in the 
area in 68 years, which would make 
it more severe than the 192.3 tem- 
blor that caused some 14.3,000 
deaths in the Tokyo-Yokohama 
area. 

In addition, the latest quake was 
accompanied by a series of seismic 
sea waves — often miscalled tidal 
waves — which devastated the 
coastline of eastern Hokkaido, 
sweeping away fishing villages and 
boats and damaging coastal proper- 
ty. 

Sparse Population 

The death toll, however, was less 
than two score. Officials say there 
are several reasons for the small 
casualty list. Hokkaido is sparsely 
populated; the efficient Japanese 
warning service predicted seismic 
waves, or tunami, after the initial 
shock, and the earthquake-wise 
population did not even wait for 
the warning, but deserted the coast 
minutes after the quake. 

Chief damage lay in twisted and 
torn railways, houses swept away 
by waves, and shattered and burn- 
ed buildings. Fire, which follows 
every earthquake as gas and water 
line# are broken, chimneys toppled 
and stoves upset, took its usual toll. 
But again the thinly settled area 
suffered less than Tokyo or Yoko- 
hama in 192.3, or San Francisco in 
1906. In these disasters fire swept 
unchecked through urban areas. 

Such a major earthquake with 
comparatively little loss of life re- 
sembles the violent temblors that 
shook the Himalayas in 1857 and 
1950, sending mountainsides roar- 
ing down into ravines and damming 
rivers. Sparse population limited 
loss of life in both these disasters, 
known as the Assam Earthquakes, 
although both made noticeable 
changes in geographical features. 
Sea Waves Follow Japanese Quakes 

Any violent movement under the 
sea — and the Earthquake off Tok- 
achi was centered in the ocean east 
of Hokkaido — usually creates 
seismic -waves. 

Damage done by these waves is 
governed as much by the nature of 
the shore as by the seismic distur- 
bance that causes them. Where the 
shoreline drops off sharply, there is 
a rise and fall of water that does 
comparatively little damage. Where 


the sea hod slopes more gradually, 
the waves come in as massive walls 
of water, sweeping everything be- 
fore them. 

The Hokkaido wave, variously 
described as 10 to 15 feet high, was 
a ripple compared to some seismic 
sea waves. In the Sanriku earth- 
quake of 1896 the water reached a 
height of 95 feet in Miyako Bay, 
Japan, and the Dutch Harbor, 
Alaska, tremor of 1946 set up 
waves that swept over tops of palm 
trees as far awav as Hawaii.

Robert D Lowry of 158 ('am- 
bridge treet nnd Hugo Schaefer 
of Midland, Michigan, were the re- 
cipients "n July 22, 1962, of U. S. 
patent No. 2,603.838, entitled 
Method K*»i Pi c«hi inl ine (’rystal- 
line Vinylidene Chloride Copolymer 
Film.” 

Notwithstanding its technical 
title, this invention pertains to im- 
provements in the plastic films 
that are used extensively for wrap- 
ping foods or other materials where 
it is desired either to retain natur- 
al moisture in, or to exclude it 
from, the pnekaecd article. These 
films, as is well known, have such 
desirable properties as high tensile 
strength in both directions, ade- 
quate flexibility, and extreme re- 
sistance to permeability by vapors 
and liquids. 

However, according to Messrs. 
Lowry and Schaefer, they suffer 
from the disadvantage that they 
have a tendency to shrink irregu- 
larly while standing at room tem- 
perature, and even when under the 
tension existing in the tiphtly 
wound rolls in storage. As a con- 
sequence, there results a wrinkling 
effect when the film is unwound. 
It should be noted that this shrink- 
ing difficulty becomes especially 
serious when the film is subjected 
to hijrh temperature due to the 
fact that it cannot be used success- 
fully to produce neatly packaged 
articles whenever a heat seal is 
required in the wrapping 1 operation. 

Messrs. Lowry and Schaefer 
have discovered that this problem 
may be solved by a special process 
involving the passing of a sheet of 
the film continuously and under 
suitable tension over a series of at 
least four properly separated ro- 
tating heated rollers, the smooth 
surfaces of which ranpe from room 
temperature up to about 265 de- 
crees Fahrenheit. In other words, 
this procedure improves the reac- 
tion of the film to subsequent heat 
treatments to such an extent that 
it will shrink not more than five 
per cent along either of its major 
dimensions when exposed to a tem- 
perature of 212 degrees Fahrenheit 
for ten minutes. It is established 
and known that such a decree of 
shrinkage is acceptable for the 
most exacting: uses of the film; and 
the aforementioned limitations are 
thus avoided. 

The patent has been assigned to 
Dow Chemical Company, Midland, 
Michigan.

Question: I moved to Winchester 
from Cambridge this spring. Can I 
vote in the September primaries 
and the November election? 

Answer: You must have lived 
in Winchester six months prior to 
the election. If you moved here 
before March 16, you may register 
now and vote in the primary. If you 
moved here before May 4, you may 
register from September 17 to 
October 3 and vote in the Novem- 
ber election.

DROUGHT BROKEN 


So far as Winchester is concern- 
ed the drought and heat which has 
been experienced since the middle 
of last June was broken this week. 
On Tuesday, after one of the most 
disagreeable and humid mornings 
of the period, light showers opened 
up shortly after noon. The show- 
ers grew progressively frequent 
and the rain heavier until about 
four o’clock.

The holt was followed by about 
a minute of rain, and after a short 
period the downpour started. 

Around five o’clock the rain fell 
in torrents, making visibility al- 
most nil. Heavy thunder and light- 
ning accompanied the rain. Fortu- 
nately the earlier rain, without 
wind sufficient to wet beneath the 
large trees, had moistened the 
ground sufficiently to stop much of 
any washouts. 

During Tuesday night the rain 
continued in a series of showers, 
and on Wednesday it kept up all 
day, at times being very heavy. 

The temperature dropped on 
Wednesday to a normal level and 
the prospect at this time is for a 
return to usual summer weather. 
The rain arrived here at just the 
right time to save many of our 
larger trees and probably many 
lawns. Gardens and small shrubs 
and flowers had already sucumbed 
to the drought.

NEWSY PARAGRAPHS 


NEW BOOK BY DR. SPAULDING 

On July 28 Exposition Press, 
Inc., book publishers, published 
“One School Administrator’s Phi- 
losophy” by Dr. Frank E. Spaul- 
ding, Yale University Emeritus 
Professor of Education and among 
the country’s leading educators and 
school administrators. 

Aside from the interest which 
the hook has generally as a sort 
of analytical autobiography of one 
who has rendered distinguished 
service in the important field of 
education. Dr. Spaulding’s story 
will have a special interest for 
Winchester readers because he is 
the father of Mary and Catherine 
Spaulding of Mary Spaulding’s 
Bookshop, and of William E. Spaul- 
ding of Main street, who is asso- 
ciated with one of the big Boston 
publishing houses. 

Dr. Spaulding won his doctorate, 
magna cum laude, from Heidelberg 
University in Germany in 1894. He 
also holds the Doctor of Laws de- 
gree. He has taught, and has been 
superintendent of schools in Pas- 
saic, N.J., Newton, Minneapolis, 
Minn., and Cleveland, Ohio, being 
unanimously elected to the last 
named post in 1917, though he was 
not a candidate for the position. 

He organized the Department of 
Education in the Yale Graduate 
School in 1920, serving there nine 
years as chairman of the depart- 
ment and fifteen years as profes- 
sor of school administration. He 
retired as Sterling Professor of 
Education Emeritus, in 1935. 

A layman can read Dr. Spaul- 
ding’s book with both interest and 
understanding. It is not full of edu- 
cators’ phraseology, particularly 
that of the progressive modern 
educators. His simple story of his 
life, his education, schooling and 
the things that have made him 
what he is, and think as he does, is 
absorbing and seasoned with a 
quiet humor that adds to its charm. 

Dr. Spaulding tells us in his 
foreword that every individual de- 
velops a philosophy, whether he 
knows it or not, as the result of his 
eactions to the influences to which 
he is subjected, the process con- 
tinuing from birth throughout life. 
His own philosophy, he tells us, is 
no hard and fast rule of life, but 
rather is what he calls a “frame of 
reference,” which is simply a body 
of principles, developed through 
experience and educational train- 
ing and used as a guide in the 
analysis and interpretation of com- 
plex and involved facts and as a 
measure of values. 

Much of what makes up Dr. 
Spaulding’s particular “frame of 
reference” came to him through 
the experiences of his boyhood on 
lonely “Spaulding Hill Farm” in 


Dublin, N.H. He is not an educator 
who believes that schools and col- 
leges are the only media of edu- 
cation. He believes that perhaps 
the most important educational 
stimuli come from experience and 
from people. 

His account of his boyhood is 
intriguing. On the farm he learned 
individual independence, self sup- 
port, self-control, honesty, fair 
dealing, responsibility and coopera- 
tion. He was taught to make his 
own decisions, to think things 
through , and to complete the tasks 
set for him, doing simple things 
before moving on to the more com- 
plex tasks as his ability to cope 
with the latter successfully devel- 
oped. 

His primitive schooling he does 
not decry. Rather he defends it 
for its further development of the 
individual responsibility he had 
learned on the farm. The “Three 
Rs” of his day may seem a far cry 
from modern progressive educa- 
tion, but Dr. Spaulding finds in the 
way they did things in his little 
old District School, methods now 
* advocated by the educator pro- 
gressives, though called by differ- 
ent names, and administered far 
differently. 

Readers will find his decisions to 
go to preparatory school and col- 
lege were made by himself in ac- 
cordance with his farm-bred inde- 
pendence, and his own money fi- 
nanced his education. His account 
of his life at Cushing Academy and 
Amherst is absorbing, though no 
more so than his experiences 
abroad and those outlined at the 
conclusion of the book. 

Winchester readers ought to get 
a chuckle out of Dr. Spaulding’s 
reference to the School Committee, 
the members of which did not want 
to put an old school falling into 
disrepair in good shape because 
they feared that if they did so, the 
people of the “district” would re- 
fuse to provide funds for the new 
school the committee wanted. 

Dr. Spaulding’s hook should he 
I read by everyone who thinks that 
education can only be obtained at 
great expense in costly buildings 
of advanced design under highly 
paid, professionally trained edu- 
cators and teachers. Many of the 
lessons which have most influenced 
his life and aided in greatest de- 
gree in the formation of the phi- 
losophy about which he writes, 
were learned far away from the 
blackboard and text book.

When Zirpolo appeared in court 
at Woburn, Justice Henchey found 
him guilty and gave him a two- 
months’ suspended sentence. The 
police recovered the paint at a 
Somerville taxi office, and Zirpolo’s 
wife returned $22 to the paint deal- 
er in court.

TOWN MEETING 
VOTES NEW BOILERS 

SPECIAL SESSION 
STAGGERED AT COST 
OF NEW EQUIPMENT 
FOR HIGH SCHOOL 

The special session of the limited 
town meeting, held Wednesday 
night with 26 more than the 100 
members necessary for a quorum 
present, voted to install new boil- 
ers in the high school building, to 
install fire screens in the Wadleigh 
building and to use funds remain- 
ing in the high school repairs ac- 
count with a transfer from the Ex 
cess and Deficiency Account to con- 
struct a "sample room’’ at the high 
school. 

Payment for the items voted is 
to be by transfer from the funds in 
the Excess and Deficiency Account 
and the total voted under three 
separate articles is $81,928.20. In- j 
dividually, the new boilers and in 
stallation will cost $78,451.20, the 
fire screens, $2,552.00, and the 
"sample room”, something over 
$2,000. For the last item only $925 
was authorized by transfer at Wed- 
nesday's meeting, this amount he- ; 
ing added to funds remaining in 
the Senior High School Building! 
Rehabilitation and Renovation Ac- | 
count. 

These are the simple facts of the 
meeting. The boilers and fire- 
screens had to be provided if the 
high school and the Wadleigh 
School are to be used this fall. The 
"sample room” evidently rode in on 
the coattails of the necessary ap- 
propriations. 

Few who went to the meeting 
believed there would be much of 
any debate over the transfers to 
pay for the boilers and fire-screens, 
but even the school authorities 
themselves, or some of them, were 
afraid the "sample room” might 
not go over. 

Incidentally this isn’t to be a 
loom in which samples are kept. 
Briefly, the money is to be spent 
to renovate a single high school 
room as a sample of what the en- 
tire building will look like, if and 
when it is completely remodelled. 
The room will have a new ceiling 
and floor, different walls and mod- 
ern lighting, and will be furnished 
with a set of modern school room 
furniture which has been in use at 
the high school for several years. 

The idea behind the "sample 
room” is to enable the citizens and 
taxpayers to see what a modern- 
ized high school will look like if 
the committee now studying the 
school building situation decide to 
modernize and the town supports 
their judgment. 

There wasn't any option on the 
expenditures for new boilers and 
the fire-screens. The underwriters 
agent had refused to certify the 
old boilers any longer and the 
State Department of Public Safe- 
ty refused to permit further 
use of the Wadleigh building 
without the fire-screens. Anyone 
would have thought the meeting 
would pass the articles in routine 
fashion and get out of the steaming 
hall as soon as possible. 

Such was not the case. There was 
an audible gasp when Moderator 
Wadsworth read the amount nec- 
essary for the new boilers, and af- 
ter Mr. Swift, speaking for the Fi- 
nance Committee, stated that the 
Committee felt the figures were 
high, and had only since four 
o’clock on the afternoon of the 
meeting to consider them, dele- 
gates arose here and there for in- 
formation. 

Mr. Swift did say the Finance 
Committee recommended favorable 
action on the transfer of $78,451.20 
for the boilers, but that word 
"high” and the late hour at which 
the Finance Committee got the fig- 
ures had started something, and a 
succession of speakers, Mr. Pike, 
Mr. Russell, Mr. Hewis, Mr. Twom- 
bly, Mrs. McDonald, and others 
whose names we did not get wanted 
specific information. Especially 
they were concerned with the 
break-down of the entire amount 
for boilers, specifically with the 
fact that the boilers themselves 
cost only $7,700 of the total 
$78,451.20.

A SERIOUS THEFT 

The final chapter of what many 
would undoubtedly consider a seri- 
ous breach of the law was written 
Wednesday morning in the District 
Court at Woburn when Justice Wil- 
liam Henchey sentenced a Win- 
chester man to 90 days in the 
House of Correction at Billerica on 
two charges; the first, breaking 
and entering in the day time with 
intent to commit a misdemeanor; 
and second, drunkenness. Sixty of 
the ninety days were assessed on 
the breaking and entering charge, 
the remainder for being drunk, the 
defendant having a suspended sen- 
tence for drunkenness already 
hanging over his head. 

The seriousness of the entire sit- 
uation stems from what the de- 
fendant took from a West Side 
home when he did his breaking 
and entering act. According to Sgt. 
Thomas F. Cassidy of the Police 
Department, who prosecuted the 
case for the town, the theft was of 
two fifteen-year-old bottles of cog- 
nac and a bottle of gin. Few con- 
noisseurs would feel sixty days for 
the theft of fifteen-year-old liquor 
is too severe a penalty. 

The theft occurred on Monday 
night and, following a tip received 
on Tuesday, Officer Thomas Par- 
sons arrested the party responsible 
at his home Tuesday. The latter 
had evidently been sampling the 
cognac, for both he and a friend, 
who was probably helping fix a 
value on the booty by means of ex- 
tensive sampling, were arrested, 
first of all, for drunkenness. The 
additional charge of breaking and 
entering was added after Sergeant 
Cassidy had questioned the alleged 
breaker and enterer and he had ad- 
mitted the theft of liquor from the 
West Side home. 

The Judge sentenced the friend 
who aided in the disposition of the 
stolen liquor to 15 days at Billerica. 
He and the man who did the steal- 
ing were taken there by Sgt. Cas- 
sidy and Officer Clarence E. Dun- 
bury after court on Wednesday.

|A NEW WAY TO CONTROL ANTS 

iCIU.ORPANE DOES THE TRICK 

There is now a new method for 
ant control which eliminates all 
the fuss and bother of trying to 
determine what kind of bait the 
ants will eat. The insecticide, chlor- 
dane, is the answer to the ant 
problem. It kills by direct contact, 
and thus eliminates the use of 
poison baits and the hazard which 
always accompanies their use; 
namely, that a child or pet may ac- 
cidentally find and eat them. 

Uhlordane will kill any and all 
ants that walk or crawl on treated 
surfaces. Properly used, it can he 
depended upon to control them 
when and wherever they become a 
nuisance, such as in the home, on 
the lawn, the farm or the picnic 
grounds. Treatment is easy and 
simple. 

The home and especially the 
kitchen is a place where ants seem 
to delight in making a nuisance of 
themselves. With chUrdane the 
following simple procedure usually 
gives quick relief. Obtain a 2 per 
cent oil solution which has been 
manufactured for household use, 
apply it with a paint brush to base- 
hoards, door jambs, walls and 
around the base of cupboards, cab- 
inets, table legs and other objects 
over which the ants crawl in gain- 
ing entrance to the house, or places 
where they are foraging. When 
used around the kitchen or other 
places where food is stored take 
care to use it is such a way that 
food will not be contaminated or 
children can easily get it on their 
hands or into their mouths. 
WHEN HOMES ARE OVER-RUN 

If the whole house is being over- 
run with ants and the points of 
entrance cannot be determined, fol- 
low this procedure: Prepare a 2 
per cent chlordane water emulsion 
(mix 1 quart of 45 to 47 per cent 
chlordane emulsified concentrate in 
6 gallons of water) and spray all 
outside portions of the building 
from the ground to the first floor 
window level, all window and door 
frames, steps, porch edges and 
sides, and all other objects under 
the house, such as pillars and 
pipes, that may form a bridge from 
the house over which ants can 
crawl. This type of treatment has 
been found to keep homes, in the 
South, free of the pestiferous Ar- 
gentine and other common house- 
hold ants for an entire season. 

Most ants which invade homes 
have their nests outside of the 
building. The line of marching ants 
can usually be followed back to the 
nests from which they come. If 
these nests and the hills they make 
can be found and “spot treated” 


with chlordane sprays or dusts, the 
ants in the house will disappear. 

Lawns and picnic areas are often 
polluted with ants, and lawns on 
occasion may be seriously dam- 
aged. Chlordane is a top-notch in- 
secticide for eliminating ants in 
such places. Foraging ants may be 
killed by dusting or spraying the 
areas. For each acre to be treated, 
use 30 pounds of a 5 per cent dust, 
or either 3 pounds of a 50 per cent 
wettable powder or 1 quarts 
of an emulsified concentrate in 100 
gallons of water. For smaller 
areas use proportionately smaller 
amounts. One pound of the dust or 
1 ounce of the wettable powder in 
2 Mj gallons of water is ample to 
treat 1,000 square feet of lawn. 

Where there are many ant hills 
in a lawn or picnic area it is de- 
sirable to seek them out and give 
them an extra dousing of spray. 
Often “spot treatment’’ of the ant 
hills is all that is necessary to 
eliminate ants from a field or lawn. 
This is accomplished by thoroughly 
wetting each individual ant hill 
along with an area of abut 2 square 
feet surrounding it, with water 
containing 2 per cent chlordane. 

In “spot treating” an ordinary 
sprinkling can may be used in 
making the treatments, if a spray- 
er is not available. A satisfactory 
solution (approximately 2 per 
cent) may he prepared by mixing 
6 ounces of chlordane, either the 50 
per cent wettable powder or the 45 
to 47 per cent emulsified concen- 
trate with one gallon of water. 
POISON BAIT FOR ANTS 

Important in ant control is the 
destruction of the queens which 
lay eggs that produce the workers. 
Since the queens live a protected 
life in their nests, they must be 
destroyed there. Because worker 
ants will collect poison baits, and 
take them back to the nest for the 
queens to eat, poisoned baits have 
proved quite satisfactory for kill- 
ing queens. For this reason, poison- 
ed baits are useful in eliminating 
hard to find nests. The type of bait 
required will depend upon the food 
habits of that particular ant. Some 
ants prefer a sweet bait, while 
others prefer a greasy bait. 

The two common poisons used in 
ant baits are sodium arsenate and 
thallium sulphate. Both of these

GREATER BOSTON 
AREA COUNCIL 

‘ \ community without n plan 
is a community without a future.” 
William Roger Greeley, C hairman 
of the recently formed Greater 
Boston Area Council stated in an- 
nouncing the appointment by the 
council of a research committee on 
regional planning and industrial 
development. 

Composed of representatives of 
Boston and the suburbs, planners, 
lawyers, businessmen, architects, 
realtors, nnd employees, the com- 
mittee has been assigned the task 
by the council of looking into ways 
and means whereby the Greater 
Boston region, which is one eco- 
nomic, social, nnd technological 
unit, can he provided with an over- 
all plan for its development. The 
research committee’s purpose, how- 
ever, is not to produce a proposal 
limited to the creation of one plan 
for one year, but rather to recom- 
mend a governmental procedure 
and structure which will assure a 
perpetuating mechanism for intel- 
ligent planning for the region. 

Mr. Greeley continued, “To pro- 
vide the citizens of our communi- 
ties with expanding job opportuni- 
ties and better living and play 
facilities, the region must find 
some way to coordinate the vision 
of people and governments of the 
area, in order to realize the max- 
imum use of the assets of the en- 
tire regional community. It can 
lead only to absurdity for Boston 
to have a master plan. Brookline 
another, Cambridge another and 
Wellesley still another and a mul- 
titude of other communities hav- 
ing their separate plans which are 
not coordinated and integrated. 
Needless to say, the committee’s 
job is to inquire in this period in 
Greater Boston’s history when all 
the communities are struggling to 
find adequate financial resources if 
it is both wasteful and inefficient 
for there to he 43 cities nnd towns 
drawing 43 incomplete, inadequate 
plans when one central agency or 
coordinating agency might he able 
to harness greater talents at lower 
costs and produce far better and 
more complete results.” 

Charged with the responsibility 
of plotting a forward looking 
course in this area and preparing 
a report for study hy the 250 men 
and women of the Greater Boston 
Area (’ouneil are John Darkness 
of “Architects Collaborative,” a 
resident of Lexington, as chair- 
man and the following members:

WINCHESTER BOY 
BADLY INJURED 

"BILL" FORESTER IN AUTO 
ACCIDENT IN ATTLEBORO 


“Bill” Forester, 19-year-old Dart- 
mouth student and son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul W. Forester, Jr., of 6 
Lawrence street, is in serious con- 
dition at the Sturdy Memorial Hos- 
pital in Attleboro, following an 
automobile accident in which he 
was involved at 5 o’clock last week 
Friday morning. 

“Bill” had been working during 
his summer vacation in Maine. He 
had a couple of days off and had 
decided to visit friends in West- 
erly, R. I. On the return trip to 
Maine on the Route 1 bypass in 
Attleboro, he fell asleep and his 
car crashed into a tree. He was 
removed to the Sturdy Hospital 
and entered in critical condition, 
having sustained a broken leg, 
three broken ribs, as well as hav- 
ing both jaws broken. Whether 
there are also head injuries had not 
been determined up to yesterday 
morning, as “Bill’s” condition has 
been so serious that is has been 
impossible to move him for neces- 
sary X-rays. 

When the accident occurred Mr. 
and Mrs. Forester were in New 
Hampshire, having gone to La- 
conia to visit their younger son, 
“Bob”, who is working at Three- 
Mile Island Camp. 

The Attleboro Police communi- 
cated news of the accident to the 
Winchester authorities, who tried 
to locate the Foresters, but with- 
out success, there being no way of 
reaching them by phone. Conse- 
quently it was not until nine o’clock 
Friday morning when Mr. Forester 
called his office at the Rex Lumber 
Company that he learned of “Bill’s” 
accident. He and Mrs. Forester 
left immediately for their son’s 
bedside. 

As the Star went to press yester- 
day Mr. Forester reported that he 
had seen his son the day previous 
and that “Bill” was bright and able 
to talk. The young man is still in 
serious, even critical, condition, and 
attending physicians state he will 
not be out of the woods until after 
the week-end. *• 

Mr. Forester is hopeful that his 
son’s condition will improve suf- 
ficiently so that he can soon be 
transferred to the hospital here. 
He had nothing but praise for the 
care given Bill by the Sturdy Hos- 
pital staff and nurses and believes 
their professional skill and imme- 
diate transfusions, followed by ex- 
ceptional interest and care, have 
undoubtedly saved his son’s life.

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


There is an Indian village in 
Brooklyn. Some 400 Mohawks live 
as neighbors in comfortable, mod- 
ern apartments. Most of the Mo- 
hawk men are employed in stell 
skyscraper construction, for which 
they show a particular aptitude, 
combined with lack of fear while 
working at great heights. 


The Mississippi River surface be- 
tween dikes at New Orleans is nor- 
mally about three feet above sea 
level and above the average level of 
the city’s streets. The river bed at 
New Orleans averages about 80 
feet below sea level, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. 

Napoleon once contemplated resi- 
dence in the United States. The 
emperor is quoted in the National 
Geographic Magazine as saying to 
his brother Joseph: “If we are 
forced to flee to America, I should 
choose a place between Philadel- 
phia and New York and on the 
Delaware River, in order to get 
news by packet.” 


The drift of polar ice has long 
been noted by Arctic explorer, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
An example cited by Commander 
Danold B. MacMillan concerns a 
pair of pants. Commande MacMil- 
lan says that a friend left his pants 
on the ice off Siberia in 1881 and 
they were found at Cape Farewell, 
Greenland, in 1884. 


In addition to aiding motor 
travel, one of the main purposes of 
early automobile clubs was to over- 
come antagonism of livery stable 
operators who frequently barred 
‘‘horeseless carriages” from their 
premises. 


Longyearbyen (Longyear City), 
administrative capital of Spitsber- 
gen, was named for John M. Long- 
year, a Bostonian who in 1905 con- 
ducted the first large scale coal 
mining operations in the icy Arctic 
archipelago. Spitsbergen has been 
governed by Norway since 1925. 


A total eclipse of the sun will 
occur ’June 30, 1954. Starting at 
sunrise in the north-central United 
States, it will end at sunset in In- 
dia, notes the National Geographic 
Society. It will he unusual in that 
its path of totality extends across 
land more than water, giving mil- 
lions of people the chance to ob- 
serve it if their area skies are 
clear. 


Fat - tailed sheep are raised 
throughout the Near East, hut not 
only for wool, meat, and milk, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
Their tails, which weigh up to 35 
pounds, yield a fat prized in mak- 
ing pastry. In times of drought, 
the fat stored in the tails serves as 
a reserve supply of nourishment for 
the animal. 

“Leghorn” hats are so called be- 
cause they have long been shipped 
from Italy’s west-coast port of Leg- 
horn (Livorno). They are made 
100 road miles inland at Fiesole, a 
suburb of Florence, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society.

May- 
be he didn’t exactly understand it 
himself; but, as he pointed out, he 
was "an Olympian” and who ex- 
pects the gods to understand silly 
little things like morality? 

The intellectuals were going to 
legislate away the human desire to 
acquire things — a process which 
has steadily improved the living 
standards of all man.

RECEIVED B. U. DEGREE 

The medical profession’s public 
relations demand more than a 
charming bedside manner, in the 
opinion of one of Boston Univer- 
sity’s degree winners, Ur. John F. 
Conlin of York road, since 1947 the 
Director of Medical Information 
and Fducation for the Massachu- 
setts Medical Society. 

Dr. Conlin, who received a Mas- 
ter of Science degree in Public Re- 
lations from the University’s 
School of Public Relations and 
Communications, said that "No one 
field needs better public relations 
or has more public relations prob- 
lems that the medical profession.” 

One of the state’s leaders in pro- 
moting more information for lay 
people on public health questions, 
and medical practices, Dr. Conlin 
said that he took on his job of 
public information without profes- 
sional training in the field. He 
started his Boston University grad- 
uate program last fall (1951) be- 
cause, he said, "While I have learn- 
ed to do my job through a combina- 
tion of intuition, common sense, 
and trail and error, I felt the need 
of greater technical background in 
this new r science of communica- j 
tion.” Dr. Conlin likened public re- 


lations techniques to the medical 
profession in its growing emphasis 
on scientific research and surveys 
now being used more and more to 
develop new methods of communi- 
cation. 

Dr Conlin has had a varied car- 
eer, having spent nine years from 
1923-1932 in Passionist monaster- 
ies in Kastern United States be- 
fore deciding to become a doctor. 
He was graduated from Tufts 
School of Medicine in 1938, and did 
intern and residence work at hos- 
pitals and in the Army until 1945. 
He was discharged as a colonel 
from the Army Medical Corps af- 
ter spending four and a half years 
in the service, much of this with 
General George S. Patton’s Army 
in Europe. He became a graduate 
of the Harvard School of Public 


Health in 1947. 

His work in medical public rcla 
tions began when he became chair- 
man of the Massachusetts Commit- 
tee for Medical Research in 1946, 
working mostly in publicizing the 
medical profession’s position on 
vivisection and chiropractic meth- 
ods. Other programs carried out 
under Dr. Conlin’s direction include 
the Boston Chest X-Ray program.

SHARE DELAWARE RIVER 


COLLISION ON POND STREET 


A Dodge sedan being driven east 
on Pond street by Malcolm J. 
Campbell of 30 Mozart street, Ja- 
maica Plain, was in collision Mon- 
day forenoon at the intersection 
of the Woburn Parkway with a 
Plymouth coupe being driven out 
of the Parkway by Alfred K. Bart- 
lett of 117 Howe avenue, Shelton, 
Conn. 

Both cars were disabled and were 
towed to Woburn garages. Fred 
Masse of 145 Lexington street, 
Woburn, riding with Bartlett, was 
reported injured in the collision. 


The Delaware River, named for 
a man who may never have seen it, 
and trickling from a duckpond 
and a mountain spring, ranks as 
one of the nation’s most important 
avenues of commerce. 

Albert W. Atwood traces the 
Delaware from its insignificant 
Catskill sources to the great and 
busy bay that carries it into the 
Atlantic in the current (July) issue 
of the National Geographic Maga- 
zine. 

The Delaware, Dr. Atwood 
writes, was termed “a glorious 
River” by William Penn, who 
founded Philadelphia at the con- 
fluence of the river and the Schuyl- 
kill. The stream justifies Penn’s 
words. It is broad and majestic in 
its lower reaches, and moves 
through mountain playgrounds and 
prosperous farmland nearer its 
source. 

The farmlands and mountains — 
cut at the famous Delaware Water 
Gap — contrast sharply with the 
great industries and cities served 
by deepwater transportation of the 
navigable portions of the river. 

Steel Mill Rising 

One of the world’s greatest steel 
mills, the Fairless works of United 
States Steel, is rising from farm- 
land in Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania. At Trenton, capital of New 
Jersey, a few miles upstream from 
the Fairless works, the world’s first 
open hearth furnace, the type in 
which most steel is made today, 
was set up in 1868. 

The immense new steel mill will 
take water from the river, some 
230,000,000 gallons a day. But 
Fairless works will give better than 
it takes, returning 242,000,000 gal- 
lons of water, purified of industrial 
waste daily. The increase comes 
from underground sources also 
serving the mill. 

Philadelphia, once the nation’s 
capital and now its third city and 
the second United States port in 
tonnage of waterborne commerce, 
lies a short distance downstream. 

Other industrial cities trading 
with all parts of the world in ships 
plying the Delaware are Camden, 
N. J., Chester, Pa., and Wilming- 
ton, Delaware. 

Shipbuilding (’enter 

The Delaware is one of the Na- 
tion’s prime shipbuilding centers, 
with ways at Camden, Chester, 
Philadelphia, and elsewhere. Tre- 
mendous quantities of oil are 
brought by tanker to refineries lin- 
ing the stream, and great chemical 
installations are served by its 
waterborne traffic. 

George Washington crossed the 
Delaware with 2,400 men on Christ- 
mas night, 1776, to rout the Hes- 
sians at Trenton — a crossing made 
j familiar to every school child by 
Emanuel Leutze’s famous painting. 
Philadelphia is packed with his- 
torical shrines, including Indepen- 
dence Hall, “the Cradle of the Na- 
tion.” 

The Dutch, among the first set- 
tlers in the area, called the stream 
the South River to distinguish it 
from the Hudson, or North River. 
But the name that lasted was be- 
stowed by an English adventurer, 
Samuel Argali, in honor of Lord 
De La Warr, first colonial gover- 
nor of Virginia.

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS

Ostriches — largest and most 
powerful of the flightless birds — 
have been kept in enclosures and 
“farmed” since 1857. Before that 
time plumes sold on the fashion 
markets in Europe and America 
were secured by hunting wild os- 
triches, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 


The only French possession on 
the mainland of North or South 
America, French Guiana, is also 
j France’s oldest colonial outpost. 

The Sabbath is strictly kept on 
the Isle of Skye in the Hebrides, 
and residents can. if they wish, at- 
tend two church services in succes- 
sions. One service is in English 
and the other in Gaelic. 

The first transcontinental tele- 
graph line was completed on Oc- 
tober 24, 1861, nearly eight years 
before the continent was crossed by 
rail, says the National Geographic 
Society. 

Most fireflies are believed to eat 
I nothing during the few summer 
days and nights when they are 
* sparking around. They live on 
energy stored when they are larvae 


Auks and murres lay but a single 
egg; hummingbirds, two; robins, 
three to five; grouse, eight to 15. 
The number is probably an adap- 
tation to the dangers to which the 
eggs and young are subjected. 

Battle Harbour, center of Labra- 
dor’s fishing industry probably took 
its name from the Portuguese word 
batal, meaning boat, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. At this 
settlement in 1893, Dr. Wilfred T. 
Grenfell — “Grenfell of Labrador” 
built the first hospital for the 
Indians and Eskimos of the region. 

New Zealand, doen in the south- 
ern hemisphere, abounds in fish and 
trees imported from North Amer- 
ica, says the National Geographic 
Magazine. A natural shortage of 
game fish resulted in the “planting” 
of brown and rainbow trout from 
Canada in the streams. Forest de- 
pletion called for new timber, and 
such trees as Douglas fir and Mon- 
terey pine were brought in to build 
up reserves.

AND BRIEFS 

New York City reaches nearly 
100 miles into the lower Catskills 
for most of its water supply. Los 
Angeles depends largely on Owens 
River water brought 238 miles by 
aqueduct, and draws one-sixth of 
its supply 392 miles from the Par- 
ker Dam on the Colorado River, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 


In 1937 the asteroid Hermes, 
about a mile in diameter, came 
within 500,000 miles of the earth, 
although its path was such that it 
could not have struck. Should such 
an object hit a city, however, it 
would dig a crater several miles 
across where the city stood, and the 
hot air blast would destroy all life 
and property for miles around.

WINCHESTER OFFICER 
MISSING AT SEA 

Mrs. Cecelia V. Cunningham of 
17f» Wildwood street is anxiously 
waiting for further news of her 
son, Alfred G. Cunningham, 34, 
first engineering officer of the 
American Export ship Exchequer, 
believed lost from his ship in the 
Red Sea Tuesday, August 19. 

Mrs. Cunningham and her son- 
in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
George L. Croft, who live with 
Mrs. Cunningham on Wildwood 
street, received news of the trag- 
edy last Thursday in a cable from 
the Exchequer’s captain. The Cun- 
ninghams and Crofts came to Win- 
chester from Jamaica Plain in 1949. 

The Exchequer was on the India 
run when the accident occurred, 
having been out of American wa- 
ters for three months with her last 
port of call at Port Sudan. 

The cablegram stated that Mr. 
Cunningham’s disappearance was 
noticed about 3:30 Tuesday morn- 
ing, a time when he normally is 
preparing to go off watch and goes 
to the cabin of the officer relieving 
him. It is believed that the mishap 
occurred after he had aroused his 
relief and that in all probability 
Mr. Cunningham was washed over- 
board in a heavy sea. At his home 
it was said that he might have been 
checking the steering of the ship, 
which is one of the regular duties 
of the officer on watch. 

Mr. Cunningham is a veteran of 
World War II, during which he 
survived the sinking of two of the 
ships on which he served, one be- 
ing sunk in the Pacific and the oth- 
er, the Georgetown, going down off 
the Irish Coast. 

A native of Jamaica Plain and a 
graduate of Boston Iaitin School, 
Mr. Cunningham worked for a 
time after graduation as a machin- 
ist at the Boston Navy Yard, tak- 
ing night courses in engineering 
subjects at Lowell Institute. At the 
beginning of World War II he en- 
listed in the Merchant Marine, 
serving on tankers in the Pacific 
and Near East. From the Merchant 
Marine he entered the Coast Guard 
and was sent at once to the Coast 
Guard Officers’ Training School at 
New London, from which he was 
graduated in 1943 with the rank of 
ensign. 

During the remainder of the war 
he shipped out of the West Coast 
on armed transports carrying high 
octane fuel and ammunition to air- 
plane carriers engaged in island 
invasions in the Pacific. It was dur- 
ing this service that he received a 
citation for declining leave that 
was due him to remain on his job. 

He was promoted to lieutenant, 
junior grade, and then to lieuten- 
ant before his release from the 
Coast Guard in 194G. 

From the Coast Guard Mr. Cun- 
ningham entered the service of the 
American Export Line in New 
York. He was serving as first en- 
gineering officer on the Exchequer 
when the accident involving him 
occurred. His ship is due in this 
country September 5. 

Meanwhile everything possible is 
being done to get more exact news 
of the young Winchester officer. 
Through Congressman Kennedy 
the State Department is working 
with the British authorities at 
Port Sudan and Port Said in the 
Suez, and the American Consul at 
Sudan is also cooperating. 

The American Export Company 
has wired the captain of the Ex- 
chequer to make every effort to un- 
cover any facts bearing upon the 
accident, and it is believed that the 
Coast Guard will conduct an in- 
quiry into the tragedy when Mr. 
Cunningham’s ship reaches Bos- 
ton.

Cliff Lumsdcn, 21, of new Toron- 
to, was the winner, finally besting 
Norris by some 200 yards, after a 
blistering two-man race. Steve 
Wozniak of Buffalo, winner of the 
race in 1948, was third, Tommy 
Bark of Hamilton, fourth; and the 
Egyptian tenm of llassan Abou 
Bakr, Saied El Araby and Abdel 
Latif Abou Heif, fifth, sixth and 
seventh, respectively. Lumsden’s 
time, four hours, 24 minutes and 
six seconds, was almost five min- 
utes behind the record of 4:19:28 
established by Frank Pritchard of 
Buffalo in 1997. Norris’ time was 
4:27:58 and Wozniak ’s, 4:40:45. 

A crowd estimated at 10,000 
lined the Canadian National Ex- 
position shore line on Ontario for 
the race which was swum over a 
half mile course and which turned 
out to be a real dog fight for the 
first four miles among Lumsden, 
the 24-year-old Norris. George Re-

Kerschner of Toronto. The lead 
amounting to a foot or two at most 
at each turn changed with every 
mile. 

The pnee, however, proved too 
fast for Bevan and Kerschner, last 
year’s winner, Bevan developing 
groin cramps and Kerschner swim- 
ming himself completely out at the 
half way mark. 

He stuck with Lumsden and Nor- 
ris for 4 miles, but was 50 yards 
behind at the half way mark, grad- 
ually falling out of competition. 
The Norris-Lumsden battle went 
on from the five mile turn with the 
Winchester boy leading over the 
sixth and seventh miles by a foot 
or two. 

Lumsden then commenced to 
come and at the end of the eighth 
mile had built up a good lead. Nor- 
ris fought hack, and continued to 
make a race of it, but couldn’t 
overtake the Canadian boy over the 
last two miles. The water varied 
from f>l to 67 degrees throughout 
the race. 

Lumsden received $5000 for win- 
ning the race and four $50 lap 
prizes to raise his take to $5200. 
Norris, who turned professional a 
year ago, got $2250 for second 
money and also won four laps at 
$50 each to swell his total to $2450. 


Wozniak picked up $750, Park, 
$500; Bakr, $300; and El Araby, 
$150. Bevan got $50 for winning 
the first lap and Kerschner a like 
amount for leading at the end of 
the second lap. 

Lumsden reported his money 
would go into a house and admitted 
he is thinking about marriage. Nor- 
ris said his prize money would put 
him through his second year at 
Harvard Medical School. He was 
figuring the rate of exchange would 
j help him too. 

Ted finished the race in reason- 
ably good shape though he was not 
perhaps ns well prepared for the 
terrific grind as many of the other 
competitors who had spent most of 
the summer training at Ontario. 

The Winchester boy lost his 
amateur standing a year ago when 
he accepted the job of director of 
the swimming pool at The Country 
Club in Brookline. He competed in 
the CNE race last summer, but had 
no practice swimming in Ontario 
and found the water conditions 
made it impossible for him to do 
himself justice. 

This year Ted went up to Ontar- 
io a week before the race and bad 
that much time to accustom him- 
self to the water and course. He 
has again been director of the pool 


at the Country Club, and has been 
getting in practice swims at Lake 
Walden in Concord before report- 
ing at the pool at 10 in the fore- 
noon.

“Mrs. Chandler explained that 
the $4U,Ot>0 would be expended for 
new lockers, improvement of phy- 
sics laboratory, a new soundproof 
roiling for the cafeteria, renovating 
the lavatories, outside painting and 
contingencies. 

“Mr. Clark bespoke the Finance 
Committee’s approval, but Mr. 
Parker Claiki was of the opinion 
that prettying up the building 
wouldn’t keep the children warm 
and favored doing something about 
the heating system, which the 
School Committee proposed to 
leave as it is, at least until the new 
secondary school committee decides 
what will be done about the high 
chool. Mrs. Chandler said a new

Jim Fielding of Lawrence street, 
Winchester High School graduate 
who enters Oberlin in the fall, re- 
turned lust week Thursday from a 
seven-weeks stay in Mexico, during 
which time he lived in the home of 
Joaquin Barbara, a Mexican boy 
who visited Jim in Winchester last 
December through the exchange of 
students arranged by Mr. David 
Kotkov, Spanish teacher at W in- 
chester High School. 

Jim found his Mexican visit a 
most interesting and worth-while 
experience. Actually living with 
Mexicans and speaking a new lan- 
guage continually posed many 
problems, chief among them being 
the difficulty of speaking and un- 
derstanding Spanish. With con- 
stant use, however, Jim found he 
learned the language much faster 
than he anticipated. 

Jim found Mexico a very inter- 
esting and picturesque country 
with its beautiful coastline and 
snow-capped mountains. He spent 
one wonderful week at the beauti- 
ful Pacific Coast resort of Acapul- 
co, now very popular with Amer- 
icans and Mexicans alike. 

Mexican food was different, Jim 
admits. He liked it except for the 
tongue-searing “chile”, which is in 
practically everything, and the fri- 
joles (beans) which are a part of j 
every meal. 

Jim figured he might see at least 
a small revolution while lie was in 
the country with the presidential j 
elections coming up, but things at 
the polls were the most peaceful I 
they had been in years, with only 1 
seven persons killed in one minor | 
riot which the police quelled with ! 
tear-gas bombs. 

Mexico City is attractive with i 
its many modern buildings and 
elaborate old churches built by the j 
conquistadores in the sixteenth 
century. Built on top of a native 


Indian Aztec city in the middle of 
an old lake bed, many of the heavy 
buildings are settling in the mud, 
and during the heavy rainfall of 
the summer season many of the 
main streets are flooded. There are 
only two seasons, wet and dry, in 
Mexico City with its tropical loca- 
tion and altitude of 7500 feet. Tem- 
peratures range from 60 degrees 
fahrenheit to 75 degrees all year.

WINCHESTER PREPARES 
FOR S. A. APPEAL 


Enthusiasm is sparking the ef- 
forts of leaders in Winchester as 
they complete preparations for 
next month’s Friendly Annual Ap- 
peal here for the Salvation Army. 

From the new Provincial Head- 
quarters building of the Salvation 
Army at 147 Berkeley street, ded- 
icated early this year, Colonel Wm. 
H. Fox, commanding the New Kng- 
land forces of the Salvation Army,

USE THREE DIHENSION PICTURES 
TO SELL REAL ESTATE 

(The following from the South 
Shore Mirror Published nt Scituate 
Thursday, August 21. tells of a 
new business venture by two form- 
er well known Winchester young 
people, John nnd Kay McGill. It 
should prove of much interest to 
the many renders of the Star who 
know Kay ns the daughter of Mr. 
nnd Mrs. William J. Parrot of 21 
Wildwood street, and her husband 
as the son of Mrs. Evelyn H. Mc- 
Gill of 75 Church street, nnd the 
late William H. McGill.) 

"Once upon a time, the young 
buck of the family took a few looks 
in the parson’s stereoptician view- 
er and set out to see the world. 
If he returns now, he can look nt 
an ultra-modem refinement of the 
old viewer and pick out the home 
in which he will settle down for 
the sunset years of his life. 

“ And this he can do right here 
in Scituate nt the home of Kny and 
John McGill, who have spent the 
past several months developing a 
new technique in the selling of 
real estate that is sure to he of 
interest nationally among real est- 
ate dealers. 

"Kay and John McGill in or- 
dinary life, are Mr. and Mrs. John 
H. McGill and they live at 21 Meet- 
inghouse Lane. Kay and John Mc- 
Gill are in the real estate busi- 
ness for at least two important rea- 
sons. (1) John McGill had been tra- 
veling from coast to coast in con- 
nection with his business as a pro- 
moter and merchandiser, which 
made it impossible for him to he 
at home very often. (2) Kay and 
John have always enjoyed working 
together and real estate offered 
them a perfect opportunity for do- 
ing so. 

"After an intensive study of 
real estate, they burned their 
bridges and opened their office. 
John injected his financial and 
promotional experience into the 
firm. Their primary objective was 
to build up a business based on 
friendship, h mesty and informal- 
ity. 

"In spite of well intended advice 
that they would he very lucky to 
sell one house in their first six 
month period of operation, they 
proceeded to sell four houses in 
their first month of operation and 
have increased this rate of sale 
each month since then. This is 
some sort of record. 

"But John’s merchandising back- 
ground and age-old methods of sel- 
ling real estate were at odds with 
each other. So he set out to find 
a new and better way to do it, 
ended up with what is believed to 
be the first marriage of three di- 
mensional photography and real 
estate .... and the results are ter- 
rific! 

"Most everyone is familiar with 
the stereoscope and the optical 
magic produced by it. Stereosco- 
pic pictures in full natural color 
are not only very beautiful hut 
they accurately portray the photo- 
graphed object. 

"Another name for sterescopic 
is three-dimensional. Three-dimen- 
sional photography produces a true 
to-life image and creates for the 
viewer the illusion that he can 
reach out and touch objects in the 
picture. 

"The possibilities of three-dimen- 
sional color photography having 
occured to Kay and John McGill 
they proceded immediately to do 
something about it. 

"They purchased a lot of equip- 
ment and commenced taking pic- 
tures of houses. With the help 
of their assistants, Ruth Payntar, 
Barbara Rogers and Nate Austin, 
they have already accumulated 
hundreds of pictures of houses 
listed with them for sale. These 
pictures include exterior shots 
showing as completely as possible 
the internal features. 

"Some of the interior shots show 
cellars and attics, heating systems, 
good features and had features, in 
an effort to accurately show the 
houses as they really are. 

"Kay McGill admits that most 
houses look better from the out- 
side when they are photographed 
at sunset or sunrise rather than 
on a rainy, dull day hut, otherwise, 


the pictures show every feature 
realistically. 

“The equipment used by Kny and 
John McGill includes projected 
three dimensional viewing of pic- 
tures. This procedure makes view- 
ing easy nnd gives the viewer the 
feeling of being right in the scene 
himself. (A new movie is now be- 
ing finished in Hollywood using 
this same process nnd will he 
ready for release within n few 
weeks.) Seeing projected three- 
dimensional color pictures for the 
first time is a thrilling experience. 

"Some of the potential advan- 
tages to the use of three-dimen- 
sional color photography in the 
merchandising of real estate have 
been pointed out by John. 

"Many prospective house buyers 
make "house hunting” sort of an 
adventure and it winds up into a 
hit-or-miss game involving many 
hours of fruitless searching. The 
limitations in time and space are 
great and the factor of fatique is a 
big one. Some house buyers are 
in no particular hurry hence the 
slow, adventurous method is good 
fun. 

"On the other hand, the majority 
of prospective buyers are faced 
with some time limits, so a method 
whereby they car sec and consi- 
der a greater number of homes of 
the desired size, in suitable locat- 
ions and within the correct price 
range, offers a tremendous advant- 
age. 

"Instead of driving around for a 
couple of hours and physically 
seeing three or four houses, the 
prospective buyer can sit comfort- 
ably, without distractions, and see 
a dozen or more houses, thereby 
bringing into focus one or two 
specific houses which are the ones 
j best suited to him. Neither wea- 
ther nor time make any difference; 
houses can be seen at night; a 
summer homo can he seen and ap- 
preciated during a February bliz- 
zard. 

"The advantages of this method 
of merchandising to a prospective 
seller are, by and large, pretty ob- 
vious. A greater number of pot- 
ential buyers can be shown indivi- 
dual properties. The nuisance of 
having parties of sight-seers 
tramping through a house occupied 
by the seller is eliminated. The phy- 
sical showing of the property is 


confined exclusively to serious and 
interested persons only. 

“Both Kny nnd John McGill look 
upon this new plan askance, t’p 
to this point they have been pret- 
ty successful and their success hns 
been built on the personal touch, 
in a friendly informal manner. 
They have also been pretty busy. 
If the picture-showing business 
swamps them, they may have to 
put the operation on an appoint- 
ment schedule. In anticipation 
of a deluge, Nate Austin has al- 
ready spoken up for the popcorn 
concession. 

“For the technically-minded: 
The McGills are using n Stereo 
Realist camera, with its 35mm film 
made by the David White Com- 
pany, and the Stereo Vivid Pro- 
jector, manufactured by the Three 
Dimension Company."

mittee as reasons why this plac<* 
should not he used. We do not 
-ay that it should be, but when the 
land was finally acquired, back in 
'IT, for a guess, “playground pui- 
poses" was first on the list of rea- 
sons for its purchase. We can 
sympathize with those who do not 
like the idea of the Little League 
diamond adjacent to their homes. 
Some of those who live across the 
river from (Jinn Field feel the same 
way about the use of that field for 
organized soft hall. Parking on 
Palmer street looks like a real 
problem, hut that seems to ho a 
problem whatever you try to do, 
and it might he some solution of 
this problem could be worked out. 
Topographically Little League en- 
thusiasts say the field is ideal. 
Certainly it is as accessible to the 
players as Ginn Field, and certain- 
ly it is not being used for anything 
else. Meanwhile we have no quar- 
rel at all with the group of citizens 
who gave their time and effort to 
the consideration of a permanent 
field for Little League just to he 
helpful. The personnel of the group 
is sufficient guarantee that the 
problem was carefully and impar- 
tially considered, just as any civic 
problem would be considered by' the 
same group. However, we do be- 
lieve the Park Commissioners are 
; right in agreeing to the use of 
Ginn Field by tin* Little League 
with some reservation. 


We printed in our last week’s 
edition without comment the letter 
to the Park Hoard from the cit- 
izens’ committee considering the 
matter of a permanent field for 
Little League baseball in Winches- 
ter, and the Park Commissioners’ 
reply. Wo were pleased to see that 
the Park Commissioners agreed to 
make Ginn Field available to the 
Little Leaguers for one year. In 
our opinion they should not at this 
time go further than a year in giv- 
ing over Ginn Field to the Little 
League and we believe, that aside 
from what is actually necessary for 
a legal Little League diamond, the 
field should be disturbed us little 
as possible, at least until such time 
as it is settled beyond doubt that 
this particular town playground is 
the only spot were Little League 
baseball can be played in town. 
Ginn Field is used a lot as a play- 
ground. It serves a neighborhood 
where there are many children 
growing up. The same objections 
voiced to tying up Luring avenue 
playground for Little League use 
last spring, apply equally if not 
more strongly, to (linn Field. In 
addition Ginn Field is the best field 
in town on which to play softball. 
For years now it has been the field 
where important soft ball league 
games have been played. If the 
town is going to continue with soft 
ball, some consideration should be 
given the problem of a suitable 
place for the big championship 
soft ball contests. Then, too, Ginn 
Field has been used for some time 
by the high school girls’ field hock- 
ey team, both for practice and for 
home games. The girls also use 
the field for their spring soft ball. 
Doth sports are popular with the 
high school girls and both are a 
part of the regular physical educa- 
tion program. OtT hand we can 
think of no other easily accessible 
place the girls can play field hockey 
with virtually the entire surface of 
Manchester Field being used for 
varsity and freshman footbalh a 
sport that attracts over one 
hundred high school pupils each 
fall. While not so publicized as 
those of the boys, the girls’ team 
games are just as important to 
them and just as necessary from 
the health angle. The space avail- 
able for girls' sports played out- 
doors, with the exception of tennis, 
has been in recent years exclusively 
at Ginn Field. How is a Little 
League diamond, particularly one 
with all the ramifications, fence, 
dugouts. skun infield, etc., going to 
affect Ginn Field with respect to 
its continued use by the girls? This 
angle, in our opinion, should be 
considered, and probably is being 
considered seriously by the Park 
Commissioners. Now we are mak- 
ing no definite statement that Ginn 
Field is not the place for Little 
League baseball, permanently. The 
Citizens Committee pointed out its 
advantages admirably. They said 
little about the disadvantages of 
taking over the field for Little 
League, and they expressed only 
the objections to the use by the 
League of the land on Palmer 
street held by the town for play- 
ground purposes Little Leugue 
authorities, or at least some of 
them, consider this Palmer street 
spot the ideal location for a per- 
manent Little League field Park

THE IRISH LITTLE PEOPLE 
SHOULD NEVER BE ANNOYED 

Niphtime is the time for the little 
people to he abroad, dancinpr their 
dances, doinyr their work and re- 
pairing damupre done by ordinary 
people. 

Nowhere, observes the National 
Geographic Society, is this better 
known than in Ireland. There the 
little people are household fa- 
miliars. There many floors are not 
swept between sunset and sunrise 
for fear of dustinjr the tiny quests 
out the door, and there food is left 
by doorstep or hearth when ordin- 
ary people tro to bed. 

Ireland’s little people are mostly 
benevolent, even helpful, and guilty 
only of innocent mischief, such as 
keeping butter from churning, or 
teasing horses in the stables. 

But the little people are not to be 
crossed, be they leprechauns, the 
shoemakers and keepers of treasure 
in the fairy worm, or any of their 
numerous kinfolk. 

A captured leprechaun, if held 
firmly and looked straight in the 
eye, has no choice but to tell the 
location of buried gold. But he is 
tricky, and can always divert at- 
tention. When his captor glances 
away — as the little man will make 
him do — the leprechaun disap- 
pears. no matter how firmlv he is 
held. 

There is a recent news story of a 
leprechaun mound on the grounds 
of a housing project near Limerick. 
Workmen ordered to bull-doze the 
mound refused. They had no de- 
sire to disturb and displease the 
little people. 

Outside workmen were called in 
and soon had the hill half removed. 
That night the mound was rebuilt. 

| The newcomers then wisely aban- 
doned the job. and the project was 
built around the mound. 

The workmen were only follow- 
ing their good Irish sense, and cus- 
tom of long standing when they 
refused to level the mound. None 
but the most callous or unmindful 
will disturb the haunts of the little 
people, be they mounds or lone 
thorn trees — “fairy trees.” 

Respect for the little people is 
not confined to Irish workmen. A 
dignified professor of geography at 
Queen’s University in Belfast 
wrote:

Ocean racing yachtsmen and 
other visitors to Bermuda this sum- 
mer are finding the face of this sub- 
tropical island paradise changed in 
hue because a visitor brought not 
tourist dollars, but death to the’ 
Bermuda cedars. 

} Where, prior to World War II, 
i flowers of hibiscus and bougain- 
villea flamed against a background 
of cool, glossy, dark green, now 
much of the backdrop is the sere 
brown of dead trees. The cause 
of the blight, says the National 
Geographic Society, is juniper 
scale from the United States which 
slipped through plant quarantines. 
Famed as the Bermuda “cedars”, 
the trees are in reality junipers. 

Reforestation Planned 
Happily, the British government 
of Bermuda foresees eventual re- 
I moval of almost a million dead and 
dying cedars and complete refores- 
tation. The task will take years 
to complete. Meanwhile, both to 
keep Bermuda green and to hold 
down its light topsoil, fast-grow- 
ing pines, palms and other trees are 
being set out. 

Replanting means a number of 
operations. First, the scale must 
he eliminated, a job now reported 
being successfully carried out with 
the aid of a small beetle, a scale 
parasite. Next, stricken cedars 
must be removed. This job is being 
; undertaken by companies which 
i will use the wood, still of good 
I commercial quality even though 
f rom dettd trees. 

Finally, the new cedars will he 
planted. A few healthy trees sur- 
vived to furnish seed, which was 
planted in Jamaica and elsewhere. 
This seed is expected to provide 
the slow-growing baby cedars for 
a scale-free Bermuda in two or 
three years. 

Built Homes of Uedar 
For more than three centuries, 
Bermuda cedar has played a large 
part in the lives of the islanders. 
Until they learned to build their 
houses from the Aeolian limestone 
just beneath their soil, they built 
wdth the fragrant cedar. 

In cedar ships, they attacked 
Spanish galleons making their east- 
ing in Bermuda latitudes. They 
have long made cedar ornaments 
and furniture. The custom of cele- 
brating births, weddings, and other 
events by planting commemorative 
cedars has been practiced for years. 

Like islanders everywhere, Ber- 
mudians are fond of the things 
they have always known. They are 
willing to wait several decades for 
maturity of their new cedars, in- 
stead of following the easy path of 
planting fast-growing permanent 
substitutes. 


The bower-birds of Australia and 
New Guinea, allied to the birds 
of paradise, are named from bow- 
ers or arbors built by the males. 
First clearing an area for the pur- 
pose, the male builds a bower, 
usually with twigs. In front of the 
bower is his stage, where he ar- 
ranges a variety of bright-colored 
objects leaves, berries, and even 
paper and glass- to accent the 
limited splendor of his plumage. 
The female then builds her nest a 
few feet away, but the bower is 
maintained and refurbished daily 
until the young are old enough to 
visit it. 


Six American 80-foot PT boats 
capable of 45 knots will soon be 
patrolling waters surrounding the 
more than 3,000 islands that com- 
pose the young Republic of Indo- 
nesia. 

Manned by Indonesian sailors 
and equipped with radar and other 
modern navigation devices, the 
craft will aid the Far Eastern na- 
tion’s drive to control smuggling 
and illegal immigration — evils 
contributing to Indonesia’s current 
critical shortage of food. 

“We are facing an appalling fu- 
ture, a case of life or death for In- 
donesia,’’ President Soekarno told 
his people recently. He was re- 
; viewing the statistics of population 
. versus food production. A million 
tons of rice are lacking each year 
j even for subsistence diets, he said. 

Vet this fledgling nation is one 
of the wealthiest on earth in natural 
resources. Barely touched are 
treasures in ruhber and oil, sugar 
and spices, minerals and fibers, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety'. For such “wealth of the In- 
dies,” world powers fought for cen- 
turies. 

80,000,000 Strong 

The virtually countless islands 
of Indonesia stretch along the 
equator from the southernmost 
mainland of Asia to the northern 
tip of Australia. On them live 
80,000,000 people, nearly as many 
as in Japan. 

Largest Moslem country in the 
world in terms of people, Indonesia 
is the hinge around which the fu- 
ture of much of southeast Asia 
swings. Its people fervently w’ish 
to remain neutral in the conflict 
between East and West. “Mer- 
deka.” meaning freedom, has been 
their rallying cry ever since they 
declared independence on the heels 
of World War II and began a four- 
year struggle to make it stick. 

Oil and Temple** 

Indonesia’s main island is Java, 
seat of its capital, Djakarta, new’ 
name for old Batavia. Home of 
more than half the nation’s people, 
Java is the most crowded region of 
its size on earth. 

From Sumatra and Borneo come 
rivers of oil. Bali, where Hindu 
gods still reign, is a place of tem- 
ples and spectacular rice terraces, 
glittering dances and ancient music. 

Ridged by chains of active vol- 
canos, parts of Indonesia are still 
among the wildest places on earth, 
inhabited by peoples seldom if ever 
visited by outsiders. Io other 
parts of the islands, modem manu- 
facturing plants turn out an in- 
creasing flow of goods. 

Educational leaders are battling 
illiteracy. Arts and sciences 
flourish. Four new universities 
have been formed. While Indo- 
nesia fights to feed itself, it looks 
toward the day when the Indies’ 
wealth will bring prosperity. 


on the Aouk River, east of Fort 
Archnmbnult, French Equatorial 
Africa, in the midst of country 
heavy wflth game, when it encoun- 
tered the lion and the baboons. The 
lion stole into camp about 3:30 one 
morning to make off with the harte- 
beest carcass, which was found 
abandoned about 1200 yards away. 

Hoping to obtain pictures of a 
lion feeding at night, Mr. Wentzel 
retrieved the carcass and surround- 
ed it with five cameras equipped 
with flash guns all set up so that 
any movement would actuate the 
shutters and lights. 

Unfortunately, however, the ba- 
boons found the cameras fascinat- 
ing playthings and knocked them 
all down. 

NUMEROUS SPECIES 
COLLECTED 

A full report of the scientific find- 
ings of the expedition will be made 
when it returns to the United 
States later this summer, but Mr. 
Carter has indicated successful 
progress in his collection of speci- 
mens for the Museum. He repoited 
that “quite a hit” of “some very 
nice” material had been obtained 
on one 17-day, 600-mile field t.iip. 

Wild animals did not provide all 
the trouble encountered by the 
travelers; some developed when the 
native cook mistook automotive 
brake fluid for cooking oil and fried 
steaks in it. Mr. Weber contended 
the brake-oil steak was the best 
served on the trip. 

On another occasion the same 
cook served stewed prunes which 
were tough. Asked if he had soak- 
ed the prunes as directed, he re- 
plied that of course he did, and dis- 
played the water in which he had 
soaked them — without removing 
them from the can. 

SOPHISTICATED UBANGI 

In other meetings with natives 
the expedition encountered numer- 
ous Ubangi women with lips 
stretched to enormous dimensions. 
One of the women identified her- 
self in a picture published in the 
September, 1938, issue of the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine. 

Another demanded twice the usu- 
al fee of 100 francs when she was 
photographed, and she was singu- 
larly unimpressed with cameras. 
It was found that she had develop- 
ed her sophistication when she 
toured the United States with a 
circus and appeared at fairs and 
expositions. 

Expedition members have had 
several close calls with crocodiles 
while swimming and taking pic- 
tures in the water, hut there have 
been no casualties. 

Mrs. Weeks reports that the 
average temperature in the ex- 
plored areas is 113 degrees, which 
makes the nighttime low of SO 
seem cool.

COMPLEX INSTRUMENT 

The bagpipe is a complex instru- 
ment consisting of an air-tight 
leather bag having from three to 
five apertures to which are affixed 
the tubes or pipes. In the Highland 
bagpipe the hag is filled with air 
by means of a “blow pipe” through 
which the piper blows air into the 
reservoir. In other types the hag 
is filled by a bellows. 

The other attached pipes consist 
of one or more “drones” or tubes, 
each capable of only one note. The 
drones supply the constant back- 
ground notes for the varied music 
produced by the remaining tube, 
the “chanter” or melody pipe, on 
which the piper produces the melo- 
dy by fingering. 

Constant pressure of air through 
che drones and chanter is main- 
tained by arm pressure on the bag, 
which is carried under the shoulder. 


Along Bay of Fundy shores in 
Canada’s Maritime Provinces occur 
some of the greatest tides on earth. 
Sometimes there is a difference of 
more than 40 feet between high and 
low tide at Windsor, Nova Scotia, 
as the waters rush in from Minas 
Basin. When the tide goes out, 
ships are left in natural drydock 
beside the wharves, resting on the 
harbor bottom. Cables and haw- 
sers prevent them from tipping 
over 


BAGPIPES ARE SCOTTISH 
REGARDLESS OF ORIGIN 

The bagpipe, a johnny-come-late- 
ly to Scotland according to a cur- 
rent Glasgow researcher, is as 
Scottish as plaids and kilts for a’ 
that. 

That the national musical in- 
strument of Scotland is far older 
than its Scottish ties seems well 
established, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. It is regarded as 
Asiatic in origin and counted among 
the most ancient of music-makers. 

Braving the wrath of his coun- 
trymen, the Glasgow scholar places 
the arrival of the bagpipe in Scot- 
land as late as the lfith century and 
finds it came from Italy. There is 
evidence, however, that bagpipes 
were brought to the British Isles 
by Roman legionnaires, to whom 
the instrument was well known. 
Nero was reported to be an accom- 
plished performer on one type of 
bagpipe. The pipes were popular 
with troubadours of the Middle 
Ages. 

NOT FOR BEGINNERS 

The Scottish people have taken i 
the bagpipe as their own. No High- 
land or lowland festival or party is 
complete without pipe music, and 
Scottish military bagpipe bands are 
as famous as the noted regiments 
to which they belong. 

Much of the music written for 
the bagpipe is Scottish. There are 
three types of such music. The 
Coel Baeg, of Little Music, con- 
sists of dance and march tunes; the 
f’oel Meadonach, or Middle Music, 
includes slow’ marches, retreats, 
and simple laments; and finally, the 
majestic Uoel Mor, or Big Music, 
embraces the great sonatas or con- 
certos of bagpipe composition. 

There are about 300 laments, bat- 
tle hymns, and salutes that can be 
classified as Big Music. They are 
not for the amateur performer or 
listener. The Big Music is consider- 
ed by experts to be truly great 
national music. It consists of cer- 
tain melodic lines repeated and var- 
ied with changing groupings or 
rhythm. 

The most famous of all Highland 
musicians, the MacCrimmons, here- 
ditary pipers to the MacLeods of 
Dunvegan on the Isle of Skye, 
wrote, taught, and played the Ceol 
Mor, scorning the simpler forms of 
composition. 

Dunald Ban MacCrimmon, one of 
the last and greatest of his line, 
composed the prophetic lament 
MacCrimmon Never Will Return” 
before he followed Bonnie Prince

WINCHESTER MAN 
EFFECTED CAPE RESCUE 


A pro-dawn flashlight S. O. S., 
read by a Winchester man, was 
credited with saving the lives of 
four men adrift in a sinking motor- 
boat in the gale-tossed waters of 
Sesuit Harbor, Dennis, on Monday 
night. 

The four had ventured out in 
the launch to secure other boats 
torn loose from their moorings. 

Mountainous waves, a backlash 
of the northbound hurricane, 
swamped their small craft w'hieh 
began to sink. They builed furious- 
ly, but futilely in the darkness. 

As a last resort a flashlight was 
used to message an appeal for aid. 
It w’as a desperate effort. Few' per- 
sons w’ould be “up and about” at 
that time of morning they thought. 

The blinking light w r as spotted 
by Charles O. Nichols of 14 Jeffer- 
son road, Winchester, from his cot- 
tage nearby. 

“I took one look”, he said later, 
“and saw there would he no time to 
call the Coast Guard. Help would 
reach the men too late.” 

Donning a coat, he raced through 
the high w'inds to the waterfront 
and roused the three-man crew of 
the tugboat Snapper, employed on 
a harbor-dredging project. 

Quickly, the crew w'armed the 
tug’s engine and headed her into 
the mountainous waves. Once close 
to the small boat, the heavy seas 
made the rescue difficult. 

“Six times,” Nichols related, “the 
tug passed close to the sinking 
craft before they were able to pull 
the men aboard.” 

“Just lucky I saw' that blinking 
light,” he said afterwards.

To 
be sure the time it was held came 
during the post holiday season, 
however everything was secondary 
to the importance of having the 
school ready for opening day Sep- 
ember 4th. Aside from a little 
equipment delayed by the steel 
strike everything was ready for the 
children. 

It is sincerely hoped that all per- 
sons interested in Winchester 
schools will plan to visit this school. 

This building represents a very 
serious attempt to raise the stan- 
dard of school buildings in the town 
and to create a homelike atmos- 
phere rather than that of an insti- 
tution.

RENT CONTROL 

Congress passed a measure say- 
ing that all rent controls will end 
September .30, 1052. Under this 
law, however, individual cities and 
towns can extend control until 
April 30, 1953, if they think it 
necessary. The federal law speci- 
fies that this can he done either 
through the local governing body 
the city council or town hoard of 
selectmen — or by a popular refer- 
endum on primary day, September 
16. 

According to the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office, this “either . . or” 

clause means that if the local gov- 
erning body decides to extend rent 
control, there is no need for a refer- 
endum. If, however, the local body 
takes no action, then a referendum 
is in order. 

The State Legislature then ap- 
proved the federal law and added 
to it certain sections saying: The 
purpose of the measure is to “per- 
mit a popular referendum in cities 
and towns” to allow the voters to 
decide the question of extending 
rent control; and the General Court 
enacts this act for the purpose of 
providing an opportunity for such 
voters to make a declaration . . . 

These additions have led many 
cities and towns, Melrose among 
them, to feel that no matter what 
the local governing hoards do. the 
people must also he given a refer- 
endum ballot on September 16. 

Melrose, being a white collar 
city, whose citizens are caught with 
more or less fixed salaries without 
esculator clauses, will probably go 
strong for extension of rent con- 
trol. However, control isn’t at all 
fair to landlords who are faced 
with spiraling taxes and other 
costs, and in the long run the ex- 
tension of controls will work hard- 
ship on renters, as under the 
present system there is no incentive 
for anyone to own or build rental 
properties. Melrose could well use 
more. — (Melrose Free Press »

The following comparisons be- 
tween the old school and the new 
may he <<f interest. 

Th*> main door instead of npen- 
ni r almost directly to the sidewalk 
i now opens onto a covered platform 
which can shelter about 50 pupils 
in had weather. 

Instead of inadequate washing 
facilities in toilets each room in 
the new wing is equipped with 
-inks, hot and cold running water 
and drinking fountains. 

To replace a fifty year old rattan 
couch covered with a filthy red rub- 
ber sheet the school now has a 
beautiful clinic with the best equip- 
ment, all as specified by the school 
physician Dr. Barone. This is the 
only complete school clinic in town. 
The Mothers’ Association will care 
for the linen and a friend of the 
school will have flowers renewed 
weekly. 

Instead of a small electric plate 
and n sink located on the second 
floor the new school now has a com- 
plete modern electric kitchen for 
use by the teachers and Mothers’ 
Association. Parent participation 
is most important and any money 
spent to encourage it is well spent. 

Kindergarten chairs are of 
maple, some natural finish, others 
enamelled in bright colors. Tables 
in this room are maple with gray 
linen design plastic tops. All 
other equipment in the new wing is 
of steel. Pupils and teachers desks 
and chairs are steel, also files, office 
equipment and auditorium chairs. 
All are enamelled a soft brown for 
ease of maintenance with four hour 
enamel. Pupils desks have plastic 
tops which are practically indes- 
tructible. 

Lighting is as near perfect as 
possible and has been accomplished 
by use of General Electric incan- 
descent fixtures and not Fluores- 
cent. Each new room has been pro- 
vided with 4000 watts of light as 
compared with 400 watts in the old 
building. 

The new building is of firesafe 
construction. Roofs are of con- 
crete and gypsum plank on steel 
frame. Walls concrete block terra 
cotta and brick construction. Ceil- 
ing tiles are of spun glass compar- 
ed to the highly inflammable sugar 
can composition ceiling tiles in the 
old building. 

The waxed asphalt tiled floors 
sharply contrast the warped, nail 
studded, dirt filled crack wooden 
floors. 

Much of the furniture in the old 
school was second hand when the 
school was built 26 years ago. The 
varnish has completely disappear- 
ed from most of it. 

Well appointed public toilets for 
ladies and gentlemen have been 
provided. This is the only grade 
school in the town to have this im- 
portant facility. 

Citizens of Winchester take un- 
usual pride in their homes and 
churches and constantly renovate 
and redecorate them inside and out 
to keep them comportable, efficient 
and modern. It is inconceivable 
that our schools can he allowed to 
remain so unkempt and out of date. 
What must our children think after 
leaving beautiful clean modem 
j homes and entering such poor 
school buildings? 

Many of our schools must he 
modernized and more must soon he 
built; it therefore is very impor- 
tant that our citizens see this 
school. Constructive criticism is 
earnestly solicited. 

This criticism can he filed with 
the final report on this school to 
the advantage of the next building 
committee and the town. 

Please study the building. Have 
too many features been incorpor- 
ated? What would you eliminate? 
Add what? Does the homelike at- 
mosphere appeal ? Do you prefer 
the institutional type? 

Do you prefer a steel locker in 
the corridor for children’s wet snow 
• suits and garments? or do you like 
the open wardrobe provided? Can 
you suggest a better idea ? 

Twenty-seven colors have been 
used in the building. Do you like 
the color scheme? Have too many 
colors been used? Where could 
improvement be made? Do you 
like painted cinder block? Corridor 
tile? Would you prefer plastered 
j walls ? 

Where has money been spent ex- 
travagantly or wasted? Where 
| would vou spend more? Where 
! less ? 

Please arrange to visit the 
'school. If you like it tell your 
friends and neghbors. If you have 
constructive or other criticism 
please advise me, members of the 
committee or the school depart- 
ment. 

In thia way we can obtain a great 
deal more for the money spent as 
it will enable others to do better.

A LETTER TO THE VOTERS OF WINCHESTER 


If you bad spent S2.000.00 a day, every day, for 
the last 350 years up to the 16th of September of 
this year, it still would not equal the amount poured 
into rent eontrol alone by our government since 
1942. That is what rent control has cost YOU, AS 
A TAXPAYER. 

Last July our Government in Washington passed 
a Federal Rent Law. It states that, except in critical 
bousing areas (and Winchester is not in a critical 
bousing area i all rent control shall end as of' Sep- 
tember 30, 1952, unless on or before that date the 
LOCAL GOVERNING BODY “DECLARES (by res- 
olution of its governing body, ADOPTED FOR THAT 
PURPOSE, or by popular referendum in accordance 
with LOCAL law*) that a SUBSTANTIAL SHORT- 
AGE OF HOUSING ACCOMMODATIONS EXISTS 
WHICH REQUIRES the continuance of Federal 
Rent Control in such city, town or village.” This 
was the amendment by Congressman Don Wheeler 
(Democrat of Georgia I which the house approved 
225 to 170. House-Senate conferees kept it in the 
final draft of the law. 

During the LAST E\ ENING our State Legis- 
lature was in session, a bill was introduced cajling 
for a referendum September 16th in cities and towns 
to determine whether or not federal rent controls 
should he continued beyond the expiration date of 
September 30th until April 30th of next year, when 
all rent controls expire. 

The language of the State hill includes the phrase- 
ology in its heading “as to whetlier a shortage of 
RENTAL housing accommodations exists which re- 
quires the continuance of Federal Rent Control — .” 
The body of the bill couforms, however, to the lang- 
uage of the new* Federal Rent Law. This hill was 
passed during the rush of the last day of the session; 
the day that saw the passage of the “Curley Pension 
Bill" aud similar legislation. 

No public hearing has been held in Vi inch ester 
to determine whether or not “a substantial shortage 
of homing accommodations exists,” a condition of the 
new Federal Kent Law. 

Next week, Tuesday, September loth, you, as 
\oters of tin* Town of Winchester, will be given the 
opportunity to express yourselves on this issue. 
^ our vote should be “NO”, for the following reasons: 

1 If you are a llO.YIE OWNER you should vote 

’"NO” because you are paving heavy property 

laves through increased tax rates. Any unwar- 


ranted burden on real estate affects all property 
owners. The greatest part of the cost of Town 
Government is supported by real estate taxes. 

2. If you are a TAXPAYER you should vote “NO” 
because a “NO” vote is a vote for lower taxes. 
The cost of maintaining the rent control bureau- 
cracy has already run to approximately a quar- 
ter of a BILLION DOLLARS. 

3. If you are a TENANT you should vote “NO” 
because : 

( a i Kent control is no longer needed. The l . S. 
Census show's we had more housing per person 
in 1950 than in 1940. In the ten year period, 
1940 to 1950, the number of dwellings per per- 
son increased 23.6% while the population in- 
creased only 14.5 %. The number of vacant 
dwellings increased from 2.5 million to 3.4 mil- 
lion. This does not include the increase of the 
housing boom of the last two years. 

(b) Rent control dries up the supply. Under 
rent control many owners found it more profit- 
able and desirable to sell their rental properties. 
Hundreds of thousands of rental homes were sold 
and taken off the rental market. People were 
forced to buy. The 1950 Census shows 2.000,000 
rental units removed from tenant use since 1940. 

(c) Rent control encourages “hoarding” of hous- 
ing. In 1950 there was a total of 3.9 million 
dwellings occupied by only one person. This 
is an increase of 45% since 1940. Only under 
rent control have these individuals been able to 
spread out and cause this maldistribution of hous- 
ing. 

(d) Fears of exorbitant increases are unfound- 
ed. Rent control officials point to increases of 
50-100%, which are isolated cases and used for 
the purpose of frightening people. Documented 
evidence from scores of cities of vary ing popula- 
tion show that the rent increases have not been 
exorbitant, and that, as a result of decontrol, 
the supply of rental accommodations lias notico 

*ahly increased. The old law of supply and de- 
mand can work to the advantage of everybody 
if it is given a chance. 

4. If nou are a good \ MERIC AN you should vote

a If the principle of enforced subsidy of one 
group of private citizen* by another sueli group is 


allowed to stand, all private business 
way of life can thus be destroyed.

(b) It violates property rights and ean only en- 
dure under a strong eentral-pow’ered police state. 
Experience with rent control in England and 
France has been so disastrous we should not 
tolerate its continuance here. 

(c) Rent control is a political football. Poli- 
ticians favor rent control, because they feel it 
buys them votes. The rights of property own- 
ers should not be sacrificed for political expedi- 
ency. Thousands of bureaucrats are campaign- 
ing for the continuance of rent control because 
it means jobs and political patronage for them. 

(dl Rent eontrol is unfair. Wartime Federal 
rent freeze and occupancy controls are still im- 
posed on property omiers more than six ami one- 
half years after the end of the war. 

Fellow’ voters of Vi inchester, our Town is a town 
of homes, a town in this free land of America of 
which we are all proud. We have no place here for 
class antagonism. Let us be Americans first and 
place selfish interests behind us. Vote “NO” on rent 
control next Tuesday, September 16th. if your con- 
science so dictates — but be sure to vote anyway — 
for that is part of the American way of life and it is 
your duty to preserve it — for yourselves and for 
your children.

WINCHESTER PRIMARY VOTE 
LIGHT 

HERTER REPUBLICAN, 
CULLEN DEMOCRATIC VOTE 

LEADERS. RENT CONTROL 
FAVORED 

Only 3,(155 voters of a total regis- 
tration of 9.112 went to the polls in 
Tuesday’s Primary election, 3,072 
being Republicans and 583, Demo- 
crats. Five more voters cast bal- 
; lots in the referendum on rent con- 
trol than voted for the various 
State office candidates, a total of 
: 3.000 voting on this controversial 
matter. Winchester favored the 
continuation of rent control by the 
narrow margin of 13 votes, the 
totals being 1,727 no, to 1,714 yes. 

The overall vote for office can- 
didates was substantialy the same 
as two years ago, the total then be- 
ing 3,520, divided, Republicans, 
3,032, and Democrats, 488. On 
Tuesday the Republicans cast 40 
more votes than in 1950, the Demo- 
crats exceeding their previous vote 
by 95. These figures should prove 
of interest to both the Republican 
and Democratic Town Committees, 
neither of which conducted any sort 
of noticeable campaign to get out 
votes. 

Chrisitan A. Herter. Republican 
candidate for Governor, led all can 
didates in Winchester with a total 
of 2,897 votes, followed closely by 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., Senatorial 
candidate, who polled 2,885. Of 
chief interest perhaps was the fight i 
for State treasurer betweer Roy 
Papalia of Watertown and Fred 
Burrell of Medford. Winchester 
Repubicans showed amost a four to 
one preference for Papalia, who | 
was the successful State-wide can- 
didate. 

On the Democratic side former 
Selectman James A. Cullen, a can- 
didate to succeed himself as Mid- 
dlesex County Commissioner, edged 
Cong. John F. Kennedy, Senatorial 
candidate, 473 to 472 for top vote 
honors. In the write-in contest for 
representative in the General Court 
for the 29th Middlesex District, the 
Winchester Democrats cast the 
greatest number of votes for 
Thomas J. Fallon, who is no longer 
a resident of the town and is re- 
ported to be deceased. 

Governor Paul A. Dever, running 
for re-election, received only 341 
votes with more than 40 percent 
of the Democratic voters casting 
blanks for this office.

BETTER SCHOOLS 


Editor of the Star: 

Rejoicing as 1 do with all the 
people of Winchester in the tine 
addition completed for the Wash- 
ington School children, it is with 
regret that 1 take exception to 
some of the remarks in Mr. Wake- 
field’s letter to the Star last week. 
It seemed to me that the impression 
given of the rest of the Winches- 
ter school buildings was not a fair 
one. This letter is no effort to 
“whitewash”. 1 too am for better 
schools, but let’s be fair. 

The school with which I have 
been longest acquainted is Wyman. 
At no time in the many years I 
have paid it visits have 1 ever felt 
for a moment that it deserved the 
adjective “unkempt”. Contrari- 
wise 1 have never entered the build- 
ing after a considerable absence 
without being impressed by the 
tine maintenance work, fresh paint, 
etc., and altogether well-cared-for 
look of the place. Wyman is the 
oldest of the elementary schools. 
More casual and less frequent 
visits to the other schools do not 
suggest to nu* that Wyman has 
been favored over them. 

As to modernization, it must he 
admitted that the hot plate in the 
Teachers’ Room which was there 
on my first visit is still the only 
cooking arrangement provided. 
However, “parent participation”, 
which Wyman parents believe in 
too, lias been, too keen to be dis- 
couraged by such a slight incon- 
venience. Ask the teachers how 
they feel about Wyman “parent 
participation” in regard to refur- 
nishing their Room' 

My memories of the nurse’s room 
m W yman are those of adequate 
arrangements to meet the needs. 
By no stretch of the imagination 
could anything there be associated 
with the “filthy red rubber sheet” 
described by Mr. Wakefield a> for- 
merly at the Washington School. 

Eager, indeed anxious, as I am t<> 
see more and better school build- 
ings in Winchester, it does not seem 
to me fair or useful to make the 
charge against the school buildings 
worse than it actually is. We have 
problems enough, particularly in 
the secondary schools, without ex 
aggeration. After all Wadleigh is 
surely not “unkempt” and it is very 
hard for me to say a good word for 
Wadleigh. 

The strong inference in Mr. 
Wakefield’s opening paragraphs 
that the officials of the town who 
did not attend the Building Com- 
mittee’s Opening of the School for 
inspection were somehow failing 
in their duty or lacking in proper 
nterest does not seem to me in the 
least logical. As long as the 
officials have fus: band knowledge 
of the building prior to making 
decisions about that or other 
schools they have done all that can 
be required. Their presence or 
absence at a specified time had n<< 
effect on the opening of the school 
to the children. 

In dosing. Mi Wakefield’s in- 
vitation for constructive criticism

IH1 OMAHA FLOOD STORY 
\ND CIVIL DEFENSE 

The inspiring story of the light 
against the flooding Missouri, in 
April, 1952, is a perfect lesson in 
what CD has been trying to teach 
the public, everywhere, for a long 
turn namely, that CD is a power- 
ful protective weapon for the com- 
munity in many other emergencies 
besides war alone.

MYSTIC SCHOOL MOTHERS’ 
ASSOCIATION MEETING 


On Wednesday afternoon, Sep- 
tember tOth, the Mystic School 
Auditorium opened its doors to a 
large number of Mother- who came 
to meet the teachers and to hear 
Mr. Forte speak at the first meet- 
ing this Fall of the Mystic School 
Mothers’ Association. The Pres- 
ident. Mrs. H Gardner Bradlee, 
opened lie* meeting by reading the 
introduction to the by-laws which 
state that the purpose of the as- 
sociation is to promote closer rela- 
tionship, and cooperation between 
the parents and the teachers. 

Brief talks were given by Mrs. 
Richard Frazier, chairman of Room 
Mothers, Mrs. Rolf Eliassen, chair- 
man of teachers luncheons, and 
Mrs. Frederick Bailey, chairman of 
Ways and Means relative to their 
duties and plans for the coming 
year. 

The Secretary, Mrs. George Niles 
submitted a petition to be sent to 
the Board of Selectmen asking for 
a sidewalk from (’harden road to 
Symmes corner to safeguard the 
Mystic School children who come 
from the North Gateway — Char- 
don road area, and who now must 
cross both Main street and High- 
fanci avenue entirely on their own. 
This petition was approved and 
many signatures were obtained. 

Mrs. Bradlee then introduced the 
three new teachers at Mystic this 
year, and each was presented with 
a corsage as she came forward. 
They were Mrs. Dorothy Seed, first 
grade; Mrs. Dorr (who was ill and 
not able to be present) second 
grade; and Miss Whittemore, who 
has returned to Mystic after a three 
year absence, third grade. She then 
introduced Mr. Forte explaining 
that he and Mrs. Maude Dover are 
now at the Mystic School full time. 
Considering tin* fact that accord- 
ing to Mr. Forte — Mystic is now 
the largest grade school in town 
with an enrollment of 408 — it 
seems that a full time principal is 
a necessity. Aided by some very 
amusing cartoons Mr. Forte showed 
the state of affairs at the school — 
the building bulging at the seams 
with only the fourth and sixth 
grades having less than 30 pupils 
in each division, with a record en- 
rollment of unanticipated new 


children 59 new families being 
I represented in the total of 275 
families. Problems are to be ex- 
pected, but he anticipates being 
able to meet them with the aid of 
bis tini* staff of teachers, and the 
help of the parents. He suggested 
that the mothers use the room 
Mothers and the Board members 
where possible to relieve the strain 
on the telephone situation at the 
school.

tional movement between the head 
of the spraying device and the ar- 
ticle being processed in order to 
apply the coating both circumfer- 
entially and lengthwise along the 
interior of the workpiece.

It therefore is the object of his 
invention to overcome this limita- 
tion and thus he has devised a novel 
spray nozzle which, as its principal 
feature, provides for a supplemen- 
tal discharge of air that creates a 
more effective and satisfactory 
flattening of the coating spray than 
has heretofore been the case. In 
other words, this flattened spray is 
applied to the interior of the article 
as a wide band instead of a narrow 
one; and. as a consequence, the 
coating operation is speeded up 
considerably.

Winchester that the Wy- 
man SchiMj.. an well as ail schools 


in th* ti.-.in, enjoy* excellent par- 
ent participation. The Wyman 
School was completely redecorated 
in 1951. Prior to that when was the 
[last time it was painted? That the 
people in the Wyman influence are 
perfectly satisfied is beside the 
point. These people are solicited 
and urged to put all of our schools 
in a condition that will make us 
all proud of all our school build- 
ings. 

While my comparisons were se- 
vere, they are all true and were 
purposely given to wake up our 
citizens to the realization that our 
school buildings have been and are 
sadly neglected. 

When you go from school to 
school and see such things as the 
"led rubber sheet”, a floor brush 
standing in a damp basement of 
a newer school with a mushroom 
growing in the bristles, observe 
inflammable ceilings in others, 
wood roofs, the high school floors, 

I the furniture, the poor lighting, 
the gas jets and the Wadleigh 
spectacle, I dont believe I should 
just sit back and rejoice that two 
of my children are in the new wing 
of the George Washington School. 
One school hasn’t had a brushful 
of paint in seven years, and when 
would you say the Wadleigh had 
it - ln-t facial? Why do town em- 
ployees worry about electric light 
Dills at the expense <>f our children's 
eyesight? The stage curtains at 
tin high school are so rotted that 
they can’t he cleaned again, (an 
they still be fireproof? 

Reading between tlu* lines it is 
i ca.-y to infei and at times twist 
meanings. I- it possible that sonic 
of Mrs. Long’s friends failed in 
, their duty and lacked proper inter- 
est ? "First hand knowledge” is 
usually observed by those in charge, 
not by the employees. Then again, 
why make a lot of noise and not 
bother to see about what? Specific 
dates are one thing, hut twelve 
months easily permit a “first visit.” 

Before any more inferences are 
drawn 1 want it distinctly under- 
stood that the run-down condition 
of “some” of our schools is not due 
to the failure of our custodians to 
do their best. They used to work 
sixty hours a week and now they 
work forty hours a week. The en- 
hanced school programs, expanded 
enrollments and much larger school 
buildings require much more man- 
power in addition to the work now 
being done by women part-time 
helpers. 

Fainted and otherwise properly 
maintained buildings and equip- 
ment would inspire them to even 
greater effort. How much satisfac- 
tion comes from keeping a soap- 
stone sink clean ? 

Fm not interested in who is or 
was responsible for our schools be- 
ing neglected, so please don’t again 
try to come to the rescue of some- 
one you might think is unfairly 
criticized by implication. “Let’s he 
constructive.” That suits me too. 
While we wait to agree on a solu- 
tion to the secondary schools, let’s 
! fix up what we’ve got — modernize 
or at least make the old look as if 
they belonged to someone. Keep the 
new, new, and make sure we have 
no more “emergency repairs” due 
to state or insurance condemna- 
; t ions. 

A year-by-yea* proper mainten- 
ance and modernization program 
will in the long run prove much 
the cheaper way and pay handsome 
I dividends to our children, their j 
teachers and those responsible for 
the upkeep of the buildings. 

While we are on the subject of 
schools, let’s examine the Foster 
Flan again.

I it a question of 
maintenance, of overloaded classes, 
or niggardly supplies? Is it a 
question of having a teacher in each 
classroom? This question of pro- 
tection is deeper than any of th<> 
and much more subjective. 

"I would like to think about two 
phases which impress me as essen- 
tial and almost insurmountable 
bulwarks: \\V mu-' foster and 

cherish si keen, alert, smd intel- 
ligent faith in the public school" 
and tin* work they sue trying t«. do, 
smd we must keep si high level of 
morale in the people who su« doing 
the job The second imr i take pre- 
cedence over the first, for si high 
type staff with si high level of 
morale builds the faith on which all 
other things rest. 

"Since you are the keys, the 
architects, the* molders, smd since 
you are in the favored and strategic 
positions of observing pupil grow th 
smd development, I would like t<» 
discuss with you the thing thsit en- 
riches, rewards, and inspires sill 
true teachers — The Drama of Dis- 
covery. 

"Have you had the experience of 
finding something new, unusual, 
unexpected, unknown? Of being 
the first to solve si problem, of mas- 
tering a new technique, of finding 
si new way, of giving a different 
interpretation? Of recognizing si 
worth in an individual you had 
never known was there before? Of 
sharing a new found talent or in- 
terest or achievement in or by some 
one thsit you hadn’t realized before, 
being tin* first to see, to share, to 
recognize, to do, whether it he find 
ing a new world, si new record of 
achievement, or a new person, car- 
ries with it the reward thsit makes 
discovery a mountain peak in the 
life of the discoverer. That’s part 
of this Drama of Discovery. 

"In the history of the New’ 
World, it w’sis Columbus who popu- 
larized discovery. While looking 
for and trying to prove there was 
si bigger world, he found a new 


tienii smd fsiith of si mother that 
gave (ilenn (’unninghnm si vision 
of his future and enabled him to 
honime on- nf the world’s greatest 
runners in pito of fire-crippled 

legs. . 

"These are all a part of this 
Drama of Discovery helping 
people realize dreams, fulfill sim- 
l. 'tions. I'Vop-omc obstacles, find 
higher levels *»f living. 

"Teacher" are the discoverers of 
discoverers. It is they who help 
pupils find th""i* talents smd abil- 
ities that mak< them the finders of 
new world', the painters of grea* 
pictures, the prophets of ne ,r 
visions. So, today 1 would ex- 
pciienee t hi' Drama of Discovery 
if I could, in S"me mall wsiv, help 
you to a gn-atei understanding smd 
appreciation of the role of teacher, 
and send you to your classroom to- 
morrow’ morning proud to be called 
a teacher. 

"I sim not one of those who be- 
lieve that Kducation can do any- 
thing and everything. Education 
: not a specif c, it is a stimulant. 

And Kducation, alone, is not 
enough. Think of those thousands 
of able young Germans who had 
the best of formal education. But 
thsit didn’t prevent them from cry- 
ing, "Heil, Hitler.” It is possible 
to have a type of education that 
neither corrects nor controls, but 
simply deepens the distortion of 
the minds. 

"True education implies parti- 
cipation. And ‘learning that makes 
a man turn his back on reality, is 
treason to the stewardship of 
humanity.’ The second most dan- 
gerous man in the world today is 
the educated agitator; the first 
most dangerous man is the educat- 
ed non-participator. For what will 
it profit society to sharpen the 
keenest minds for science and to 
leave government to the crackpots, 
the dull wits, the light-fingered, the 
greedy exhibitionists? Our educa- 
tion will all be on the negative side 
if there is no participation making 
progress real. 

"The period of our American 
Revolution was great, not only be- 
cause of the issues involved, but be- 


should pledge theii sacred honen t 
a task, the raucous response from 
the American public would be 
laughable, if it weren’t s" tragi 

"Can we in Massachusetts in 
195*2, we who live on the very 
threshold of so many of the great 
Dramas of Discovery, can we find 
or help produce the inflexible pur 
pose of a ( olumbus, the contagion- 
enthusiasm of a Teddy Roosevelt, 
the b?oad sympathies of a Jam 
Addams. the dogged pei'istcm-e of 
a (ilenn (’unninghnm ? 

“Can we help our pupil- in di 
covering themselves to discover 
the qualities in the stories, the 
poems, the songs, the pictures that 
are a part of our heritage? . 

Our pupils need to re-discover the 
literary heritage for which New 
England can be justly proud. 

"Can w’e so dramatize the ideals 
of our nation that pupils will di- 
cover in them the most thrilling 
and exciting of adventures. These 
ideals have been voiced by many 
people under trying conditions. ‘As 
for me, give me liberty or give me 
■ death.’ i only regret that I have 
j but one life to give for my country.’ 
i ‘Liberty and union, now and for- 
ever, one and inseparable.’ Back 
of each of these statemens was an 
excitement- packed drama. Can we 
help our pupils discover the values 
and ideals for which they stand? 

"Haven’t you had the experience 
of seeing a pupil’s eyes opened t<» 
some new talent, some ability that 
he hail felt was beyond him? An 
Industrial Arts teacher had insisted 
that a boy stick to his project of 
model boat building. Then one day, 
the boy grasped the idea and saw a 
fulfilled task. ‘Why,’ he cried, It 
will really look like a boat.’ The 
teacher had no further trouble. 

"There was a girl of Junior High 
School age retarded, a truant, a 
behavior problem, a problem to her- 
self and everybody. Then one day 
the music teacher found she had 
musical ability and soon she was in 
the school orchestra; the school 
had found a new girl. 

"Or that youngster who came 
bursting with the news that be had 
mastered a particularly difficult 
problem in mathematics. 

"All of them are parts of this 
Drama of Discovery in which your 
role is so great. 

"Do you recall the story of the 
Master Teacher when lie came back 
to the plains after a transfiguring 
experience on the Mountain? He 
was met by a father whose plea was 
‘Master, heal my son.’ I like to 
think of that in an educational sit 
uation as the first worried patent 
coming to the school, to the teach- 
er. So, tomorrow there will come 
the parent to the school, and he’ll 
figuratively place the hand of his 
child in the hand of the teacher; and 
his plea will be. ‘Help me help my

Always 
teach as though a great inventor, 
a high public official, an artist 
teacher, a great humanitarian, yea, 
even a President of the I’nited 
States were in your class. 

"For you, too, are standing on 
the threshold every day of this 
Drama of Discovery.”

Clellan went to the Winchester 
Hospital for special treatment to 
guard against possible infection.

WINCHESTER SCHOOLS ENROLL 
2877— INCREASE OF 72 

A study of the comparative en- 
rollment tigur* s for the Winchester 
Public Schools for tlu opening days 
of the school year shows a con- 
tinued increase in the elementary 
school population. 1732 pupils were 
enrolled on September S, 1952, com- 
pared with 16*42 <>n September 1", 
1951, a gain <*f 90 pupils in the ele- 
mentary schools. Enrollment in the 
Junior and Senior High Schools 
showed a slight decline from a to- 
tal of 116)3 student in 1951 to 1145 
in 1952. When the totals for all 
schools are combined, they show 
a net increase of 72 pupils over 
last year’s enrollment. 

A comparison of the figures for 
1948 and 1952 underlines the fact 
that so far most of the increase in 
school population has come in the 


elementary grades. Elementary j 
school enrollment lose from 1376 
in 194.* to 1732 in September of i 
this year. During the same period ; 
the combined enrollment of the 
Junioi and Senior High Schools . 
rose from 1116 to 1 1 45. 

Beginning in 1954. when the; 
present fifth grade of 240 pupils j 
reaches the seventh grade, the es- ; 
timated enrollment of the Junior) 
High School will be 455 instead of 
its present figure of 400. In 1955 
the enrollment estimate rises to 
172, and thereafter tlu* number re- ! 
mains above 470, rising to 562 in 
1959. 

The pressure of numbers on the 
High School will become significant j 
by 1955. when the estimated enroll- 
ment will be *25, an increase of SO
